with  a  few  remarks  on  tho  progress  of  civilisation  and  art 
in  these  interesting  conatries^  to  render  him  as  facas  possible 
independent  of  the  aer?ice8  of  hotel-keepers,  commlssion- 
naires,  guides,  and  other  members  of  the  same  fraternity; 
and  thus  to  enable  him  to  derire  the  greatest  possible 
amount  of  pleasure  and  instruction  &om  his  tour. 

The  Handbook  has  faeen  compiled  almost  entirely  from 
the  Editor's  personal  observation,  and  most  of  the  ooantry 
described  has  been  repeatedly  explored  by  him  with  a  view 
to  procure  the  latJist  possible  information;  but,  as  many  of 
the  data  In  the  Handbook  refer  to  matters  that  are  constantly 
undergoing  alteration ,  be  will  highly  appreciate  any  cor- 
rections or  suggestions  with  which  travellers  may  favour 
him.  Those  already  received,  which  in  many  instancea  have 
proved  moat  nseful,   he  gratefully  acknowledges. 

The  introductory  article  on  art  was  contributed  by  Pro- 
fessor  Anton  Springer  (d.

Hotels,  The  Editor  has  endeavoured  to  enumerate  not 
only  the  first-class  hotels,  but  also  others  of  more  modest 
pretoDsions,  which  may  be  safely  selected  by  the  'voyagenr 
en  garQon',  with  little  Bacrifice  of  comfort  and  considerable 
saving  of  expenditure.  The  hotels  which  the  Editor  has 
reason  to  believe  good  of  their  class  are  distinguished  by 
an  asterisk,  but  he  doea  not  doubt  that  equal  excellence 
may  often  be  found  in  hotels  that  are  iinstarred  and  even 
unmentioned.  The  average  charges  and  prices  stated  in 
Handbook,  although  constantly  tending  to  rise,  will  enable 
the  traveller  to  form  some  tdeaof  his  probable  expenditure. 

To  hotel -proprietors,  tradesmen,  and  others  the  Editor 
begs  to  intimate  that  a  character  for  fair  dealing  and  cour- 
tesy towards  travellers  forms  the  sole  passport  to  hie  c 
mendatiOD,  and  that  advertisements  of  every  kind  are  strictly 
excluded  from  his  flandbooks.

In  spite  of  the  efforts  of  the  FlemiBh  popnUilon  (p.  it],  Pbbmos 
Is  still  the  laiignage  of  the  government,  the  aimy,  of  most  of  the 
newspapers,  of  public  traffic,  of  scientific  literature,  and  Indeed  of 
all  the  upper  nUsaeB,  as  it  hag  been  since  the  time  of  (he  eiuMdei. 

The  Waj-look  Ungu&ge,  which  resemblea  a  very  conupt  dialect 
of  French,  or  taucht  franfaii  as  It  is  termed  by  the  Frencli,  la 
an  early  f  roiiob  (Romanic)  patois,  with  Celtio  and  Teutonic  ile- 
menb.  occnrring  occasionally  in  ancient  docnmente  and  poems, 
and  not  entirely  without  its  literature,  bat  almost  as  unin- 
telligible to  a  Fionchmau  as  FlemUh  is  to  a  German.  The  learned 
Florentine  <?uieclanlfnl  (d.  1589),  who  as  Tuscan  ambassador  re«lded 
for  several  years  in  the  Netherlands,  describes  the  Walloon  language, 
In  Mb  DeicrlpUo  tolim  Belgil,  as  'termo  eommtiaiUr  Oallieuij 
quia  Oalliom  inter  atque  Camaniam  et  Btlglcam  poaiti,  corruplua 
vatde  et  perabmrdul' .  The  following  popular  rhymes  from  the  'Air- 
Tuanach  par  maitre  Mathieti  Latmbergh'  will  serve  as  a  specimen  of 
the  language:

The  FuuBH  laiigusge  diflim  but  eligbtly  from  thu  Dutch,  both 
being;  brancheB  of  the  lower  Gennan  iBugaage.  In  the  middle  agea 
they  fanned  hut  one  tougns,  aod  eTon  st  tbe  preaent  diy  the 
Flemish  spolion  l&nguage  diifers  uo  more  liom  the  Dutch  than 
soma  Qaiman  dialecM  do  from  each  other,  while  the  wilMeo 
Unguigoa  are  almoit  Identical,  eepedslly  aince  about  1864,  when 
the  Flemish  writers  csssed  to  use  ceTtaln  unimportant  oithogia' 
phloal  pecnUaritios  that  hadprerloaalydistlngalghedthe  langnagee. 
Flemlah,  although  a  rich  and  esprosaive  Ungnage,  Cannot  be  called 
>  highly' cultiiated  longue,  being  spoken  by  the  uneducated  ctasaes 
only,  and  posaeaeiug  but  little  original  literature.  Centuries  of 
Spanish ,  Austrian ,  and  French  doniuatiou  have  left  the  Flemlah 
language  nnalteced  for  the  simple  reason  that  it  wae  never  used 
as  a  written  langDage,  except  for  catechisms,  prayer-bcDhB,  legends, 
etc.,  for  the  use  of  the  lower  claasBB.  Since  the  year  1340,  al  the 
inBtlgation  of  J.  F.  WiUtim  (d.  1846),  Ph.  Blomrnaert  (d.  1B71), 
Van  Syaayck  (ii-  1849],  HenMIc  ConKlence  (d.  1883),  Km.  UKt 
(1S34'99),  Mai  Roo»ci,  Polde  Ufmt,  and  others,  niimerous  loholara 
•Dd  societies  have  lealoualy  atiiYen  to  procure  the  Introduction  of 
Flemish  into  the  higher  political  and  social  circles,  and  the  'Flemish 
moTement'  ('Tlaanuahc  SeiBcging')  is  powerful  to  this  day.  A  law 
ma  passed  in  1873  permitting  ■  more  general  use  of  Flemish  in 
Judicial  proceedings  than  had  preyionBly  been  competent ,  in  1883 
the  use  of  the  FiomlBh  speech  vros  re-introduced  into  the  middle' 
clus  aobools  of  the  Flemish  pcovinces,  and  in  1888  a  knowledge  of 
Flemish  was  made  obligatory  for  military  offlcers;  but  the  fact  Temains 
onohanged ,  that  s  kuowledge  of  French  la  still  considered  ladlg. 
pBluable  to  all  but  the  lowest  agriooltulal  and  labouring  classes.

After  what  has  been  aaid,  it  need  hardly  he  added  that  a  alight 
knowledge  of  French  will  enable  the  traveller  in  Belgium  to  eon- 
Mrte  with  every  one  with  whom  he  la  likely  to  come  in  contact, 
and  that  an  acquaintance  with  the  Flemish  and  Walloon  dialects 
will  probably  be  of  little  use  except  (o  the  philologist.  Those 
who  are  ignorant  of  French  will  be  glad  to  know  that  Kngllah 
spoken  at  most  of  the  principal  hotels  throughout  the  country.

At  the  diiisioas  of  the  MersTinglan  posieseionB  iu  the  6th  cent., 
the  eoanliy  to  the  W.  of  the  Snholdt  fsll  to  NeOEtrli,  that  od  the 
E.  to  AnsttiBls.  By  the  treaty  of  Verdnn  (843)  the  wwitern  pro- 
vince, FUndeis  and.  AitoU,  became  part  of  Ftance,  while  the 
eastem,  Indudlag  Biabant,  fell  to  the  ahira  of  Geimany.  With 
the  dBTelopment  of  the  feudal  ByeCem  -nrioiiB  heiedit«J7  princi- 
palities were  established  here  ai  eleewhere.  Tbos  arose  the  state* 
of  FlandtTt,  ArU'le,  HainaitU,  Namw,  the  liuohieB  of  Brabant  and 
ZiJfniouTjr,  the  priuuipality  of  Liige,  the  county  of  Anlieerf,  and 
the  lordahlp  of  Malmu,  irhleh  at  a  later  period  tried  to  render 
themeelres  Independent  of  their  powerful  iielghboaia.  Flanders, 
which  attained  to  great  prosperity  by  means  of  its  minafaetnres 
and  eommercial  entexpriae,  earried  on  «  loug-contlnnad  atmgglo 
against  France,  the  result  of  which,  in  spite  of  the  atrenuous  eier- 
tlODB  of  the  cities  ofGhent  and  Braget,  wia  the  ettahlishnkent  of 
a  mersly  temporary  independence.  On  the  extinction  of  the  male 
line  of  the  Connts  of  FUndert  in  13S4 ,  Flandera  becnme  annexed 
to  Burgundy  by  the  marriage  of  ?hllip  the  Botd  with  a  daaghler 
of  the  Flemish  princely  race,  and  by  the  beginning  of  the  16th 
cent,  most  of  the  other  atstes  were  also  united ,  by  means  of  later 
marriages  and  other  contracts,  inheritance,  etc.,  under  the  suprem- 
aoy  of  the  Dnlces  of  Burgnndy,  This  change  of  dynasty  wm  most 
favoarable  to  the  growth  of  art  in  the  Netherlands.  The  aplendour- 
lovlng  Philip  the  Bold  (d.  1404)  employed  artlatt  of  every  kind, 
pwdcuUrly  goldamltha,  while  the  name  of  his  grandson  i%iiip  tht 
Oecd  (1419-146T),  to  whom  Jan  van  Eyek  was  oourt-patntec,  I) 
Inieparably  connected  with  the  Brat  bloom  of  Flemish  painting. 

In  1477  the  Netherlands  came  into  the  posasaslon  of  the  Home 
of  Bapiiurg  by  the  marriage  ol  Mary  of  Burgundy,  the  daughter 
of  Charles  the  Bold,  the  last  Duke  of  Bur^ndy,  with  StaxImUlan, 
■ftenraida  Emperor  of  Germany.  The  children  of  thii  marriago 
wrae  Fhillp  the  Bandaome  (d.  1506),  Duke  of  Burgnndy  and  King 
of  Oaatile  (In  right  of  his  wife,  Johanna  the  Mad),  and  Margartt  of 
AMiria,  regent  of  the  Notherlafids  from  1507  to  her  death  in  1530. 
Philip's  son,  Charia  V.,  who  was  born  at  Ghent  In  1500,  and  aub- 
aaqnently  became  King  of  Spain  (1516)  and  Emperor  of  Qermany 

S161Q),  compelled  Franeia  I.  of  France,  by  the  Treaty  of  Madrid  in 
Gi36  and  the  'Palx  dee  Dames'  at  Cambr^  In  1529,  to  renonnce 
Snally  his  cUlma  upon  Flanders,  which,  along  with  the  rest  of  the 
Bnrgnndisn  inheritance,  had  passed  to  the  German  empire  In  1512. 
On  the  sbdicnllon  of  Charles  V.  In  1556 ,  the  Netherlands  came 
Diider  the  away  of  hia  son  Philip  II.,  and  were  tbenceforward  anb- 
joet  to  Spaitlih  Supremney.  Philip  appointed  h1«  hs.U-*\»Mrt  ,  %ob-

eioaa  agititions,  tlic  excessive  Increase  of  tlie  nnjuboi  at  th« 
liiabops  (1559) ,  the  biiidoiisDme  proieiico  and  (he  outnges  of  tie 
SpaniBh  troops,  and  other  Kiievsaces  led  to  tiumeioas  tamolta,  to 
snppress  wblch  tlie  king  dispatched  the  Dtike  of  Alva  ta  the  Nethn- 
lutii  Kith  an  army  of  20,000  men.  The  oitreme  cruelty  with  whloi 
A1t»  talfllled  Mb  taek  resulted  in  the  famong  lovolt  of  the  Dnlted  • 
Nothetlanda  in  1668.  Suonesa  was  achiavod  by  the  northeni  pto- 
iJncBS  only,  which  now  constitute  the  K-logdom  of  Holland,  wUlit 
the  southern  dtstiicta,  the  present  Eiligdom  of  Belgium,  tSei 
pTOttaeted  &nd  fierce  struggles,  still  continued  to  groan  under  the 
oppTesaiTe  yoke  of  the  Spaninrds.  At  length,  under  the  rdgime  of 
Mttaader  Famat,DaiB  of  Parma  (1678-96),  the  third  governor  «f 
Alva,  Belgium  also  encceeded  in  recovering  some,  at  least,  oftbe 
civic  liberties  in  behalf  of  which  the  war  had  originally  broken  oai 

In  1598  the  'Spanish  Netherlands'  were  ceded  by  Philip  n.  i 
•  flef  to  his  daughter  Clara  Iiabtlla  Eagenia  on  the  occasion  of  bei 
marriaga  with  Albert,  Archduke  Of  Austria,  the  Spanish  go-vemor. 
'Dodet  their  regime  the  wounds  which  the  country  had  saffeied 
during  the  war  began  to  he&l.  The  princely  pair  exerted  themtelvei 
in  every  way  te  promote  the  welfare  of  the  provinces  nnder  their 
care;  industry  and  commerce  once  more  Rourighed,  and  the  ad~ 
tnlnlitratlon  of  justice  was  reDrgsiiised.  Their  religious  teal,  of  ■ 
strong  antl-ieformatiou  type,  was  displayed  in  the  foandadoa  of 
new  monasteries,  colleges,  and  other  Koman  Catholic  institnlioiu, 
but  at  the  same  time  materially  contributed  to  the  development  of 
alt.  Numerous  chnicbes,  !□  the  gorgeous  bnt  somewhat  degraded 
tute  of  the  period,  were  bollt  and  decorated  with  brilliant  altai- 
pieces.  The  Archduke  and  his  wife,  moreover,  rendered  the  eonntif 
an  important  service  by  securing  the  eervioes  of  Bnbens,  who  in 
1609  had  made  up  his  mind  to  settle  in  Italy.  They  appointed 
him  their  conrt-paiuter,  permitting  Mm  at  the  «ania  lime  to  roaide 
at  Antwerp,  the  centre  of  FlumUh  art. 

After  Albert's  death  withont  Issue  (.1621)  the  Netherlands  r 
verted  to  Spsiu,  which  daring  the  wars  of  the  latter  half  of  the  ITlh 
cent,  was  obliged  to  cede  uiany  of  ila  provinces  (Anois,  ThioH' 
ville,  etc.)  to  Francs.    In  ITIJ  these  provinces  were  awarded  by 
the  Ft>B>:e  of  Baatadt  to  the  House  of  Austria. 

The  'Austrian  Ntlherlands'  were  wisely  and  bonoficantlygoTeni- 
ed  by  the  archdukes  of  Austria,  who  held  the  otSce  of  Stsdtholder, 
and  for  a  brief  period  the  glorious  days  of  the  Burgundlan  rdglme 
appeared  to  have  retumed.  The  governors  of  that  period,  espeolaUr 
under  the  Empress  Maria  Theresa,  are  still  gratefully  remembeMd. 
by  the  Belgians.  The  opposition  which  the  reforms  of  the  A 
Joieph  li-  encountered  at  length  (In  1789)  gave  rise  to  the  'Bia- 
bant  Revolution',  headed  by  Fan  du  Soot  and  VonA,  but  the  Inde- 
pendence thus  attained  lasted  for  a  single  year  only,  and  nndar 
Snp.  Leopoldll.  (laAuBlrlans  again  Wok. ^saeasiim ot<.ha eountrr. 


■tlib  levolotlon,  hoTeTei,  pned  the  wiy  for  tbe  IntetfeTence  of 
B  Act  eh,  whogB  aid  h«a  teen  inyolted  by  thalibenl  pirtlea.  In 
17M  the  wtolB  of  Balginm  was  occnpied  by  French  Bcpublieant, 
itbo  divided  it  Into  nine  departments.  In  1814  the  Fcenrh  snprc' 
macy  ys  fintlly  ebaken  oft. 

The  Treaty  of  London  ,  oC  28tli  June,  18U,  and  the  provisions 
ottbe  Cotigtees  of  Yieniia,  of  7tb  June,  1815,  ouited  Belgium  and 
Holland  trader  tlie  name  of  the  Kingdom  of  1A«  Tfetherlande,  and 
elevated  William  of  Otangt,  son  of  the  fonoei  stadtholdec  of  the 
Seven  Provinces,  to  the  newly-constituted  throne.  Belginm  was 
again  seieiod  ftom  ber  constrained  union  with  Holland  by  the 
BflTolulion  of  1830.  Oii  lOtb  Nov.  the  Provisional  Oovernmeni 
(Dinnioned  a  national  uODgresB,  by  wbicb  the  Dnc  do  NHmoura,  sou 
of  Louis  Philippe,  wi8  Incited  to  beeoine  the  sovereign  of  Belgium. 
The  French  monarch  having  declined  the  dignity  in  behalf  of  his 
sen,  Ltopold  of  Saxt-Cobutg  wia  next  selaoted  by  tbo  congress,  and 
that  prince  accordingly  ascended  the  throne  on  2Iitt  July,  1831. 

The  treaty  of  the  intervening  powers,  signed  at  London  oq  15tb 
Nov.,  1831,  by  the  repreaentatlves  of  the  flvs  great  powers  and  of 
Belgium ,  although  not  Anally  recognised  by  the  eiasperated  King 
of  Holland  till  1839,  constituted  the  Kiagdmu  of  Bdgitim  one  of 
the  independent  Entopoan  statOB  ,  and  determined  the  boundaries 
uid  the  relationB  between  the  two  disunited  kingdoms. 

King  Leopold  11.,  bom  in  1836,  the  son  of  Leopold  I.  (h.  1790, 
i,  1865}  and  of  Lonlse,  his  second  contort,  daughter  of  Louis  Phi- 
lippe (d.  1850),  ascended  the  throne  on  10th  Dec. ,  1865.  His 
OiKfli  la  Marie  Hanriette,  daughter  of  the  late  Archdulte  Joseph. 
The  rayal  fsmily  cansista  of  the  Primnesses  Lonlse  (b.  1858 ;  mat- 
ried  In  1875  to  Prince  Philip  of  Saxe-Oobnrg] ,  Stephanie  (b.  18B4 ; 
murled  first  itb  1881  to  Rudolph,  Grown  Prinee  of  Austria,  who  died 
in  161)9,  iind  secondly,  in  1900,  to  Count  Lonyay),  and  Clementine 
O- 1872).  Leopold,  the  only  son  (b.  1859),  died  at  the  age  of  tea. 
The  Count  of  Flanders  (b.  1837),  who  is  mirried  to  Princess  Mary 
of  HohenzoUem,  li  the  King's  brother.  Charlotte  [b.  1840),  the 
widow  of  Uaiimiliaii,  Emp.  of  Mexico  (d.  1807),  is  a  sister  nt 
Leopold  H.  —  Since  1885  Leopold  has  also  been  sovereign  of  the 
Independent  Congo  State.

lo-wirB.  Molt  of  the  Dutch  toims ,  especially  those  in  Noord- 
Hotland,  Zoid-Holland ,  Frleiland,  and  Oroulngen,  as  well  aa  the 
open  oonntry,  are  intersected  in  every  dtiectioii  by  canals  fOrocAtenJ, 
which  are  generally  enlivanod  witb  nomeroDS  bsrgeB.  Tha  different 
qvirters  of  the  towns  are  connected  by  means  of  drawbridges 
(ophaaHruffgenl ,  now  being  replaced,  howoier,  by  swing-bridges 
(draaibnigpen).  The  roads  and  streets  skirting  the  canals  are 
ncntUyplaiiled  witb  trees,  which  lendcrthem  shady  and  picturesque. 

The  Dutch  houses  are  generally  narrow,  and  constrnrted  of  brick 
witb  the  Joints  pointed  white.  In  the  larger  towns  they  ate  some- 
tinea  «lx  stories  in  height.

Id  many  Dutch  towns  the  costom  pievailB  of  afdiing  bulletliiB 
to  the  doors  of  honaea  In  fthich  persona  are  aiek,  In  order  that  thetf 
blonda  may  be  apprised  of  tbe  atate  of  their  health  wltliont 
knockjug  or  ringing.  At  Haarlem  and  EnVhnizen  the  hlrtli  of  ■ 
nblld  la  announced  by  moans  of  a  small  planard  adorned  with  led 
Bilk  and  lace,  and  the  friends  of  the  family  are  entertained  on 
these  Dccaaions  with  'kandecl'  (a  kind  of  mulled  wine)  and 
'kantel-koelijei'  (ciunamon-cakea].  Betrolbala  are  celebrated  by  an 
unlimited  conaumptton  of  'bruidsuiktr'  ('bridal  sugar',  or  Bireet 
cakes])  and  'brulditriinea'  ('bridil  teara',  as  the  spiced  wii 
figuratively  called}. 

TbeCAImuin  thetowersofthe  thurches,  or  other  pnblii^hnUd- 
inga,  proclaim  the  quarters  of  every  hour  by  playing  a  few  bar* 
of  some  popular  or  operatic  sir.

'TapperiJ'  (lap-room},  or  'hitr  otrkoopt  man  titrlU 
dranktn'  (strong  drinks  are  aold  here},  with  the  addition  of  ae 
Sunnfne  (licBUBSd},  are  the  common  sigiia  fortavems.  'Oa  halt  U 
Auur'  (this  house  is  to  hire,  or  let)  is  also  frequently  observed. 

Stoofjti,  or  foot-warmeiB,  are  unlTersally  employed  by  tke 
female  members  of  the  community,  and  are  seen  in  great  numbetl 
in  the  cbnriiheB. 

The  Dutch  love  of  cleanlinBBS  sometimea  amonnts  almoat  to  k 
monomania.  The  Bcrobhing,  washing,  and  poliabing  which  m 
houses  undergo  once  every  week,  eitemilly  aa  well  as  internally, 
are  occasionally  somewhat  BUbvecslTa  of  comfort.  Spiders  appeal 
to  be  regarded  with  especial  aversion,  and  vermin  ia  fortunately 
aB  rare  aa  cnbweba, 

CouNTBT  BoDBEB  (buittnplonUtn ,  or  huiitnil.  Although  na- 
ture has  not  bestowed  her  charms  lavisbly  on  Holland ,  the  cueful 
cultivation  of  the  fields,  gardens,  and  plantations  imparts  a  pictui- 
eaque  and  prospeioua  appearance  to  the  conntry.  In  the  TlDinllr 
e/ tba  targer  cities,  especially  on  the  Vecht  between  Utrecht  uid 
Auaterdmm,  tjid  also  at  Amhem ,  Hinlem ,  eVu. ,  numeTOn*  vfllai

BBBBVor.BST  iNSTiTmoNs.  The  number  of  those  <n  Holland, 
dating  from  eailiei  eoatories,  la  temarltably  great ;  tn  Amflterdsm 
alone  there  are  over  a  hundred,  A  Qaitlivii  is  a  hospital,  Bafja 
are  groups  of  dwellingB,  arranged  round  a  t^oitrt  or  yard,  andocenpted 
sii  limBhouaea  by  aged  peraons.  Oudtmannen  and  Oudnrouuen 
houses,  orphansges  maintainsd  by  the  various  Tellgriooa  denomina- 
ttons,  and  aimllar  inatitutioni  are  very  tlnmeroua.  —  The  Maat- 
lAofpy  lot  Wul  van'tAlgemeen,  or  'Society  for  the  Publio  Welfare', 
la  a  very  important  body,  whose  chief  aoat  la  at  Amgtefdam  but 
whose  sphere  of  operations  eitenda  over  the  entire  kingdom  of  Hol- 
land. It  was  founded  in  1784  by  Jan  I^lenu'enbuyien,  s  Baptist 
preacher,  aod  it9  object  is  the  pronsotlon  of  the  education  and  moral 
eeltnie  of  the  lower  classes. 

IChe  picturesque  Natiovu.  CosttiHBB  have  been  retained  tn 
HcAland  (eicept  in  the  largerlowns]  more  generally  than  in  almost 
any  othet  country.  The  costumea  in  Zealand,  North  Holland,  Frlaa- 
]and,  and  the  islands  to  the  ZuiderEee,  are  specially  noteworthy. 

Wind  UiLi,a  (moltni)  are  a  characteristic  of  almost  every  Dutch 
landSRape,  and  here  attain  an  onprecedeuted  size  and  strength. 
They  are  used  in  grinding  i^om,  sawing  tiinber,  cutting  tobacco, 
manofactuiiug  paper,  etc.,  but  one  of  their  moat  important  functions 
is  to  pump  up  the  superBuous  water  from  the  low  ground  to  the  canals 
which  ronduct  it  to  the  sea.  Recently,  howefer,  steam-engines 
(itoomgemaal)  have  been  largely  Introdaced  for  this  Imt  purpose, 

Dyim.  Holland ,  as  a  whole,  is  probably  tha  lowest  country 
in  the  world,  the  greater  part  of  it  lying  many  feet  below  the  aea- 
lerel.  The  safety  of  the  entire  kingdom  therefore  depends  'spon  the 
dykes,  or  embankments,  by  which  the  encroachment  of  the  sea  is 
pnrented.  In  many  places  these  vast  and  costly  stmctures  are 
«qiially  ueeespary  to  prevent  inundation  by  the  rivers,  the  beds 
of  which  are  gradually  raised  by  allailal  deposits. 

The  first  care  of  the  constructor  of  dykes  is  to  lay  a  secure  and 
naieive  foundation,    as   a  preliminary  to  which  the   ground,  te 
rtunped  or  compressed  in  order  to  increase  It*  wi\\i\*i .  T\i6  &.■{*.«». 
fliettlHlves  are  conpoMd  of  earth,   sani,  ni4'B»j.i,VViir^  Vii«ty

eitanslvaly  uultlTated  for  the  purposa,  are  renawad  eYery  three  « 
toac  years.  Many  of  the  d;koB,  moreover,  are  pIs.Qted  with  traea, 
the  roots  of  which  contribute  materlaUy  to  the  consolidation  of  the 
gtroetorc.  Others  aio  provided  with  bnlwarkB  of  masonrr,  Qt 
protected  by  stakes  against  the  violence  of  the  vavea,  while  thi- 
»urf»c8  iB  covarad  with  turf. 

The  inoBt  glKantic  of  these  Bmbaiikmonta  are  those  of  tie  Heij 
dor  (p.  372),  and  of  Weatcapelle  on  (ha  W.  coast  of  the  island  of  Wal- 
cheren  [p.  269).  The  annnal  coat  /de  Watcrstaat)  of  maintaining 
these  works  throughout  Holland  la  estimftted  at  fourteen  loillioQ 
florins.  A  corps  of  engineera  la  occupied  exclusively  In  aupei* 
Intending  them.  The  constantly -imminent  nature  of  tlie  di 
will  be  thoioughly  appreciated  by  the  stranger,  if  be  stands  al 
foot  of  one  of  the  great  dykes  at  high  tide,  and  beara  the  braaken 
-  dasbing  against  the  Other  side  of  the  burier,  at  a  height  of  16-16  ft. 
above  his  head.  The  focae  of  the  old  Dutch  proverb  'Ood  made  tlw 
sea,  we  made  the  shore',  will  also  be  apparent. 

GanaIiS  iuteisect  the  country  in  every  direction.  They  a 
threefold  purpose:  (1J  as  highroada,  for  pniposea  of  traffic;  (^2J  tt 
drsina,  by  which  Buporfluoua  water  is  removed  from  the  cultivatej 
land;  (3)  as  enclosures  for  houses,  flelds,  and  gardens,  being  at 
comiDDUly  oaed  (or  thia  purpose  in  Holland  as  nails  and  hedgaa  ia 
other  countries.  The  Dutch  canals  differ  from  those  in  moat  othM 
countries  in  being  generally  broader,  but  variablH  In  widthi  whilB> 
locks  are  rare ,  as  tho  level  of  the  walci  ia  nearly  always  the  s 
Those  canals,  however,  which  are  connected  with  the  sea  are  pro- 
tected by  massive  flood-gates  ,  to  prevent  the  encroaohment  of  tha 
sea  when  its  level  la  higher  than  the  water  In  the  cauol. 

The  principal  canals  are  about  60  ft.  In  width,  and  6  ft  la 
depth.  Not  only  the  sarface  of  the  water,  but  Ihe  bed  of  the  canal 
ia  otlHn  oonaiderably  above  the  level  of  the  sorrounding  ci 
Tha  three  moat  important  worka  of  this  kind  in  Holland 
great  North  Holland  Canal  (p.  366),  42  M.  In  length,  43  yds.  In 
width,  and  20  tt.  to  depth;  the  NoiOi  Sua  Canal  across  'Holland 
op  zyn  sma.atst'  (p.  367),  connecting  Amsterdam  and  the  Nortk 
Sea ;  and  the  Wdltrnt-Canal  in  N.  Brabant 

FoLDHft  is  a  term  applied  to  a  morass  or  lake,  the  bed  of  whiok 
has  been  reclalmad  by  draining.  A  great  part  of  Holland  anfi 
Ftaiiders  has  been  thus  reclaimed,  and  rendered  not  only  likbilr 
able,  but  extremely  valuable  for  agricultural  poiposes. 

The  flrat  step  In  the  process  of  drainage  consists  in  enclosiilgth,. 
niusb  with  a  dyke,  to  prevent  the  admission  of  water  from  vrifilc 
Tie  wter  la  then  removed  by  means  of  water-wheels  of  put 

eoiistructiOD,   formerly  dilvea  Vi  -winiimUa,  uov  by  |l

I*  i;*iTieil  olT.  In  theee  usses  a  syBtem  of  dykea,  ana  wlUiin  fbt 
otHer,  Rod  eicli  provided  iritti  a  canal  on  its  exterior,  forms  an  ae- 
cottding  aeriea  of  levisls,  from  thu  lowor  of  which  the  water  is  grad- 
oally  tianlforiod  to  tlie  higtier,  and  theuce  finally  into  the  principal 
nhanneU.  An  excellent  example  of  this  ia  seen  in  the  SchirmcT 
PoMer^.  372),  wliere  four  different  levels  have  been  forioeJ.  Thesi! 
eannlB,  altbou^h  aeparato  from  ono  another,  are  all  provided  with 
means  of  oommunii'.stion ,  by  whinli  it  Decesfiary  the  water  from 
the  higher  can  be  discharged  into  the  lowor. 

The  extraordinary  fertility  of  the  land  tliua  reclaimed  19  chiefly 
•Mounted  for  by  the  fact,  that  supeiQuous  water  can  be  removed 
by  means  of  the  waCer-wheela  on  the  shortest  notice,  while  In  dry 
Maaona  a  thorough  lyatfim  uf  trrigatton  la  constantly  available. 

The  appGRiance  of  theie  potdocs  dlftiirs  materislly  from  that  of 
the  rest  of  the  cunntry.  The  speculators  by  whom  they  are  drained 
nup  them  out  with  mathematical  pieclaion  into  parcels,  aeparated 
by  canala  and  rowa  of  treoa  at  right  angles,  and  furnished  with 
housoa  of  precisely  uniform  constmctlon ,  all  affording  maaifeBt 
ItiAleatinna  of  the  artlScial  nature  of  the  ground.  The  polders  often 
Ita  Dnder  water  in  winter,  but  this  by  no  means  Impairs  the  feTtility 
Of  the  soU,  provided  the  water  ia  not  salt. 

The  prinnipal  polders  are  the  Beemater  (reclaimed  In  160S-13], 
Punner,  9cheinier  (pp.  373,  372),  that  of  Haarlem  [p.  283J,  and 
fhe  polder  of  the  T  (ji.  3G(i).  It  ia  now  propoaed  to  constrnot  an  , 
embankment  between  Bnyksluis  In  N.  Holland  and  the  village  of 
Plaam  in  Friesland  and  thus  to  convert  the  Znider  Zee  into  a  hago 
Ifgoon.  1400  aq.  M.  in  area,  of  nlLi''h  two-third  could  be  made  lata 
»  poldei.  The  estimitea  ooit  In  189  million  Borina,  of  whlnb  40"/, 
imiUIoas  ara  asaigned  for  the  embankment,  and  130  miUIona  for  the 
rnistructloii  of  the  polder. 

DuHBS,  or  dowuB,  ara  the  low  aand-hilU,  30-160  ft.  in  height, 
irbleh  extend  along  tbe  coast  of  Dolland  and  Flanders,  having 
heeit  thrown  up  by  the  action  of  (he  wind  and  waves.  Those 
Ikeuest  the  sea  are  of  very  uiLBubslantlal  couiistsncy,  and  being 
ftaq«ently  altered  in  ehape  by  the  wind  they  afford  little  or  no  sup- 

Ct  to  vegetable  life.  Between  the  central  downs  (the  highest  and 
*desC]  and  those  farther  inland  ia  situated  an  almost  unlnter- 
ntpted  tract  of  pasture  and  arable  land,  studded  with  cottages,  and 
pnduoliig  excellent  potatoea.  Most  of  the  downs  am  honeycombed 
■MUk  Tabbit-waiiens,  which  often  afford  excellent  sport.

X.I.     History  and  Stntiltici. 

The  eailieBt  inhabitaDts  of  tbe  diBtiiiit  at  the  erabouclmreB  of 
the  Rhine  are  said  to  bate  accompanied  the  Cimbrl  and  TentonBi 
111  their  Bxpsditioii  against  Italy.  Boveral  banished  trlbei  of  the 
Catti ,  who  settled  in  the  deserted  ieiaad  of  BeCnwe  (jg.  106J,  wert 
eoD^uered  by  the  Romans ,  whose  snpiemacy  over  tills  part  of  flif 
oeuutiy  contintted  from  the  failure  of  thti  great  rebeUion  of  Clav- 
dftu  Civ'lii  till  the  end  of  the  4th  cent. ,  when  the  Salic  Franks, 
tha  Inhabitants  of  the  banhs  of  the  Yssel,  took  possesBJon  of  theBef 
(11W0,  alid  BElablisbed  themselTes  between  the  Scheldt,  Mass,  and 
Lower  Rhine.  The  district  to  the  N.  E,  of  the  Salic  Franks  was 
oci^upled  by  the  Frisians,  to  the  E.  of  whom  were  the  Saxons. 

The  supremacy  of  Ciorlemajm*  extended  oTsr  the  wliolo  of 
the  NetherlandE.  Under  his  successors  the  system  of  invaBtioK 
vaasaUprinces  with  the  land  gradually  doTeloped  Itself.  Tha  mo^ 
powerful  of  these  were  tlie  Buhopi  af  Vtrecht,  tha  Dukei  tif  Owlz 
den,  and  the  Counte  of  ffoUond.  In  1250  Count  Wlllfam  II.  of 
Unlland  was  elected  German  Emperor  through  the  influenne  pt 
Pope  Innocent  IV,  In  1512  the  Dutch  prorincea  were  aniollaa  m 
B  part  of  the  Burgundian  section  of  the  Qermanic  Empire. 

Under  the  EmptTor  Charles  V.  the  whole  of  the  Tlethertanda  were 
'  united  (1543],  and  they  now  eiijoyod  a  golden  era  of  prosperity,  lu 
consequanoa  of  the  powerful  protection  accorded  by  that  monarot 
to  commerce  and  navigation.  Under  his  bigoted  son  and  sueeeuoi 
Philip  n.  of  Spiin,  after  tha  Duke  of  Alva's  arrival  at  BTOssell 
(1568),  began  that  memorable,  and  at  Brat  apparently-hopeleM 
struggle  which  lasted  for  80  years,  and  terminated  In  tlie  te- 
cogllltlou  of  the  Northiirn  Netherlands  aa  an  independent  state 
by  the  haughty  Spanianli,  and  in  (he  establiabment  of  the  powerful 
Dutch  Republic. 

The  great  founder  of  Dutuli  liberty  was  William  of  iVonnti, 
'the  Tacttum',  Piioce  of  Orange,  a  Qotman  nobleman,  who  wm  boni 
at  Dillenburg  in  the  Duchy  of  Nassau  in  1533.  Hewaa  a  great  favoui- 
ite  of  the  Emperor  Charles  V. ,  who  appointed  him,  when  22  yesit 
of  age  only ,  'aladtholder'  or  governor  of  the  provinces  of  Holluid, 
Zealand ,  and  Utrecht.  The  Low  Oountriea  havioE  oome  Into  thf 
possession  of  the  D  oh  e  of  Alva,  the  Spanish  Governor,  VUlUm 
retired  to  Dillenburg,  hut  in  1072  wu  invited  by  Holland  and  Zea- 
land to  lake  the  command  of  their  troops  against  the  Spanistdi, 
Ua  shortly  afteiwarda  eaptored  Middeltiurg,  and  succeeded  In 
laUtug  the  siege  of  tha  distressed  town  of  Leyden.  On  2Sth  Jau.| 
Ji79,  B-ju/brmed  the  lamous  defensive  leagae  of  the  N.Nethortaods, 
iaeiT]!  If  tbe  Utrecht  Uulou-    WUllam  was  a\wirt\s  al«««m4i  MKir 
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damaed  to  bimsbment  by  Pbillpll.,  but  tho  States  Oeuersl  biaiely 
dafted  the  king's  authority,  and  in  1581  foimally  threw  oft  theti 
■llegltuM  to  thD  Sp&uish  oiown.  On  10th  July,  1684,  WUtlun  fell 
by  the  bind  of  an  asesssin  at  Delft  (p.  'iW),  very  ahortly  betore 
the  day  on  which  the  Stales  Inteuded  to  have  conferred  upon  him 
the  dignity  of  an  heiedltmy  count  of  Holland.  The  year  following 
Ua  death  bla  aon  Mauriet  wbb  elected  Btsdtbolder  iu  bis  stead. 

Under  his  presidency  (i58&-1625^  the  paver  and  wealth  of 
the  Republic  rapidly  Increased,  active  hostilities  were  freqaently 
nndartakeii  against  the  Spaniarda,  and  the  E.  Indian  trading  coni- 
pauy  was  fonned  [1602}.  Meaunbile,  however,  there  arose  seriona 
dUsenslouR  between  the  deuiocratio  and  the  gavemmeiit  parties, 
whloh  were  greatly  aggravated  by  the  pemlclons  thuolngical  coatro- 
veHlel  of  ibe  Arminirmi  and  the  Oomariiti  (p.  411).  Coutnry  to 
the  lOund  advice  of  tha  stadtholder,  the  States  in  their  anxiety  for 
eammeroial  progperity  concluded  a  twelve  yeara*  peace  with  Spain 
'600.     Inoensed  by  the  quarrels  which  now  ensued,  Maurice 

lei  the  Inflaentlal  John  nan  Oldenbameaeld ,  the  ponrionary  or 
ehanoellor  of  the  province  of  HollaDd,  then  in  hit  72nd  year,  to  be 
aiTMted  and  nondemned  to  death  by  a  partial  tribuual  in  1618 
(p.  296),  but  by  this  Judicial  murder  he  did  not  sncoeed  in  inttmld- 
attng  his  retraetory  enbjecle.  Maurice  died  in  iffib,  and  was  lue- 
suided  by  his  brotbei  t'rederiek  Henry  (16^-47),  under  whom 
the  unity  of  the  Kepubllc  became  more  coneoUdaled,  and  the 
piotpeiity  of  the  States  reached  its  climax.  Both  by  land  and  by 
aea  they  triumphed  over  the  Spaniards  in  the  hoitllities  whloh  now 
broke  out  afresh;  and  in  162S  the  gallant  admiral  Plet  Seln 
eaptnted  the  .Spanish  'silver  fleiit'.  The  Dutch  commerce  ol!  that 
^ilod  was  the  most  widely  extended  In  the  world.

•  fiederick  Henry  died  in  1647,  shortly  before  the  Peace  of 
Wbi^IisIU,  by  wMoh  tha  Independonoe  of  the  United  States  of  tho 
MMlerlands  was  forinally  recognised ,  and  was  succeeded  by  bU 
ftm  WUllam,  then  In  his  21st  year.

Wili,  De  Bvyier,  and  otber  naval  haioss,  irhoae  memoF;  1*  K 
justly  nheiiB^ed  by  the  Dutch.  'Within  ths  brief  period  of  Btxtei 
roontha  (1652-54]  no  fewBc  Hi»n  twelva  groat  naTal  buttle*  w 
fought,  in  most  of  whinb  the  anoB  of  the  Kepublio  were  otowl  .  .^^ 
with  success.  Ijy  the  peace  conuinded  in  1664,  howevei,  the  Btatw 
were  obliged  to  reaogniBB  tbe  authority  of  the  nailgstion  sotl.  Sm 
ltl65  ■  war  vith  England  again  bruka  out,  dating  which ,  In  166T), 
Oe  Ituyter  even  entered  the  estuary  of  the  Thames  with  Ma  flMt^ 
endangering  the  aafety  of  London  itself,  to  the  great  eonsteoiktiaa 
Df  the  r.itixotiB.  Notwlthstauding  this  lucDess,  the  peace  oonalndflj 
shortly  afterwards  was  again  produotlve  of  little  benefit  to  HolUndi' 

Meanwhile  Louis  XIV.  of  France  had  disclosed  his  deiijlilrf 
againat  the  Netherlands ,  and  bad  taken  posiession  ot  the  palt  lis* 
longing  to  Spain.  Bis  proDeediags  against  Holland,  bnwever,  w 
shocked  for  a  time  by  the  triple  alliance  between  England,  HolU 
and  Sweden,  concluded  by  the  advice  of  the  Grand  Feiiilontiy  dit 
Witt.  In  1672,  after  the  diaaolutton  of  the  sUianoo,  Louis  renowo* 
Us  attacks  on  the  now  almost  defenceless  Union,  wha<e  aimy-' 
had  been  entirely  neglected  since  the  death  of  Prince  ViUUiBv 
Oond£  and  Tnrenne  took  possessiou  of  the  provincei  of  STteldenj 
Over-YMol,  and  Utrecht  almost  without  a  blow ,  while  that  ot  SoI< 
laad,  with  its  capital  Amsterdam  ,  only  succeeded  in  averting  the 
same  (ate  by  means  of  au  artificially  caused  inn  ndatiou.  Thepflopl*^ 
believing  that  they  had  been  betrayed  by  their  govemment,  nn^ 
broke  out  into  a  rebelUon  to  which  De  Witt  fell  a  viotiin  (p.  297), 
and  which  resulted  to  the  revival  of  the  office  of  atadtholdel.   -       > 

WaUam  HI.  (ler^lTOi),  the  laat,  and  after  its  founder  grett- 
eat,  seion  of  his  house,  was  accordingly  elected,  and  the  office  ot 
aUdtholdei  declared  hereditary.  Under  his  auspices,  with  the  aid 
ot  the  Elector  ot  Brandenburg  ami  the  Spanish  troops,  the  Fienob 
were  defeated,  and  the  war  was  at  length  terminated  by  tha  Psaoo 
of  Nymwegeu  in  1678. 

WiUlaia  HI,,  who  bad  thus  been  instrumental  In  aEsettins  tl 
llbertioa  of  Europe  against  the  usurping  enCToachinenlB  of  tl 
'Qrand  Monarque',  married  Mary,  daughter  of  the  Duke  o(  TmIeh 
afterwards  King  James  U.  of  England.  In  168S  be  nndertook  tliftl 
bold  expedition  accusi  the  Chanuet  which  resolted  in  the  delivHanot 
of  England  from  the  arbitrary  government  of  the  Stn till  tud  flrf 
fliial  establishment  ot  nonatltDtloual  liberty  and  PteUitaotttin  lt|

the  tncieiBing  powei  of  France.  Tbe  nuited  fleets  of  EiigUnJ  iiid 
HoUind  gainod  &  deolsivu  victoiy  uou  La  Bague  In  1692,  and  by 
the  Peace  of  Rfsiryk  In  1697  Loul*  was  ooropelled  to  restore  a  Don> 
eidenble  part  o(  hli  conqueitB.  William  vru  now  eg^anged  fiom 
hlf  native  oountry,  but  shortly  toforo  liU  death,  without  Issoe,  in 
1702,  he  bronght  about  the  "Qtoat  AlUanoo'  which  diaputed  the 
right  o(  the  Frencli  moiiarr.li  to  SDOoeed  to  tlie  crown  of  Spath. 

Following  the  example  of  the  States  Qeoeral  [p.  ixiiv),  the  Oie 
jDOit  Important  provlucea  now  declared  the  offlre  of  StadtLolder 
•l)s1iBhed-  Their  foreign  policy,  however,  underwent  no  alteration 
on  (hia  aecount.  Prbtce  Jolm  WiUimi  Friio  (d.  1711,  gee  p.  IBS), 
atadlliolder  of  FrieiUnd  and  oouain  of  William  III,  Bunceeded  to 
the  oommtad.  of  the  aimy  ot  the  Kepnblic,  which  took  part  in  the 
war  ot  the  Spanish  sitcnession.  Driver  hie  presidenry  tho  power  oT 
the  States  General  manifested  Itself  anew.  The  flower  ot  the  Dutch 
•Kny  feu  at  the  bloody  victory  of  Malplaqaet  (p.  186),  atid  In  1713 
the  Peace  Oongross  asBembled  at  Utienht,  on  Dutnh  soil. 

The  events  of  the  18th  cent,  scarcely  require  special  mention. 
The  Kepnbllo  had  lost  Its  prestige ,  and  In  the  cootinoliig  alliance 
with  England  tho  preponderatint;  power  of  the  latter  hecamo  more 
and  more  marked.  When  the  French  entered  the  territory  of  the 
Bepuhlic  during  the  Austrian  war  of  auccoaslon,  the  people  com- 
pelled the  States  to  appoint  William  IV.,  Prince  of  Orange,  tho 
■on  and  auccessor  of  John  William  Friso,  General  Stidtholder  over 
an  the  leven  ptovinees ;  and  in  1748  thii  dignity  was  once  more 
SMlued  hereditary.  A  revulutlon  wiilch  broke  out  towards  the  cloie 
of  the  century  ended  in  the  eipnlsion  of  the  Stadtholder  Willinm  V. ; 
tnlE  he  was  reinstated  in  his  oCflce  by  the  Prussian  army,  which 
htid  advanced  almost  unopposed  to  the  gates  of  Ainitordam  itaolf. 

Tba  Importance  of  the  Repnhlin  had  now  dwindled  to  a  mere 
Khadow.  Ill  1795  the  French  Republicans ,  led  by  Dntch  elites, 
of  the  country  ,  founded  the  'BoUtvifm  Btpuhlie', 
time  caused  heavy  taxea  to  be  levied.  Sehimmcl- 
ihln  stalBeman,  wag  irailod  pttafdont  of  tho  new  Ro- 
pshllc,  under  the  old  title  of  Qrand  Pensionary,  bat  in  1806 
eaaip^ed  to  yield  up  his  authority  to  Louis  BonniparU,  who 
tiBen  aceated  King  of  Holland  by  hia  brother  Napoleon  1.  Thii 
MDhlanee  of  independent  eiietence  ciams  to  an  end  In  1810, 
ifiMn  Tiapoleon  annexed  Holland  to  France,  declaring  it  to  have 
lieen  formed  by  the  alluvial  deposits  of  French  rivers. 

At  lenRth  in  November,  1813,  tho  French  were  enpellcd  froni 
HidUnd  by  the  Dutch ,  aided  by  the  Russians  and  Prnssiana ;  and 
the  Prince  of  Orange,  son  of  William  T, ,  the  last  stadtholder,  who 
SM  in  eiile  in  1806,  landed  at  Schevenlngen,  and  aBConded  the 
ttinne  of  Holland  as  an  independent  aorereigu. 

By  the  Congress  of  VIenutin  1816,  the  Munitim,  m"fte\%'i-»»

Both  in  tlie  15tl)  and 
In  the  17th  oBotury  tlie  srtistio  Btrongth  of  tlio  country  devoted  itseK- 
to  punting.  TbB  wt  o{  the  Nethetl&nds  owes  Sta  fane  to  the 
brllllsnt  achievementB  of  its  painters. 

CsuKoaBB.  UoTing  the  uenturies  of  the  Middle  Ages,  set  In  the 
Netherlanila  did  not  by  sny  means  keep  pice  nitb  the  advance  mida 
in  Gerininy  and  France ;  it  was  rttra'  to  more,  and  followed  in  the 
wake  flrat  of  Qormui,  and  later  of  Frendi  art.  The  nomber  of  80- 
UANEsacB  bnildinga  in  Kelgl&n  territoiy— foi  Holland  mnat  flret 
be  noticed  !ti  eonnertion  with  the  Qothic  era — is  not  great.  Of  these 
the  Cathcdrat  of  Toumni  (p.  10)  is  the  moat  prominent  ei&iople. 
The  indnenee  of  lower  Rhenish  atohitectiire  (that  of  Cologne)  U  ex- 
Mbited  in  this  cathedral,  which,  in  respect  of  scale,  snipHaei 
all  the  older  cbntches.  At  the  same  time  there  is  an  eyident  apprtnl- 
mtlion  to  the  French  style,  which,  after  the  i3th  (wntnry,  pervkded  ■ 
the  entire  land.  It  U  much  to  be  regretted  that  oni  aoqoaintaQce  Wlfli  ■ 
the  history  ot  this  choioh  Is  eo  imperfect.  The  prohability  iafilatUra 
present  ediHoe  was  begnn  I  Dtbel^th  century  and  completed  in  thel^A.  ~ 
—  When  in  the  adjaoent  territory  of  Northern  France  the  Ooniia 
Sttlb  had  acquired  completeness,  the  Netherlands  adopted  Ihia 
model.  The  southern  portion  of  the  land  now  became,  in  the 
realm  of  architecture,  a  mere  province  of  France;  and  indeedFreneh 
infloenoe  extended  gradually  to  politics  and  nnltnre  also.  Statdy 
Qothio  cathedrals  rear  themselves  in  the  more  conBidera1)le  Bel^an 
towns.  With  the  church  of  St.  Oudule  in  Brusaela  are  assoatsted 
the  choir  of  the  churnh  of  Notre  Dame  at  Bniges,  St.  BaYon  ftt 
Shtnt,  8t.  Rombaut  at  Ma(fne» ,  the  Cathedral  of  Lrmvaht,  Midv 
lastly,  the  renowned  Cathedril  of  Antvierp,  where  a  lamentable 
want  of  BtrnctDial  harmony  must  be  noted,  more  parUoulailj 
in  the  spire,  whose  toppling  height  rather  astonishea  by  its 
audaflity  than  delights  hy  its  beanlj.  Although  there  ii  an  evident 
preference  for  lofty  towers  (the  doable  tower  is  seldom  Men, 
bnt  rather  a  single  tower  in  advance  of  the  western  extremity^, 
yet,  as  a  rule,  an  endeavour  to  secure  a  spacious  area  iti*lbl7 
deteroilnes  the  general  proportions,  while  the  soarinf  height 
and  slender  anppott,  which  give  so  marked  a  chnraoter  to  the  In- 
teriors of  the  cathedralB  of  France  and  Germany,  are  bnt  slightly 
regarded.  Double  aisles  are  &eqaent  in  the  ehnrches ;  but  the  height 
ofthe  nave  seldom  exceeds  80nr90feet,  being  but  twice,  mrt  u 
wasnaual  elsewhere,  three  times,  the  width.  ThaDutcIi  choiohei  a« 
of  Btmllar  construction.  Gothic  aichiteoture  was  mnch  more  preva- 
lent In  Holland  than  is  generally  supposed;  VtrteM,  ATntterdam, 
Haarlem,  Liydrn,  and  Rotlerdam,  (at  example,  possess  GoSiIe 
ohvTches  on  a  grand  scale.  The  building  material,  however,  namal;

Sbcdlab  Buildikos.    Of  far  grelter  intureet  are  Ihoie  Gnthia  \ 
bTdldtagB  erected  for  loculir  and  dviii  purpueei,   in  vhlcb  I 
ders  li  GHpeclallT  rlnb.  So  early  as  the  f^th  oentnry,  mighty  tn 
U  BOTie  4B  Brlfrlei  (p.  53)  were  erected  in  the  midst  of  foititl«d 
toiniB ,   for  the  purpoee  of  mastering  the  cilizenB  by  sound  of  bell 
In  Ibe  OBnt  of  an  enemy'i  appmanh  or  of  aUrm  fiom  Qto.   AttKlied 
to  the  belfries,  or   erected   separately,   are  epadouB  BaUei, 
poslDg  edlAcci ,  rised  for  the  display  of  thOBe  produots  of  Flea 
Induatry  which  were  once  foceiiiost  In  the  marlcets  of  the  world.  ' 
BStet  de  Vilie  adorns  the  principal  square  of  the  town.   Ita  tafsda 
genently  eililbiu  the  wealth  of  deoontlon  (rametimei  carried  lo 
uicoBuJbelongfng  to  thelater  (lothlo;  while,  In  the  tnl<.'rior,  aoulptoi 
Mid  painter  found  ORcaaion  for  the  uiomlBS  of  their  reapecliie  aria. 
The  belfrlea  at  Toumal  and  Ohent,  the  'halles'  otBnigtt  and  Tpret, 
•lid  the  'h6telB  de  ville'  of  Anises,  BruefeU,  and  Louvaln,  call  fui 
eapeolal  notice  from  the  Irsvellei;  and,  In  essa  he  ahould  be  in- 
torened  iii  antiquated  domeatlo  architecture,  he  will  find  a  rich 
tre*t  proyiiled  for  bim  In  Bruga  and  Antvierp,  once  chief  among 
Huiaeatio  towns.

It  was  not  nutil  the  painter's  art  wu  ei 
p.ipated  from  the  ttBOiqieU  of  a  traditional  prmtira,  that  it  toiuid 
faTOUT  at  court,  and  in  the  traLling  towns. 

Dp  to  the  b(!giuning  of  the  16th  ooiitnr;  art  wag  in  neither  a 
better  nor  worse  oondition  than  in  adjanent  lands,  though  tbs 
painters  of  Oologne  conld  undoabtedly  ciatm  pie-eiainence.  Smiti 
tpeeintonB  of  waU-painting  in  tiio  Low  Countries  ga  are  atlll  pie- 
Berred  from  the  12'14th  rantnries  show  an  entire  want  of  profet- 
slonal  training,  Tlie  woiks  of  the  loiniaturepalnterii,  honetM,  rank 
higber.  Encouraged  by  couimisaiona  from  French  Prinoei,  they 
were  elaborately  flnlshed,  and  both  in  solonr  anil  drawing  giig 
evidence  of  a  higher  edni^atiOQ  in  the  artists.  Suolpture,  too,  eoDld 
boait  of  sterling  work.  If  any  general  infecoa<:e  Is  to  bedraimfcoin 
monumental  efflgiee  preserved  in  Tovmai,  and  dating  from  the 
beginning  of  the  i5th  century,  a  school  of  seulptiuB  existed  Uieie, 
wbiah  snnnessfally  aimed  at  a  truthAil  rendering  nf  natnre.  The 
practive  of  painting  works  of  acnlptaxe  brought  the  sister  art*  lata 
more  Intimate  relation.  So  far,  however,  waa  sculpture  ta  advuioe, 
that  painters  found  themaelrea  reduced  to  the  expedient  of  adopting 
the  plastic  mode  of  treatment  in  the  disposal  of  groups,  as  well  u 
in  drawing  and  the  treatment  of  drapery.  A  long  interval  elapsed , 
ere  painting  adquirad  a  style  of  ita  own.  and  until  every  trace  of  th« 
plsatii^  relief  had  dieappearerl.  Such  was  the  condition  of  the  pain- 
ter's art  in  tLe  Netherlands,  when  the  two  brotiieia  Van  EyiA  made 
their  appearanee,  but  we  are  not  in  a  position  to  indicate  thatr  Im- 
mediate prodeeeaaors ,  nor  to  determine  with  certainty  the  cironm- 
etailcea  of  their  early  training. 

The  two  biothers  Tan  Byok  were  natives  of  Maaseyck, 
MaasMcht,  where  Hubert,  the  elder,  was  bom  scmewhere  about 
the  years  1360-70.  Wolfram  von  Eathenbach,  in  hia  'Perie- 
vaV,  had  already  prononnned  the  painters  of  Maastrlaht  andCologne 
lo  be  the  best  of  his  time,  but  how  painting  at  Maastricht  or  Limburg 
was  employed  in  Hubert's  timo  we  know  not.  Absolutely  nethiug 
is  known  of  the  eourse  of  Hubert's  oarly  training,  of  his  Hohool,  oi 
early  works.  Abont  the  year  1420 ,  we  And  him  settled  at  Ghent, 
where  a  guild  of  painters  had  already  long  existed,  along  irltb  his 
brother.  Whether  while  here  he  was  the  teacher  oi  the  taBgbt; 
whether  the  local  influences  of  Ghent  Qrst  modified  his  conceptions 
aikd  method,  or  whether  the  guild  in  Ghent  derived  new  light  boa 
him,  cannot  be  determined.  We  Itnow  of  only  one  work  Ue 
Hubert  van  Eyok'a  hand,  indisputably  Identifled  as  his,  and  H  w 
painted  in  the  concluding  years  nf  hia  life,  and  left  by  him  on* 
finished.  This  is  the  gigantic  altar-piece  which  Jodocus  Vyti  oon- 
juissjoned  him  to  paint  for  the  St,  Bavon  chumh  in  Ghent.  In  it  ha 
atUI  dings  to  tho  frsdilioiial  tnles  of  RcmpoAtian  Vn  \bc  QtaiwrtaM 


laveraly  symjuottii^al  pioporlions  of  an  grohSteotaril  Btrnc- 
But  irlille  hs  fails  to  dispoee  tliu  crowd  of  DguieB  In  siiptiate 
gronpB,  he  annueeds  in  giving  to  tbe  heads  •  portriit-Hka  indi- 
*ldualilyi  he  isoftreful  to  render  the  Titled  teitnraoftiiedraperieB, 
Knd  in  modelling  tbe  nade  flgnre  be  closely  fmlti,te«  tutiirtt  li 
every  mtnnte  particular.  Par  example,  In  tbe  Dgnie  of  Adam  fnm 
detachad  from  the  otlglnal  piploro  and  preserved  along  with  E»o  li 
the  BraaseU  Mnaeam,  p.  100^,  even  the  short  hoirs  of  the  nrma  atic 
legs  ate  C3.refiilly  elaborated.  But  the  most  anrprleing  innoittion  ii 
in  the  colouring,  to  which  ha  gave  wondetfa]  force  and  harmony, 
using  it  to  give  sfTect  to  an  appearance  of  reality  almost  deceptive. 
Tlie  old  belief  that  Hubert  invented  oil-painting  cannot  Indeed  be 
vnTeaervedly  accepted.  Ent,  althonglt  oil  had  long  been  in  vte  is  a 
yehiule,  Hobert's  merit  is  not  ihe  less  consplcoons.  He  la  still  tiie 
flrat  who  adapted  the  invention  to  the  purposes  of  art,  by  employing 
the  fluid  medium  for  the  more  subtle  blending  of  ooloura.  By  this 
meana  he  ao  far  facilitated  the  process  Of  painting,  that  the  eodea 
vaar  to  give  a  faithhil,  lifelike  rendering  of  nature  was  com 
plgtely  saecessful.  Hepoascsaod  himself  of  the  meana  by  which  alone 
effect  conid  be  giveTi  to  the  new  impulae  In  art.  We  can  have  no 
better  proof  of  the  ImporUnoe  attanhed  to  this  new  method  of 
painting  Introdnced  by  Hubert ,  than  In  tlie  sensation  it  made  in 
Italy,  where  the  Invention  and  its  publication  were  invested  with 
the  BttrlbntsB  of  romance. 

Hubert's  connection  vrith  bis  brother  Jan  wm  Eyck  fborn 
tween  138L  and  1386;]  la  Involved  In  some  obacnrity ,  bat  the  latter 
name  to  be  rogaidod  aa  the  morn  capable  of  the  two.  Dnjuatly  b( 
however ;  for  these  portions  of  the  altar-piece  at  Ghent  that  w»t 
executed  by  Hubert,  no  less  than  the  insDription  placed  on  tbi 
itork  by  Jun'a  own  hand  f 'Hubertus  —  major  quo  nemo  repertna' 
«how  that  the  elder  brother  was  at  least  tho  equal  of  the  younger. 
We  are,  at  the  same  tirne ,  very  imperfeetly  informed  of  Jan'i  early 
training,  thnugh  vo  know  i  good  doal  about  his  public  career. 
While  Hubert,  It  would  appear,  found  favou  with  the  wealthy 
turghers  of  Qhent,  Jan  took  service  in  the  courts,  first  at  The 
Hague  (iiZ'i-IA)  with  John  of  Bavaria,  afterwards  at  LHle  with 
Philip  the  Good.  AtChrtslmas,  1419,  three  yoata  after  Hubert's 
deMli  (Sept.  18th,  143(1}.  Jan  removed  to  Ghent,  In  order  to  Onlfh 
the  altat-pio^e.  In  1432  ha  migrated  to  BnigBs,  where  he  died  on 
Bth  Tnly,  1440.  Hla  peculiar  art  can  best  he  aCnditd  in  Cmges; 
BOt  that  msny  of  hia  worka  are  to  be  fonnd  there,  but  that  tho  selt- 
Ume  genius  sdll  pervades  the  place  wlilch  inspired  the  school  of 
early- Fie 01  ish  pnfnters.  Bruges  atlll  remalnB  outwardly  very 
mnoh  what  It  waa  !ti  the  16th  nentoTy.  The  old  honaea  have  \at\ 
ng  of  their  character  and  dlgntty  liy  mntaift -«\ftv "fti» t*k«^ 
lags  wbJnJi  have  apning  np  in  tlieVt  mWrt-,  -w^iWe ,  \&"iSii  <?*■■ 
"  (Wni/«ra«relj  forsaken  tlioiougMHOB ,  fbsse  \b  ■ai'^Mn'l 
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diltntb  the  wiodeicr  in  quest  of  reminiaveni^eB  of  the  BlagM  of 
b;gone  dtye.  Juat  as [I'nrembeTg,  some  half-nentnry  ago,  Tiiiily  n 
oillfid  the  age  of  Dttrei,  soin  Bruges  a  perfootly  nloaroonocptloii  may 
etlU  "be  liad  of  the  period  vhl<:h  witnesBed  the  laboorg  of  the  Eycki 
and  Memllng.  But,  iu  any  case,  two  admirable  vorkg  by  Jan  t 
Eycli  In  the  Academy  at  Ucugea  afford  a  valuable  oppoitauity  af 
appreciating  his  art.  lu  keeping  witii  a  MiDDg  determinstioii 
towards  a  more  poitcait-like  and  lealiatic  (M^nception  of  natoiaiB 
the  endeavour,  obaervable  in  his  method,  after  a  greater  fulaua  of 
ootline  and  an  exact  rendering  of  textures.  The  direction  of  Ml 
aim  ia  indicated  b;  the  fact  of  hfs  having  painted  genre  pinlutei 
with  a  de&nita  motive  —  the  'Hath-room'  for  example. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  Jao  van  Eyck  bad  pnpila;  bnt 
there  can  be  i-s  little  doubt  that  there  were  paintaia,  both  In  Qbent 
and  Bruges,  who  adopted  Van  Eyck'e  method,  and  imitated  his 
style,  thougb  not  recognised  as  members  of  bia  snhool.  Owing  t( 
the  SMUty  iaformation  pussessed  of  art  iu  tlie  Netherlands  dnriog 
tbe  l&th  century,  nothing  can  be  coaclosively  affirmed  on  the  inb- 
Jeet.  Prima  Criitui  may  be  mentioned  as  a  pupil  of  Jan  vanEyok, 
at  Bruges;  u  independent  masters  Oerard  van  der  Mein  and  BugO 
van  der  Qoet,  of  Qhent. 

The  pociplo  were  as  averoe  *o  oeutrallsatlon  in  the  domain  of 
art-trainingisin  the  condDiit  of  Bt&te  affairs.  While  tiie  Tan  Eyckl    ' 
were  carrying  their  art  from  the  Valley  of  the  Meose  to  Bingei  and 
Ghent,  another  great  artist  was  founding  a  school  of  painting  at 
BruBsels.  Koger  vim  der  Weyden  is  apparently  identical  vrith  Aat 
Rogrlel  dt  Ut  Pasturt  who,  in  1426,  worked  as  ■  pupil  of  Robett 
Campin  atToumai,  and  in  1432  was  admitted  as  master  in  thePaljit- 
ors'  guUd.    We  find  Van  der  Weyden  iiutBlled  as  painter  to  the  town 
of  Brnsselsiu  14136.   In  1450  he  appears  in  Rome,  ■■  the  first  noith- 
ern  painter  of  ondiBpated  fume  whose  name  wib  hanonred  by  tbe    ' 
Italians,  uncompromising  though  he  was  is  adhering  to  tbe  piaotiee 
of  his  native  art.     On  his  return  he   again  took  up  liia  abode  ia 
Brussels,  Btill  painting,  and  died  ia  1464.    In  the  absence  of  any   ' 
signature,  his  worksareconfonnded  with  those  of  Jan  vanGyck,wlti 
whom  he  had  nothing  in  common,  and  with  those  of  Hemling,  who 
waa  hjs  pnpil.    They  ate,  moreover,  scattered  far  and  near,  and  hale 
to  be  sought  for  at  Madrid,  Eome,  Frankfort,  Mnninh,  Berlin,  eto.    ■ 
Tbe  Museum  of  Antwerp,  however,  posseBaes  in  the  Seven  Sann-    < 
ments  one  of  tbe  moat  prominent  works  of  this  master,  wb 
peonUuity  snccesafnl    in    depicting   scenes    of   dramatic   Interest 
(^Iiescent  from  the  Crossji  too  often,  however,  hia  power  of  animated 
eipreasion  betrays  a  want  of  feeling  for  beauty  of  form,  and  It  it 
oocaslonatly  auggaattve  of  tinted  reliefs. 

Hans  Hemling,  the  pnpil  of  Van  der  Weyden,  la  no  whit  Ut 

/erJor  to  bim.   AeooiAiag  to  a  legend,  whloh  in  earlier  times  reoetvtd 
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Nsnoy,  «u  carrieil  to  Bruges,  where,  in  griHtnde  foi  the  lender 
ette  belUrwed  upon  him  In  the  Uospital  of  St.  John ,  he  pninted 
numenms  pictures.  This  aCory  miy  be  plmed  in  tlie  a»ma  eategoTf 
■B  thoae  of  Diiier'i  naleiolent  ipauge,  and  of  the  lioentlouioog  of 
the  Utsi  Dutch  psinters  Memling  was  hom  (at  MSmlineen  ue» 
Aai^afCenbnrB)  abuut  Die  year  1430;  was,  iti  1471,  already  ar^rely 
engaged  iB  painter  and  permanentlT  eatabllBhed  in  Brngeg,  where 
in  1480  he  bernme  a  well-to-do  hoase  proprietor  in  the  Tlsminodim 
(now  Kne  St.  Gaorge),  and  died  in  1494.  The  little  wo  know  of  hioi 
personslly  is  in  some  meaiace  compeaBatedforbyihe  great  number  of 
bit  works  etlU  extant.  Hruges,  In  particular,  oan  boait  of  poeEet«iag 
litenlly  a  Memling  mnseum.  In  the  Academy  is  the  Triptyoh  with 
tiie  St.  Christopher,  in  the  Hospital  of  SI.  John  the  lo-oalled  St. 
John  Altai ,  the  Adoration  of  the  Magi ,  the  Uadonua  with  Martin 
vsD  Newenhoven  ,  the  portrait  of  a  lady,  and,  Onally,  the  Ursnla 
Basket,  the  most  oroato  and  captivating  iUnstration  of  legendary 
lore  boquoathod  by  the  art  of  thii  early  period,  la  Memling,  in- 
deed, it  may  be  eaid  the  subool  of  Van  Eyr.k  eihibite  its  highest  at- 
tainments. Pnre  and  luminous  colouring  is  nombined  with  coneot 
drawing;  a  keen  perception  of  Kature  with  a  coherent  sense  of  the 
beaatlfnl.  Crowe  and  Gavaloaselle,  in  their  history  of  old  Flemish 
PatnteiB,  epeak  of  Memling  as  a  lyric  bard,  and  it  bia  forms  lack 
ideality,  he  knows  how  to  give  them  the  improaE  of  a  winsome  beaaty. 
Qls  MadoDiiaB,  whoae  KDldevi  hair  falls  over  Che  slionlderB,  OT  is 
gathered  ap  in  luxuriant  treeaes,  combine  dignity  with  loveliness. 

Painting  flourished  in  the  i5th  rentury  in  Holland  no  leas  thati 
in  the  Southern  Netherlands,  though  the  earlier  masters,  such  as 
ABerdJonOuvioicr,  are  represented  but  by  few  worka.Amoro  tangible 
pBTEonality  is  tbst  ol  Dirrkli  Baud  (ci.  1410-147&3,  who  lemOYBd 
from  Haarlem  to  Louvain  about  14d0  ,  and  with  Ills  indostriouB 
pencil  announced  the  fundamental  characteristic  of  Dutch  painting, 
bi  Ms  delicate  appreciation  of  landscape  beauty.  Oerard  David,  of 
Brugei  (Boucished  1434-1523;),  in  the  3.,  nnd  Jacob  ComtlUttn 
01  Jacob  van  Oonaan  ttlourlihed  in  Amatordani  1600-30],  In  the 
N.,  may  be  regarded  as  offshoots  of  the  older  school.  Botli  are  fine 
oolouilgb  and  distingnlahed  foi  the  tender  sweetness  of  their  female 
SgDias.    Dramatic  conception  was  foreign  to  both. 

We  have,  indeed,  abundaut  cause  to  deplore  tlis  raTSgee  of 
time,  vhen  we  proneed  to  siim'up  the  number  af  aatheuticated 
Old  Flemish  pictures  still  in  existence.  Scarcely,  indeed,  do  we 
jMHueas  mementoes  of  ten  painters,  such  as  enable  ds  to  form  a 
nally  distinct  and  yivlil  coiii'«ptlon  of  their  oharacter  as  artists  j 
y«t  this  o|[l  Netherlands  school  was  busy  for  eighty  years ;  nor  was  its 
aotivity  oonlliled  to  Bmgea  and  Ghent  alone,  but  was  shared  by  Ant- 
Brusaels,  and  in  the  North  by  Leydan  ka4.\LAii.i\bm-  QnK'>:<&^ 
oaosB  of  this  flbaence  ot  lelUble  acoQwatt  \»i  \»  *i'i  ■^7 
taiao  by  the  NBtherlindB  aohool  ol  putaftw^  Vo  ■Oo.e  V«i 
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eentDiy,  whlcli  had  tbc  offent  of  depiaciatiog  the  irorka  o(  thcat  I 
ptedeOGBaors  iu  the  gcioeral  eatimiLtiou ,  aud  finally  of  committing 
tiioin  to  oblhioH.  Foe  the  Netherlands ,  like  the  rest  of  the  North, 
became  anbject  to  the  epidt  of  Che  Italian  Keuaiasance.  Under 
the  Buegnndian  rule,  literaturu  had  already  been  altenitsd  ^m  the 
pnpulsi  sympathies,  and  eieu  so  It  vas  naw  with  plctoclsl  ait.  Luaaa 
van  Lcydtn  (_1494'1533)  and  Quinten  Hatiyi  of  Antwerp  ^oa. 
1460-1530)  are  the  laet  distingniBliud  masters  who  were  noteanied 
away  bf  this  euirent.  The  Importance  of  the  (oTmec,  have^et,  it 
chiefly  due  to  his  admirable  enguvinge;  while  Matsys  sometillleB 
diaplaye  a  vigour  of  seutiment  at  varisoce  with  the  bitheito  Labitoal 
coneeptioQ.  Qniuten  Matsys  is,  iudccd,  generally  regarded  aa  the 
conneoting  link  between  the  old  school  of  the  Van  EyckeaudRaben*. 

The  Influenoa  of  the  Bcnaiiianee  reached  the  Netherlands,  at  It 
reached  Qennsuy,  iu  the  16tli  eentucy,  lu  the  domains  of  ArdiUee- 
ture  and  Srulpttire  the  enEolng  bieai'h  with  piOTions  nstiTB  Myle* 
Beema  to  have  been  less  abrupt  tbui  in  thedomnin  of  painting.  The 
iiariow  Gotlic  bonse,  witti  Its  stepped  gable,  long  held  its  ground; 
aud  although  Italian  modes  of  arnamcntatian  attained  the  uMend- 
ancy  in  the  first  half  of  the  IGtk  century,  yet  in  the  aecond  half 
the  national  genius  powerfully  lo-assetted  llself.  Amoijg  the  most 
impOTttnt  Uenaissance  buildinga  in  the  NetheiUiids  are  the  Sahn 
Jnn  It  Ualinea  (^p.  144)  and  the  old  Maiian  de  FAneien  Qnffe 
at  Bulges  (p.  31).  The  Town  Holla  of  The  Hague,  Leydan,  and 
Amsterdam,  the  old  JUcul  Markel  at  Haarlem  (p.  318),  and  the 
Wtlgh  Bguk  at  Nymwegen  (p.  404)  beloug  to  the  later  pekod.  The 
Netherlands  are  peculiarly  rich  iu  dei:oratiie  works  in  vood,  stone, 
and  braaa.  The  monuments  of  Count  Enffelbtrt  IJ.  of  Nassau  and  Lis 
wife,  in  tbe  Groote  Kerk  at  Bieda,  and  that  of  ArMiihop  WlUiam 
ofCroy,  inthechuti:h  of  the  Capuchins  atEughien  [p.  6),  ne  among 
the  finest  productioua  of  Uenaissance  art  Id  the  north  of  Europe. 
The  chimney-pieces  (Bruges],  carved  etaJls  (^Dordrer.ht),  and  altars 
(Hal)  must  also  not  be  forgottau.  The  Musfe  Fiantin  at  Antwerp 
contaius  an  intereating  collection  of  IteualBsance  rurnitnie. 

The  Flemiih  Painters  of  the  Rmaiiianee  produce  a  less  faToul' 
able  impression.  The  Italian  farms  and  eien  colours  fooud  no 
reapouse  in  the  inmost  spirit  of  tbe  Flemlih  painters,  and  theresnlt 
is  often  mere  frigid  prettinesd  or  artificial  idealisation.  Just  as  we 
preterthopopular  ballad  10  the  Licin  verse  of  our  achool-days,  aowa 
prize  the  unadorned  Flemish  style  more  highly  than  unsucceufnl 
Imitations  of  the  Italian.  Tlie  I6th  century  waa,  it  is  true,  of  » 
different  way  of  thinking,  and  haOed  this  iniosd  of  tbe  Reiitissanoe 
upon  their  native  art  as  a  atgu  of  pTogreaslon  I  Antwerp  especlalljr 
was  for  a  long  lime  the  capital  of  art  in  the  Netherlands,  whenee 
Snke  Vllliam  of  Havarla,  as  well  as  the  Emperor  Rudolph  II.,  the 
utenliflitenBdpatroiiBof  art  among  German  princes,  enpfUet  : 
'  'airementB;   while  Fteminga,  too,  -^ffMieA.  (ni  fiotfanl'i 
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needs.  It  in  pTidaiit,  thou,  thit  the  Netherlmds  had  no  lick  of 
renown  nor  yet  of  hlghly-gittp.d  uplritB,  whoso  sohievcioents,  hid  & 
more  auBpioiouB  fate  sttonded  them,  would  hive  been  cottBldenblo. 
VlM  earlier  pictorBs  of  Jan  Oniiairt,  Barnamed  Kan  Mmtbtuge  or 
JlfaitM«  (m.  1470-1B41),  pleoae  hy  forfle  of  their  mssterlj'  modelling 
sU4  intenEe  colouiiug.  Bernard  van  OrUy  [ra,  1489'1641)  turned 
his  residence  in  Some  to  good  aeeoant  in  mastering  the  style  of  the 
Rajihaeleaiiue  school,  which  both  in  compoBitlon  and  drawing  he 
reproduced  with  oonsiderabla  cleverness.  If  we  can  praise  the  in- 
dustry  only  of  Miehael  van  Coxle  or  Coxa/en  (1499-1592];,  and  And 
the  Insipidity  in  nonceptioTi  and  the  exaggeration  of  form  in  the 
w6rk  of  IVani  rfe  Vritrtdl,  sumamed  Florii  fci.  IBli^-TO^  ,  simply 
rapnlsive;  If,  again,  Kareloan  Mander  is  famoBB  principally  for 
btB  Uteraty  aeqnlrEmentfl,  and  Hubtrt  Oolttliis  for  his  verBalllity, 
■till  one  branch  of  the  srt  remains  in  which  the  Hemings  achieTed 
Uid  sustained  a  marked  success,  ula.  Poktsaiturs,  represented  in 
the  16th  eentnry  hy  Jan  van  Smrcl  or  ^eliooreel  (149B-16623,  Ant. 
Koroi  Mi}Tc[cn.  1512-19761,  the  jonnger  Peter  Pourbtu  (ta.  1510- 
1584),  «udOof(tiu»(?eWorp  (1663- ca.  1616).  The  earliest  approaches 
to  eenie  and  landscape  painting  wbiclt  later  attained  to  each  ms- 
Jeatio  proportions  must  not  be  allowed  to  escape  observation.  Their 
geims  are,  in  fact,  already  to  be  delected  !n  the  worlisofyanEyck, 
The  principle  of  a  careful  stnrty  of  Nature ,  and  delight  in  every 
phase  of  life,  early  asserted  itself,  giving  to  every  object,  however 
Insignlflcant ,  however  obBcure,  an  artistic  charm.  The  painting  of 
■tUl-lIfe,  the  ponrtr»ying  of  those  hnmorous  incidents,  never  want- 
iagin  domestic  experience,  which  served  to  tllitstrate  everyday  life 
among  the  people ,  came  early  into  vogne ,  though  at  flrat  dts- 
ftgreeably  qnallHed  by  the  intermixtare  of  the  grotesque  (in  the  shape 
of  devils'  dances).  Old  Brueghel  (see  below)  snd  VInekbaons  had 
almdy  painted  rastic  subjects,  Pollnlrof  Dlnant  and  Paul BrilUnd- 
•cipes,  with  rli'hneSB  of  effect,  and  Roelant  Savery  animal  pietures. 
Among  all  these  painters,  the  members  of  the  family  of 
SMBghBlor,  as  somBtimes  written,  Brrughet,  attract  onr  interest  most 
oITMtually.  They  not  only  afford  the  most  striking  example  of  that 
Wghly  propitious  practice,  the  hereditary  prosecution  of  the  same 
•taft,  but  also  excellently  illnsCrate  the  transition  from  the  old  to 
tte  BBw  style  of  art.  Feltr  Brueghel  the  elder,  or  'FeatanlBniegheV 
lEfehOut  1626-69),  the  earliest  representative  of  this  race  of  paint- 
«M,  travelled  in  Italy  for  the  pnrposa  of  studying  art,  bnt  ro- 
milned  faithful  to  the  subjects  and  treatment  of  hU  native  land. 
ffl»  BgurBB  are  of  a  purely  Flemish  type,  while  his  delicate  coloar- 
ine  li  content  to  reveal  the  study  of  nature  in  tiortheni  climes 
«Ione.  Of  hia  two  soui,  Peter  or  'HeU-flTe'  Brueghel  (imi-im%\ 
■nd  Jon  or  '  Velvet'  Erueghet  (156«-1626),  the  \atUt,  -wVn  mj:^^ 
vA  lis  surname  i*0Di  bf«  partiality  for  weaT\ng  -leWo^,  \*  'i^>'i  -mot*

Ben  IK*  occupying  the  foreground.  The  aoiii  of  the  two  brotben  bora 
(lie  tame  Chiittian  namee  ai  their  fathers,  folloved.  the  same 
fatcioD,  and  perpotuatod  the  raannei  of  tbe  Bnieghels  dawn  to 
cloae  of  the  Wth  century. 

Ulpretloua  attainments,  Loveier,  BinltiDtoiuBignifioanoebF 
UweitiaurdliiutynepMlty  displayed  bytheFiemiali  artisla  o(thel7tl) 
etolucy.  Tbeulg;hty  yesrB'  reiott  of  the  Datoh  agaiast  Spanish  oppres- 
■lou  wu  at  au  end.  Though  bleeding  from  a  thousaud  wounds,  tba 
fOiitlirul  Bepubtlc  bad  triumphantly  matntalned  it«elt ,  and  ooii- 
qiMiwlfuritiiHirvirtualreuagnltion.  Two  worlds  aeparateanddlitinel 
bom  one  another  were  here  mmpressed  into  tbeir  narrow  confines, 
tn  tlia  atlll  Spanlth  Netherlands,  forming  the  Southern  diflsloiit 
Iho  old  i<glme  In  politius  as  in  faith  remained  intaut ;  In  tbe  States 
Ueuoial  of  UuUaiid.  not  only  waa  a  new  form  of  govetninent  eilftb* 
llshud,  but  new  political  and  economical  viewB,  and  a  new  form  of 
(aitb,  wore  In  the  ascendant.  Both  these  worlds  find  In  oontemperaij. 
act  •  Glaaily-defliiod  expceaBlon.  Tlie  art  of  Peter  Psol  Kobena 
MIVM  to  glorify  the  ancient  regime  and  the  ancient  faith,  and  waa 
by  tbil  meanB  in  effect  asslmilaCsd  to  the  art  of  Italy,  and  beguiled 
by  tlio  iuyth(ilagi<tal  ideal.  Itntch  ait,  on  the  other  hand,  grew  out 
at  (b«  new  life  and  the  new  faith,  and  thasrellBctBthepcavlAoLaliaBi 
silddvlo  pre lenslona  which  new  became  the  characteristic  featoiesot 
the  todypolitic.  Here  the  schools  of  Haarlem,  The  Hague,  Leyden, 
Dtlft,  and  Aniaterdam ,  posaesa  ei^ual  merit.  Hiatori-Cal  pietures  >t« 
aupersuded  by  portrait  gcoupa  of  the  civic  funotianariea  and  luleis; 
the  veil  of  mystery  is  withdrawn  from  the  representation  of  ueied 
subjaota,  and,  in  its  place,  abara  matter-of-fact  and  modeTnised  tieal- 
mont  Is  iutroduoad,  iu  conformity  with  the  Protestant  rlewa  oftlw 
16th  aud  t7th  centuries,  which  regarded  the  Bible  in  a  very  dUfelent 
light  from  the  old  Church.  An  historical  notice  of  the  conditio^ 
of  uatioual  oulturo  would  not  !n  itielf  ecrvo  to  throw  mnah  liglit 
on  d>o  relations  of  FlemiBh  and  Dutch  painting  of  the  i7th  e«nl«ty, 
but  Is,  uotwithatanding ,  not  altogether  BuperHuDlu.  Such  a  Blldj 
would  he  the  means  of  putting  in  ita  true  light,  the  contrast,  as' 
often  overlooked,  between  Bubens  and  the  Dutchmen.  iTtMpeotlV* 
of  much  lupBcdclal  resemblance  (c.  g.  a  similar  tone  of  eoloni),  tli#L 
two  BtyleB  have  entirely  different  sources  and  aims;  and  wtjls  tn., 
the  auhool  otBubeua  tbe  old  notions,  old  practices,  dlsappMced,, 
that  art  began  to  reveal  itself  in  Holland  which  to  this  day  Is  lO'' 
ceiveil  with  uni^nalified  approbation.  In  the  stud;  of  Bnbens,  tbB 
plind  muit  frequently  bt  guided  hy  leference  to  history ;  tbe  Dntoh, 
petite  othi-r  hand,  we  hail  ai  bone  of  our  hone,  and  nosh  ofouiSesKi 
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Babeo*. 

a  centuries  Cologne  and  Antwerp  liave  ODiitenileil  foi  tlie  hoii- 
mti  of  hiving  given  birth  to  the  greatest  of  Belgian  painten.  Lat- 
terly, however,  their  dalma  have  been  Burrendered  Id  favonr  of  the 
Uttle  tovm  of  Slegan ,  formerly  in  Naeean.  Onr  irtist's  father ,  the 
Antwerp  jnstice  Johannei  Buftgru,  being  anepected  of  a  leaning  to- 
««Tdl  the  Reformation,  aought  refiige  in  flight  from  the  Sp&otsh 
InqQiaitlon ,  andjoinad  the  parly  of  William  of  Orange,  Arrived 
at  the  Rhine ,  where  the  emigranta  asaamhled ,  he  formed  an  inll- 
m«oy  with  Anns  of  Saxony,  the  oraiy,  sensuoua  wife  ofWilliam,  of 
■neb  a  nature  m  furnished  the  Prinm  with  Bufflclent  grounds  for  s 
dfvoiee.  The  guilty  lover  was  consigned  in  1571  to  the  fortross 
of  DlUenbnrg,  Hia  wife,  Marie  Pyptlinfkx,  who  had  followed  him 
Into  eiile,  wis  Induced  by  the  severity  of  his  pDnJebment  to 
fDrglve  the  offender  the  disgrace  he  had  bronglit  upon  her,  and 
to  Join  Mm  at  Siegen,  the  place  assigned  to  him  in  1G73  as  his 
■bode.  Here  acmrdingly,  on  28th  June,  1577,  the  eve  of  SS. 
PMer  and  Paul's  dsy,  ?etei  Pttnl  Bnbeni  was  horn.  In  the  follow- 
ing year,  John  Kubens  reiieived  permission  to  romove  to  Cologne. 
It  Is  DOneeivnble  that  his  lot  should  have  damped  Me  ardour  for  ler- 
Tine  vrith  the  Prinoes  of  Orange,  and  enrouraged  a  desire  to  be 
leoonoiled  to  the  Spanish  gnvemment.  John  Rubens,  however,  died 
pending  the  negotiations  whinh  ensued ,  but  his  wife  finally  made 
her  p«aoe  with  the  Spanish  ecolosiastiea]  authorltfes,  returned  in 
158B  to  Antwerp ,  and  as  a  pledge  for  the  genuineneas  other  con- 
"aned  her  son  in  a  Jesuit  snhool.  In  the  nharaoter  of  the 
man,  however,  there  was  nothing  Joauitii'al;  but  in  the  sensnons 
spkndonrof  higreligioua  pictntes,  in  the  acwssorlBa  of  hia  elaaaiesl 
mpresentationa,  which  however  brilliant  are  often  superficial,  It  la 
easy  to  discern  the  effects  of  his  training  In  the  then  BonrisMng 
lefaoola  of  the  all-powerful  Jesuits- 
He  received  inslrnotfon  in  painting  from  Adam  van  Noorl,  a 
UoroQgh  maflter  of  bis  art,  and  from  Olho  oan  Vten,  commonly 
e^ed  Otho  VnmJuj,  court-painter  to  theDnkea  of  Parma,  and  au  ar- 
tist more  dlstltigufsbed  for  erudition  than  force  of  imagination. 
tn  the  year  1600  RDbens  undertook,  according  to  the  then  prevailing 
enHom  with  artists ,  who  looked  npon  Italy  as  the  high  school  of 

'  ■  Jonniey  to  the  South,  where  he  at  flrat  devoted  himself  to  the 
Ctndy  of  Titian  and  Qiorglone  at  Venice.  The  following  year  we 
And  him  at  Mantua ,  in  the  aervice  of  Duke  Vintento  Oontaga ,  In 
h!*  time  the  most  pleasn re-loving,  most  enthnaiastic  connolEaenr  of 
■n  princes.  Rubens  was  sent  in  1603  to  Spain,  as'beaier  of  costly 
(Ifll,  in  the  shape  mora  particularly  of  nomerons  piutores,  to  the 
eotrt  of  King  Philip  111.  On  his  retorn  ho  took  ivj  W.B  »S)Oft.%  »as^

rasldenoe  in  Itily'f   It  ia  of  no  great  moment  that  Boverri  o(  lilt 
piotarei  asvoat  of  Italian  prototypes;   lu  hia  neleliiatad  Dei 
rrom  (ho  Oia ji,  in  Anlwecp  Calhedial,  we  see  a  renel^tloao^D■, 
dft  Voltena'a  pictnre;  In  the  Baptism  o(  Ghtlst  (loit),  of  whioli  (hi 
original  dtawlng  is  preBBKed,   he  piodunes   lingle  flgmaB  Etow) 
Michael  Angela's  hattle- cartoon ;   the  Communion  of  St.  Fiaad* 
tecalla  a  composition  of  Annlbale  Garraccl ;  while  a  work  of  Titlu' 
served  as  model  for  tlia  battle  of  the  AmazonB.    It  il  of  greater 
pDittnoB  that  Bnboua  was  fortlQed  b;  hia  Italian  eiperienoM  in 
resolution  to  rely  mainly  on  ideas  engenderod  by  the  study  of: 
thologieal-hiatoiical  subjects  for  his  inspiration,  and  to  devota  hU 
iit  to  thoii  illustratioD.    By  this  means  he  establlaheB  a  boai~ 
union  between  the  art  of  Italy  and  that  of  the  North,  without  in 
viae  BacriHning  hia  luilivlduallty.    Rather  doea  a  compiiiaon  1 
contemporary  Italian  painters  sbow  how  far  he  surpassed  them  la 
Tirtae  of  his  apontsnoous  aympathieB  and  the  abonndiag  force  of 
his  nbaraoter. 

linbeuB,  married  in  IGOU  to  IiabtUa  Brandt,  and  again,  after  hi 
death  (1636),  to  iftlen.!  Fourmcnt,  in  1630,  bad  settled  in  Antwerp, 
wlioie  he  led  an  uncommonly  active  life.  As  be  himaelf  assures  na, 
wliile  in  the  Bervii^  of  the  Kegcnt  Albreoht  and  hia  contort  lubellt, 
lie  bad  one  foot  always  in  the  Btiirup,  making  repealed  trips  M 
London.  Paris,  ami  Madrid,  and  devoting  as  much  of  hia  time  to 
politics  as  to  art,  Certainly  the  Tailed  DCRiipatlODS  of  his  life  are  not 
to  be  disoOTerod  in  the  astounding  number  of  hia  works.  Over  two 
thousaud  pictores,  many  of  them  of  colosaal  dimensions,  best  bii 
name.  This  amazing  fertility  may  be  explained  by  the  rdrcomstanca 
that  the  numerous  pupila  who  frequented  hia  workshop  were  em- 
ployed upon  Ms  piaturea,  and  that  he  himself  possessed  woudotful 
rapidity  ot  eiecntlon.  It  is  not  an  easy  matter  to  render  joalice  Id 
linbens  in  all  cases,  partly  becasse  so  many  works  hare  been  attri- 
buted to  him  with  which  he  had  very  little  to  do,  partly,  also,  bo- 
lauso  his  rendering  of  form  frequently  took  directions  repugnant  to 
our  modern  notiOQS.  Perhaps  only  in  his  manner  of  treating  the 
female  form  nan  he  be  charged  with  flagrant  want  of  taate.  The  ca- 
pacity of  depicting  the  unsullied  purity  of  maiden  beauty  Is  one  of 
the  attributes  in  an  artist  we  most  prize,  while ,  on  the  other  hand, 
we  uatolaUy  recoil  from  the  spectacle  of  naked  fcmalea  diiflgoivd 
by  the  lahooia  of  maternity.  Nevertheless,  we  must  not  forget  that 
In  these  coarse  unwieldy  stiapeB,  in  the  ponderous  limbs  and  violent 
action  of  the  human  forms  so  conatantly  recurring  in  Bubena'  plc- 
Inrea,  we  behold  the  dlieiA  manlfeBtation  of  such  impassioned 
energieB  and  IneptesBible  vitality  as  the  master  seeks  to  embody. 

BnbeDs'  earlier  pictures  have  this  marked  superiority  over  big 
later  works,  that  with  all  their  depth  and  warmth  of  colouring,  Ih^ 
J'reaerre  a  oerltln  anity,  and  eihibltabroadbulcuB&illLaUh.  TkH 
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Import&nt  of  the  votks  oiMiuted  soon  atlei  hla  returo  bom 

pla  DDhtppily  no  longer  in  tlie  posEeBsioD  oF  Me  native  Uod, 
WH  TMta  in  the  Beliedere  collection  (t  Viennn.  The  central  portion 
l«preisDt«  St,  Ildephanso  receiving  n  rich  ohuuble  from  the  Virgin ; 
on  the  wings  are  poctriits  ot  the  clonora ,  and  on  tho  outside  tbo 
Keat  on  iho  Flight  into  Egyp*!  °'  ^^^  Virgin  undef  the  appla-tree. 
The  painter  is  here  seen  it  the  apex  of  his  artistio  elcellenoe,  and 
uevei  sabsequently  prodneeil  no  perfect  a  work  in  so  lofty  a  style. 
So  long  as  Italian  models  were  fiesh  in  big  mind  bis  imagination 
Mid  his  aente  of  form  were  chastened  and  refined,  but  at  a  later 
period  thay  were  not  uofieqaeiitly  lomowhat  too  exuberant.  Of 
similir  beauty  is  the  Doubting  Tbomas  in  the  Muienm  at  Antwerp, 
vitb  the  two  accomptnying  portraits  of  Burgomagter  Rockoi  and 
hii  wife.  The  celebrated  Descent  trcm  the  Gross  in  the  Cathedral 
»nd  the  Crucifli.ion  in  the  Maseom  ('Le  Coup  de  Lance')  ace  also 
of  the  highest  lalne  as  undoubtedly  works  of  the  artist's  awn  band. 

In  bis  later  Urge  ecclesiaBticsl  paintings  Bubens  availed  him- 
■etf  to  a  Urge  eitent  of  the  agaistance  of  his  papils ;  so  that  a  less 
eixalted  idea  of  the  master  than  be  deserves  may  be  derived  from 
the  itiidy  of  tbeiiB  pictures.  Another  clcoumstanco  may  help  to  lead 
the  traveller  in  the  NetherUnds  to  a  Blmllar  conclusion.  Owiiig  to 
the  wide-spread  renown  of  the  artist,  his  works  did  not  all  remain  at 
home,  but  found  their  way,  even  in  his  lifetime,  far  and  wide. 
England,  Madrid,  Paris,  Mnnlrh,  Vienna,  and  St.  Petersburg  con- 
Utn ,  in  their  reapeMive  galieties,  many  of  Rubena'  choicest  work*. 
The  Antwerp  Museum,  however,  preserves  a  whole  series  of  valuable 
piotures  b;  the  master,  thus  alfordlng  an  opportunity  of  etndying 
him  on  the  spot  where  he  achieved  greatness, 

Thongh,  however,  it  may  not  be  possible  to  And  unalloyed 
Bktlsfactiau  in  separate  works  of  the  master,  no  one  can  deny  that 
Rubens  is  a  ilgure  of  great  historical  importance.  This  is  owing  to 
the  fidelity  with  which  he  has  adhered  to  the  traditions  of  the 
naUonal  art,  to  the  power  with  wbtob  be  hag  harmonised  these 
trsdltfons  with  an  altered  condition  of  art  and  life,  and  to  the  onl- 
venality  which  rendered  him  capable  of  working  in  every  depart- 
ment  and  of  making  the  age  aubaorvianl  to  his  purposes.  Be  is 
matter  of  the  whole  range  of  artistia  material.  To  the  greatest  fer- 
tility in  the  domaiiii  of  ecoleeiaetical  art  he  adds  an  tiiteUigent  and 
enthusiastic  appreciation  of  the  ancient  gods  and  heroes.  He  looks 
upon  these  latter  more  vriththo  eye  of  a  Virgil  than  of  aBomer,  and 
efUn  depictB  them  in  the  spirit  of  an  orator  rather  than  in  that  of 
s  poet.  Be  ebows  that  he  has  most  affinity  for  the  fieshy  figures 
of  the  Bacchic  myths,  and  paints  them  with  a  freshness  and  energy 
possessed  by  none  of  his  contemporariee.    Bis  brush  ia  as  much  at 

lela  Important  biatorioal  compositions  as  iutbetSiAVi-wJiwanA 
I,  by  whioh  bla  age  tried  to  make  up  to  ittcM  ta^  'ila&  -^ko-V 
lapoBtie  aeaslbUity.    He  p6,intB  sUte  -^tUai^-a  foi'V***" 
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scapes  ,  tho  listtleB  of  men  ind  the  Sgliting  of  bfutes,  the  gill 
love-miking  of  the  nohle  bdA.  the  noarSB  plesBiires  of  the  viilpr;'i 
TMs  versatility  is  peculiarly  hi«  Own ,  althnngh  he  posBeieea  «a« 
tain  flhirafit«riEtisB  in  common  irith  bis  contempoi&riee,  Jut  u  hi 
BhiisB  with  them  the  aaime  nstionol  atmosphere  and  th( 
ditionar;  pienepts. 

Rubens  (d.  1640)  oroupied  tMi  fleld  along  with  seTeral  atheii 
painters.  No  wonder,  then,  that  similar  chaniRteiietios  are  obiamhUi 
In  his  works  and  those  of  others,  and  that  they  so  olosely  raiemble^ 
one  another  as  oneasionally  to  he  coofonnded.  Abraham  JannauC 
(1576-1632)  comes  very  near  to  RiilienB  In  freedom  of  hnish  andfti' 
the  impassioned  action  of  hie  flgnies.  Indeed  there  were  feir  ot 
Rubens'  eontemporsriea  who  escaped  Ms  inSnenoe,  peryadln^  m  tt' 
did  the  whole  fleld  of  art,  Inspiring  lu  an  especial  manner  tha 
Bngraver.  The  most  notable  of  Antwerp  artilts  who  were  contempo'. 
raiies  of  Bubens  are  Oerard  Smheri  oi  Zcprri  (1591-1651);  Tktodor*] 
Bomiout!  [1597-1637);  ConuUs  de  Voi  (1585-1661),  oua  of  tl»'( 
ftrst  potttalt-paintera  of  the  lime ;  Qaspar  de  Crayrr  (1681W66ft); 
who  eiinned  In  his  qniet  onrnpositlons  a  charming  rein  of  thongU; 
Lueat  wm  [7den  (1595-ca.  1672),  who  painted  in  many  Inctanoei 
the  landii^ape  in  the  bacliground  of  Bobens' pii'tuces;  and,  Unally, 
Prnns  5ni)rf£W  (1579-16ST),  who  placed  Mb  eitraotdtnaiy  talMit 
for  animal  painting  at  the  disposal  of  the  great  chief. 

Of  Rnbens's  most  diatingniBhed  disciple,  Anthony  Vaal>jok 
(barn  at  Antwerp  1599,  died  In  London  1641),  owing  to  tim 
BhortnesB  of  bis  sojonm  in  bis  native  nity,  few  important  worfei  ara 
retained.  After  being  initiated  in  painting  first  by  Henry  twin  JBa(«i, 
later  by  Kubena,  he  riflited  Italy  in  his  24th  year,  where  Tenloe 
and  Genoa  esped.al1y  fascinated  him,  as  Ihoy  had  done  hiB  mastet 
before  Mm,  From  1636  to  1632  he  lived  at  Antwerp,  after  tha* 
in  London,  in  the  Bervice  of  Charlea  I.  It  waB  not  only  tha 
fashion  then  preraillng  In  arietocratic  clrclea  which  engaged  Tan 
Dyck  In  porttaitare.  Portraiture  made  the  strongest  appeal  to  his 
procIivitleB  as  an  artist.  He  does  not  aMne  in  the  inyentiOn  of 
gorgeona  ot  stirring  acenes ;  bnt  in  the  refined  and  animaiod  pout- 
trayal  of  distingnished  personages  there  are  few  who  are  his  peen, 
Hia  portraits  ace  not  only  instinct  with  life  :  they  fascinate  by  thetl 
dignity  of  conception  and  giaoe  of  delineation ,  which ,  irithout 
BaeriQceoftrathfulneBS,  impart  s  certain  slateliness  aa  well  aa  beanty ' 
to  the  individual  represented.  In  what  a  rare  degree  Tan  DyOk. 
poseeased  this  faculty  Is  bent  Been  In  Ma  admirable  etchingi  wUbh 
are  BtlU  preserfert,  and  in  whinb  he  presenls  os  vrith  an  lavaltl«b1»L 
gallery  of  portraits  illQfllratlre  of  the  17th  century. 

Of  the  remaining  pupils  of  Rubens,   few  acqnirt^  dlatinedon 
bnt,  owing  to  Iba  copioosneBB  of  their  worki ,  they  are  by  no  iMnii 
unimportant.  They  occupy  in  the  department  of  rellglonaaittbei 
cenlory.    From  DUpenbeeek,  Snttmu*  QudUtKis,  ConcHa  JMut, 
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Jbh  vandtn  lloecke,  Jacob  Jordaem  (^1593-1678)  may  be  diadn- 
piiBliAd  1)y  a  tUBrked  iJidi vidua lity.  No  study  iu  Italy  liid  aatraaged 
hia  tlWQgbtB  from  bU  QAtlve  uC,  Uls  profesBiDD  of  the  leroiuied 
faith  made  htm  annilling  to  contribute  to  tbe  exsltitiou  of  tbe 
ChDioh'B  ideal,  ea  he  applied  Umselt  to  depictlDg  Bcnnes  fnim 
dsmMtic  life  and  tbe  imcestiaijiGd  mlnb  of  popular  fustiTities,  and 
tins  pcepared  tlie  nay  for  the  foTmation  of  that  sohool  of  genre 
paintiuB,  ia  whiuh  the  act  of  tbe  NetberUntlg  subsequently  aoqulied 
Ita  chief  lenawn.  Uis  often-Iepe.^ted  pictures  of  the  ccsz;  hoiue- 
rt  ('»s  the  old  ones  sang,  ho  will  the  youngBtotB  twitter'),  for 
exuuple,  are  well  kiiowo.  Jordaeoa'a  bumoni  is  unsophisticated  i 
Us  figures  are  as  devoid  of  grace,  as  they  nell  can  be;  but  sa  aur- 
paaslng  is  the  qaality  of  colour  in  his  pictures  that  one  must  oandoiie 
the  vein,  of  almost  uuarse  vulgarity  whioh  ruaa  throagh  very  many 
of  tbem.  Fiuture^  by  him  st  tlieBosub,  Dear  Tbe  Hague,  which  cele- 
bnte  the  deeds  of  Prince  Frederick  Henry  of  Orange,  show  what  ho 
could  accomplish  as  aa  historical  painter,  and  belong  to  the  very 
■  eit  oontributions  of  tlie  entire  acbool. 

Even  oponDavidTenieiB  tbe  ToQager  (1610-1690),  the  greaUiit 
gcaie  painter  to  wliom  the  southern  Netherlands  have  given  birth, 
Aobcou  exercised  an  enduring  InQueace.  The  fairs  and  rustic  scenes 
irhlch  be  delighted  in  depicting,  fascinate  not  ouly  by  the  spirit  of 
ixuivlvialicy  which  animatea  them,  but  bear  witness  to  a  searching 
ohsetvatioa  of  nature;  and  the  subtlety  of  oolouring  serves  of  itself  to 
Imett  the  scenes  depicted  with  a  true  poetic  charm.  In  gradation 
of.  tone,  In  wondrous  Itarmony  oS  cclDur,  in  arttstio  oombinatlon,  lie 
ntalns  an  undisputed  supremacy.  It  is  not  less  wonderful  how  he  can 
hy  the  moat  delicate  modiflcatioiia  ao  manipulate  a  dominant  tone  of 
It  ellectifa,  and  how  lie  nta  at  hla  pleasure 
either  asiert  or  dispense  with  the  most  marked  oODtrasls.  The 
pietnrea  painted  between  1640  and  1650,  where  the  peculiar  silvery 
tona  first  appears ,  are  thoge  which  afford  the  best  insight  Into  this 
painter'a  method  and  style.  Hia  works  are  unfbrtunatety  widely 
Mattered,  nod  are  rarely  to  be  met  with  in  his  native  oountry. 

The  same  may  be  said  of  ths  majority  ot  genre  painters  of  tbe 
southern  Netherlands.  The  neighbourhood  of  Fiance  lured  away,  if 
not  the  painters  themselves,  certainly  many  of  their  works;  nor  were 
etthei  wealth  or  love  of  art  at  this  time  sufficiently  diffnaedin  Bel- 
glnm  to  allow  of  the  cceationa  of  native  art  being  letalued  in  the 
luid.  In  this  respect  painting  was  more  advantageously  dream- 
■tanead  in  Holland.  There  it  was  unuiiatakably  asaociated  with  the 
people,  and  tu  this  day  indeed  is  identllled  with  their  habit*  and 
predilections.  The  greater  number  as  well  as  tbe  best  of  its  pro- 
'  '  are  allll  retained  in  Holland,  coveted  though  they  bo  by 
'a  of  art  from  every  quarter,  who  at  last  have  \.tt«.nua^  >A 

it  their  true  value.  a^^^H 
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Bombmndt. 

The  graudear  of  the  ITtb  uentury  gchoDl  of  Dutiih  puntart'li 
partially  obscured  the  excellencies  of  their  predeceaaors,  and  tbm 
into  the  aliade  -vbst  was  of  stGTllng  value  in  the  Dutch  aahool  be! 
fare  Iteiiibta.iidt's  time.  It  is  only  in  recent  timeg  that  roieaiaF 
lias  lunceeiled  in  brineliig  to  light  tlie  euHer  history  ofDntd 
painting,  and  baa  anirODDded  Rembrandt,  vho  bltberto  bad  daula 
aa  the  flash  of  a  meteor  in  the  horlzoD,  with  precnreora  and  aaamdalel 
Alt  Qourlihed  in  (he  Dutch  toTtns  as  eaily  aa  the  15th  centaif 
hut  It  would  be  more  thaa  difficult  to  aepaiate  It  from  the  *0D 
temporaneouE  art  of  Flanders;  ludeed,  owing  to  the  similanty  oftb 
two  peoplea,  no  rery  easential  differeoce  could  have  eiisted.  Wbea 
accordingly,  at  the  beginning  of  the  16th  century ,  painting  in  tb 
North  became  Italiaolsed,  the  Dutch  painters  succumbed  to  ihi 
preiailiug  influenoe.  It  must  be  noted  ,  however,  that  the  parti-i 
cutai  manner  wlilch  most  nearly  reaponded  to  the  national  tasb 
was  generally  preferred ,  and  moat  anceeaafuUy  imitated;  that  o 
Oaravagglo,  for  example,  distinctly  coarse  as  it  ia  in  ita  broad  realinn 
After  Kanl  van  Uandcr,  Hfemiktrek,  and  Blaemeert,  exponen 
of  a  more  imaginative  treatment,  I'ame  HonHiant  (Qhtrardo  d 
fioiit)  and  his  aaaoclates ,  whoae  art  was  entirely  based  upon  I 
reallsni.  Theae  painters  fearlessly  grapple  with  nature;  they  o 
cem  themaelTea  little  sboot  grace  and  beauty ;  they  do  not  deei 
what  is  TDlgar  and  repulsive,  if  only  it  supplies  life  and  eneigyj 
Lamp-liglit,  abounding  aa  it  doea  in  glaring  contraat,  sarred  ad- 
mirably to  enforce  atarlling  effects  and  an  impaasionod  exuberance  ol*'^ 
expression  often  bordering  upon  distortion,  and  vas  beely  resuitaj 
to  with  evident  reliih.  Along  with  Garavaggto,  another  artist  hftj 
considerable  inflDence  upon  the  Dutchmen,  vit.  Adam  Elliluim&fi 
(1573-1631)),  of  Frankfort,  who,  however,  lived  and  died  Is 
Uome.  He  painted  as  If  nature  were  only  to  be  seen  Ihiongh  fti 
cacneri  obacnra;  bat  his  pictures  are  harmonised  by  the  t 
minnteaeaa  and  Indeaeribable  delicacy  of  finish,  and  recaira  thetl* 
oompunaating  breadtb  from  a  masterly  mauagement  of  colonr.  Ltut- 
man,  /doiyairt,  Potlenburg,  etn.,  loaroed  from  blm. 

In  the  desperate  struggle  during  tbe  16th  century  with  tha  twi>-' 
fold  yoke  of  Spain,  artiadc  enterprise  in  the  Netherlands  was  ne>^ 
oesaarily  orlppled.  It  la  principally  owing  to  this  clrcnmstanoe  that 
BO  many  Dutch  painters  fonod  tbeir  way  to  Italy,  and  there  com- 
pleted the  training  which  their  native  land ,  sorely  distracted  H  It 
was,  could  not  afford  them.  But  just  aa  the  Netherlands  Qnaliy  etrna 
forth  from  their  eighty  years'  straggle  as  gloriODS  victors,  and  il 
Borreipondlng  measure  lacuied  for  themselves  wealth  and  (  "  " 
r^l  power,  while  their  antagonist,  Spain,  once  mistress  oftheirwldj 
but  now  bppelessly  trnpoveriahed,  nbalded  Into  political  Ii 
Sataee,  Dutch  Art  re'^eived  dating  and  M  tbe  enticVuKlan  ot  the  w 
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itf  Do1)1e8t  ImpuUo.  It  was  aon  that  tlie  painters  o(  tbe  Netherlands 
were  onaliled  ooTTer.tly  to  Jisnern  what ,  amidst  a!1  the  sDiiouDdiug 
wecltb  of  material,  iraabestamtedto  tbeii  Deeds,  and  what  form  moat 
fltroagly  appealed  tothem  ;  theycrcated,  tnanord,a  natioDalail.  Tha 
•nax  had  made  a  naHon  of  heroes.  Stern  neceBgity  had  ataeled  their 
ocmnige  and  quickened  their  Eeoie.  Brave  men,  experienced  lu  wac 
u  nell  as  stats  afTaira ,  pioua  o(  heart ,  yet  joyoaa  irithal ,  met  the 
eye  at  every  turn.  To  poartray  these,  tiut  only  as  ali)|le  and  Im- 
preasive  personal itiea ,  bnt  sjaembled  in  groupa,  in  the  rohdc!!- 
eh«mber,  oi  tallying  toilh  to  the  tilting  ground,  or  engaged  In 
festive  celebrations ,   was  the  artist's  favourite  task. 

Piotnies  of  a  peaceful,  happy  life,  the  nh arms  of  existence 
•mldat  privacy  and  comfort,  were  doubly  attiacttve  in  a  time  su 
hesTily  chari^ed  with  fateful  events.  The  pleasurable  abandonment 
too, -which,  taking  no  thought  for  the  morrow,  Is  nontent  to  enjoy 
Ike  psssing  hour,  captivated  tbe  imagination  and  furnished  material 
for  namerouE  paintings.  lint  the  victorious  Natherlanders  not  only 
created  for  themselves  a  new  field  of  pfotoilal  mattoi,  in  which 
naHonal  sentiment  should  Qnd  eipresiioD  ;  the  appropriate  farm  of 
Bxpresaion  was  also  provided.  Though  nearly  all  tbeDuloh  painter* 
are  great  coiourisCs,  some  indispensable  attributea  of  the  artistic 
facnlty  are  wholly  wsntlDg  in  them.  The  alnglu  flgnres  lack  ideal 
grace,  tha  groups  do  not  conform  to  the  architeciouic  rules.  Ou 
tbe  other  hand,  they  know  how  to  impart  such  an  arristic  ohann  by 
means  of  colour  alone,  as  effectually  compensates  for  these  defects. 
Tbe  use  of  the  word  'compensate',  however,  may  mislead.  It  must 
hM  be  inferred  that  any  particular  means  of  eiprBSslon  can  singly 
ATail  In  painting.  Tbe  Itilisns  are  guided  by  established  laws  in 
the  disposal  of  individual  figures,  as  well  as  in  composition,  and 
rightly  BO ;  for  these  laws  were  the  product  of  Ihoir  partloular  cnl' 
tare  and  habits  of  mind.  With  equal  right,  however,  tha  Dutch 
ptlntere  framed  for  themselves  rules  for  the  guidance  of  their  art 
In  hsRnony  with  nationat  views  and  sentiments.  It  roust  not  be 
■npposed  that  these  Dutchmen,  after  they  had  oarefully  completed 
tite  drawing  of  a  pli;tare,  were  I'Ontent  to  overlay  their  plotuies  with 
otrioni  for  the  flake  of  mere  beauty  of  effect.  They  thought,  they 
felt  In  colour,  end  composed  in  colour.  The  delicate  gradation  of 
ooloni,  the  disposal  of  light  and  shade  Iji  the  mass,  and  chiaroacnro, 
Ue  their  natural  means  of  expression.  It  il  a  matter  of  common 
«lM6*v»W(in  that  colour  beantiflea  many  an  ohjecl  which  vrithout  it 
imld  be  ntterly  insignificant,  and  to  auah  ohjects  theDutnh  artists 
kllBW  hew  to  impart  an  ideal  charm  by  the  modnlatjon  of  nolour- 
tOIM.

Ihe  eye  ilona  can  compiehend  it,  and  hu  its  opportunity  ia  the 
study  of  the  vacioua  gillcties  of  Ilalliiid, 

The  ' Bej/ent'  ani  'Doetcn'pictiuea  are  among  the  most  con&picuDlu 
DceitiDiiB  of  the  Dutch  sclioal  of  p&inters.  It  was  tlie  custom  (oc 
the  piuaiderita  (^KegentsJ  of  the  mrious  cocpor&tiouB  and  charitable 
iaatituCiona  lo  plane  in  the  gniid-halls  and  shooting  gsllOTieB 
(^Doalcn)  portraits  in  groups  of  membera  of  the  vaiioos  galldi, 
espanlally  uf  the  shootiag  aocietlee.  Among  the  earliest  piclmei 
of  thia  liiDd  are  the  Commomomtion  Bunqnet  of  Kowmen,  painted 
by  CoTTuiis  Tointsim  (Anlhonuieni,  in  AmsCerdaoi  (;l&33),  snotbet 
from  the  same  hand  dated  15&T,  and  une  by  Dirck  Jaeobat  paiAted 
In  1D29  (the  last  two  In  the  Ryks  MuBanm)}  but  it  was  later  thui 
tliia  that  the  'llegent  Pieces'  acquired  theii  complete  atClstiG  signi- 
Seance.  The  Haarlem  Museum  posaeeaea  a  'Coipoiatioii  PictUTe' 
by  Comeiii  Comtllnea,  daCiug  froiD  1683,  and  fcui  Eimilar  pieces 
by  fVant  Piettnt  dt  Greblitr,  the  Uter  of  which  are  specially  dlitlu- 
gulshed  by  the  Ireahnees  of  their  colouring.  In  the  hospitil  ef 
Uelft  1e  a  'Uegent  Piece'  by  that  prolifia  portiait'paintec  Michael 
vrnMltrevcU  thorn  in  Dulft,  i067;  died  1641),  who  hu  been 
erroneously  described  as  painter  to  William  of  Orauge  CaseasBinsted 
1584).  It  in  a  so-called  anatomiaal  lecture,  in  thepaintiog  ofwhiok 
Mierevelt's  son,  Peler,  look  part.  Jaco6  Otrrittt  Ouypf,  founder  (A 
the  painters'  guitd  iu  Dordrecht,  does  not  appear  to  bate  attemptail 
the  execution  of  the  'Regent'  picturea  proper;  the  greater  ii  tik 
number  thereof  to  be  aacribed  tu  Thamat  de  Etyter  {Dt..  109B-1663. 
AmBt«rd»m]  sud  Jn»  van  Ravealeyn  [ca.  15T'i-165T).  ThoniM  A 
Keyset  was  the  sou  of  SJi  arcliitect  ofAmateidam,  llendiik  de  Eeym^ 
and  began  to  paiut  in  1619.  His  masterpieces  are  preserved  In  thqf 
Ryks  Museum  in  Amsterdam,  and  the  galler;  of  The  Hague.  In  th^ 
lowu-halt  of  The  Hague,  too,  his  contemporary,  Jan  <an  Ravettey" 
can  best  be  studied,  m  his  One  corporatiDn-pieccB  of  IBlti  and  161 
Bnt  the  treatment  of  the  'Regent'  pictures  and  portrait  gioaj 
generally  was  bmnghl  to  its  highest  perfection  first  by  Fran«  Haj 
of  Haailem  (jj.  Ixi),  and  more  especially  by  that  greatest  of  all  tl 
painters  of  the  north,  Rembrandt. 

Among  tbe  most  important  poitrait-p&i liters  of  Aouteidun 
the  pre'Rembraiidt  period  are  Dir<ii  BatttUit  (1634-03],  a  pupil 
Titian;  Comciia  KeM  (1548-lGlG)i  A«rl  Pieierttn  (1650-1612j  h 
of  Fitier  Aaietn),  of  whose  works  the  Kyks  Maseum  potsM 
large  Dtimples  dating  from  1699  and  1603;  Coraelia  van  da  Ve 
(1676-1624),  highly  thought  of  by  bis  couUmporatios ;  Werntr 
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Valektrt,  a  pupil  of  OolUius,  who  pul^itud  iji  t6!^-27  it  Arndtec- 
dWE;  «nd  mcolaa  EUas  («a.  1590-Os.  i05O),  mBStcc  of  Tm  det 
HeUt.  wlioaa  Une  i^oipoiitiuu-pleoeB  are  now  eeen  to  udvBntSLge  in 
the  RjkB  Museum. 

SlBQdercd  and  grossly  abused  as  Ktimbiandt  baa  beeu  by  dilet- 
tanti suilbua  of  tlici  ISth  ceutucy,  Ihe  eathuiiiustlc  eutogium  bestowed 
upon  him  by  tiia  yonthful  Qootha  nrast  1)e  noticed  as  an  ei- 
ceptional  tribute.  It  1b  only  in  quite  leccnttimes  that  the  lejearchei 
of  Wilhalm  Boda  and  the  Dut^h  mvants,  partiuularly  of  Soheltema, 
Vosmaet,  Db  Itoevec,  aud  Btedios,  uudartakeTi  In  a  epltlt  of  affou- 
tioiiate  devotion,  have  vindicated  the  truth  oonceming  him.  Eem- 
brandtHannenii  vutBys,  [he  bod  of  a  miller  of  Leyden,  waBboni 
on  July  15tb,  1606.  That  he  flrst  sao  light  in  h!a  father's  mill  is 
a.  story  lor  wUuh  there  is  as  little  fouudation  la  that  he  first  studied. 
«rt  amongat  hla  father's  Uoor-sacks.  Jaeoi  van  Svmntnburgh,  who 
had  studied  iii  Italy,  and  wa^  manled  to  a  ffeapolitan,  and  Ptltr 
Laiiman  were  his  first  InstcautorB.  His  earliest  retsognised  work  betrs 
the  date  1627^  Ite  remeiod  to  AmstetdBm  at  the  eud  of  1G31. 
Amsterdam  had  gradually  outstripped  the  other  towns  of  the  Ra- 
pnbliG,  aud  had  becoma  virtually  its  napital,  ascendant  not  only  in 
the  domain  of  poUcici,  but  pees uribiiig  also  the  direction  to  be  gileli 
to  the  study  of  art.  A  new  aud  stately  architecture,  which  sub- 
saqnently  eieroised  sitcaordlnary  Inaneuce  in  Germauy,  testifies  to 
the  ipleadourofthe  town  at  that  period.  TofKlel  and  floo/'{  represent 
the  mnse  of  Poetry,  while  numerous  engravers  and  painters,  ofwhom 
•averal  coDner.ted  themselves  later  with  Itembrandt,  such  as  8, 
Konlndc  and  Jon  Livens,  fouud  employmeut  iu  Amsterdam. 

Bembrandt  very  soon  made  himself  famous  as  an  artist;  (ortuiie 
amiled  npon  him,  too,  in  hia  loie  affairs.  From  the  year  1()33  the 
faoe  of  a  good-tempered,  handsome  woman  appears  from  time  to  time 
in  Ills  piotmea.  This  Is  Saakia  van  L'Unburgh,  the  daughter  of  a 
Friealand  lawyer,  whom  he  brought  home  as  his  bride  In  1034.  The 
Domeroue  portraits  of  SasMs,  painted  by  the  great  artist  with  evi- 
dent gusto,  have  familiarised  us  with  her  oounlenance ;  the  but  are 
those  in  the  galleries  of  Dresden  and  Cassel.  That  lu  the  Antwerp 
Hutenm  is  a  later  oopy  of  the  Calsel  portrait.  After  Saskia's  death 
(1643),  Rembcaudt's  private  affairs  took  a  turn  tor  the  worse.  Se 
had  (uinished  his  spauious  houae  in  the  Jodeubree-Straat  with  re- 
fined taate  in  the  style  of  a  aableman'a  Diansion.  The  walla  of  Ma 
aputmoata  were  covered  not  only  with  works  from  his  own  and  his 
pnpils'  hands,  but  such  Italian  masters  as  Palma,  Qioigiooe,  etc, 
welB  likewise  represented.  He  also  possessed  numerous  antique 
btuti,  vases,  weapons,  aud  coatumea,  ss  well  as  a  '^tvouA  &i;i\V«i^<iva% 
of  eoftavings,  drawings,  and  etcbings.  The  great  &nui«.it>\  uA^*■'%<'^^

kamer'.  The  sale  of  hla  antiquities  and  psintings,  wbith  to-ai] 
woold  repregent  a  v&lue  of  Ihoiieaiids  of  poDods,  lenllzed  in  1661 
only  6000  Soriue.  The  house  itself  and  the  collection  of  engrftTtaf 
were  brought  to  the  bammer  Id  tha  following  year.  Renibiuidl 
thenoeforward  resided  In  a  modest  dwelling  in  the  Ronengrtohl  , 
along  with  bis  ion  Titus  [d.  1668),  romforted  by  Che  Faithful  affee* 
tion  and  mlniatrationa  of  his  aervaut  Hendrickje  Jaghera  or  Stoflell 
(d.  ea.  1063].  The  oloae  of  hla  life  found  him  poor  and  living  ill' 
complete  retirement;  still  buay  notwithstanding,  and  still  capabW 
of  langbter,  sa  t  portrait  of  himself  from  bis  own  hand  (p^tsd 
about  16CS],  and  now  in  »  private  collention  in  Puis,  gives  evideneal 
He  waa  buried  on  8tb  October,  1666,  Of  about  ^bO  piJntiDgt  ■ 
(libnted  to  bim,  only  aboot  30  now  remain  in  Holland. 

In  Rembrandt's  career  rs  a  painter  we  notice  an  uninteirapted'' 
and  brilliant  piocesa  of  development.  It  fa  true  that  oven  hia  6>tl]r' 
works  ebow  big  fondneas  for  effei^ts  piodnced  by -strong  and  faH' 
light  thrown  npon  the  principal  flgures,  but  it  is  not  till  after 
eral  years  leaidenoe  In  Amatcrdam  that  his  pictnrea  sre  nnffi 
with  that  rich  golden  brown  louo  which  Investa  his  masterpiece^ 
with  their  aubtle  and  peculiar  charm.  About  1664  his  pIctOFM  ce-^ 
ccive  a  still  dukei  brown  tone,  relieved,  however,  by  a  deflldttf' 
scheme  of  coloQriug,  in  which  a  deep  red  is  conspicuoos,  while  Ousf^ 
retain  their  unfaltering  breadth  of  execution.  These  several  msfluKte' 
of  Rembrandt  are  admirably  illustrated  in  his  mastatpieces  exhtbitet 
in  the  varioua  gslieiies  of  Holland.  The  'Regent'  picture  in  th«' 
llagne  Collection,  known  aa  'The  Anatomical  Lecture',  whlrb  con- 
tsina  portraits  of  Professor  Nicholas  Tnlp  and  the  members  of  tbe 
Snrgeona'  guild,  belongs  to  the  year  1632.  This  pietuTB  is  an  ex- 
cellent example  of  the  mastei'a  art,  which  has  enabled  him  tO' 
animate  a  momentary  action  of  this  portrait  group  witb  dnmatla 
life,  by  force  of  a  concentrated  expression  and  accentnation  of  tone.' 
The  'Mght  Watch',  preserved  in  the  museum  at  Amsterdam,  Rem-' 
brandt'a  greatest  work,  was  painted  tei3  years  later.  It  beara  the  datV 
1642,  and  ahows  vrith  what  skill  this  toaster  of  chiaroacnru  eonldj'' 
by  ita  means,  convert  a  prosaic  occurrence,  snch  as  that  of  this  bani 
of  citizen  musketeers  sallying  forth  from  their  guiidhonse,  into  ft' 
snene  abounding  in  poetii^al  expression,  and  exciting  the  live11e»t 
cmotlonB  in  (he  beholder.  In  the  sO'called  'Staalmeeateri'  pletDTe, 
portraits  of  the  syndics  of  the  Clothmakers'  guild  in  Amsterdm 
(belonging  to  the  year  1661),  the  entire  tone  aeema  to  be  peniieated>- 
by  a  goldati-brown  medium.  Art  has  never  agaiu  produced  so  riaif^ 
and  vigorous  a  picture  of  liTe  or  poetry  of  colour  so  eatrancfng  u' 
these  three  pictnres  reveal  to  us.  Dneonsdansly  our  thonghts  iMQl" 
to  Shakeapeace's  familiar  creations,  and  we  recognise  in  these  twir, 
rafg'btyMrt-ebampions  of  the  north  kindred  natures  and  a  corresponil- 
/'ig  beat  of  fancy. 
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^l&  the  'Jsidsh  Bride'  in  tha  Ryka  Museum  in  Amsterdam),  tni 
tingle  portraits  {t.g.  Elizabeth  Bas  In  the  EykB  Mnaeom,  and  Jin 
Six  and  Anna  Six ,  in  (be  collection  of  J.  P.  Six  in  Amsterdam}. 
We  poBBBSs  many  Scriptural  pictures  by  him,  icenea  from  the  New 
u  well  as  Old  Testament,  lor  the  moet  part  acattered  iu  other 
eonntrlei.  The  Hague,  however,  posaessea  admirable  eiamples  ol 
thla  Bl«B8  of  pictorea  in  'ausanna  at  the  bath'  (1637),  'Simeon  in 
flie  Temple'  fliBafiBK  the  date  1631"),  'Daitd  and  Saul',  a  later 
brilliautly  coloured  work  (all  three  in  the  Royal  Piolute  Gallery), 
and  'Batluheba',  in  the  Steengraeht  collection.  Here,  too,  Rembrandt 
preserves  a  mode  of  treatment  peculiarly  hia  owu.  In  lepreaen- 
tation«  at  onr  SsTiour's  pasaion  the  tragln  event  is  pourtiayed  in 
a  harsh  matter-of-fact  spirit,  and  might  serve  to  illustrate  the 
well-known  hymn,  '0  Head  once  fall  of  bmiBea'.  A  aerener,  happier 
exptesBion  of  aolemnity  previiU  in  the  Parables,  which  enables 
QB  fully  to  realise  their  signiilcance,  often  sufficiently  Dbacure. 
Scenes  from  the  youthful  life  of  Chilat  have  an  idyllic  ehann  of 
theii  own,  and  iu  all  Rembrandt's  rolfgtaua  compositions  the  en- 
deavour is  apparent  to  bring  them  within  the  range  of  hnman 
apprehenriou  —  a  fact  important  for  a  right  understanding  of  tbe 
iSotestautism  of  the  ITth  century.  Rembrandt  touched  also  the  le- 
|iooiofMytbology(a3ia  proved  bythe  painting  No.  1261  In  theRykB 
Ifneenm,  p.  349,  the  tiae  meaning  uf  which  baa  not  yet  been  satii- 
tactorily  explained) ;  but,  as  will  be  readily  anderatood,  with  mote 
dgabtfal  anccess.  On  tbe  other  hand  bis  landscapea,  devoid  of  in- 
ddent  though  they  ba,  wide,  unbroken,  plain,  exhibit  tbe  master's 
beUngtorcoloui  andpoeti»l  expression  in  the  most  favourable  light. 

It  need  hardly  be  mentioned  that  in  order  to  become  intimately, 
and  u  it  were  personally  acquainted  with  Rembrandt,  the  collection 
Of  falg  etchings,  over  250  in  nnmber,  sod  bis  drawinga,  over  l&OO, 
UBBt  be  Hatefully  studied.  Among  the  best-known,  the  rarest  and 
matt  beautiful  of  hia  et^hinga,  are  'Rembrandt's  Portrait  with  the 
Swoid',  'Lasarus  Rising  from  the  Dead',  tbe  'Hnndred  Florin  Plate' 
('Healing  of  the  Sirfe' ;  tbe  former  name,  by  which  it  was  popnlarly 
known  In  the  18th  century,  now  no  longer  applies,  Inaamucb  aa  in 
1867  the  sum  of  iOOOl.  was  paid  for  a  Bingle  impression),  'Annnn- 
«Utlon',  'Ecce  Homo',  'The  Good  Samaritan',  the  great  'Descent 
bOm  the  Gross',  the  portiaits  of  Tolling,  Banns,  Six,  the  landscape 
wi&the  mil],  and  that  with  the  three  treea.  Admir&ble  examples 
of  hll  drawings  are  to  be  found  in  the  Ityks  Muienm  at  Amslerdam 
■Bd  tbe  Teyler  Museum  at  Haarlem. 

A  goodly  array  of  pupils  and  imitatora  are  gathered  sionnd  Rem- 
binidt.  Hia  iiiflnonoB  wag  not  nouflned  to  Amsteidata  ».\.oi\B,\rea.  ev- 
•ttd«(l  to  tbe  neighbouring  schools ,  that  of  HaM\«iti ,  tox  ei.M(i^\«- 
Jtmoagtt  bis  mora  immediate  foUowors  tbb.^  lie   mcnfttmeA  ^l*" 
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brand  van  den  Eeokhiut  (ilJ2i-li I,   irhosa  works  friiqueutly  beul 
Itembranclt'l  name  (the  Museum  of  Amsterdam  poagessea  one  Of 
tba  beet  of  his  pictnies  —  The  Adiiltecees},  ind  Ferdinand  BoE  ol 
Doiilieuht  (1616-BG],    ivho   deserted  liia   native   style  after  t' 
death  at  his  master.    The  'Regent'  piutare,  formerly  in  the  Lep« 
Uospitnl,  and  nuw  In  the  Ryks  Maeenm,  at  Ainitetdam,  belanp  tq 
his  best  time  (.1649). 

Qovacrt  Flindc,  of  Cleves  (1615-60;),  may  be  said  almost  to  hATB,H 
lii&lled  RembraDdt  at  the  outset  of  hia  oareer.     Besides  his  twS'fl 
beet  'BeguDl'  pieces  (dated  1642  and  164B),  there  ia  In  the  Miuewi^l 
of  Atafrterdam  s  Scriptural  picture  by  him.   It  tepiesenta  Isaac  in  tlLStV 
set  of  blessing  Jaoob,  a  favourite  subject  with  the  school  of  Bern-.  ^ 
brandt.   Amongst  the  number  of  RembraodC's  SHteltites  are  also  Jan  J 
Liven)  (1607-74) ;  Jan  fictoor  or  Victon  (1620-  ca.  1672) ;  PA.  So- 
nbiek  (1619-68),  the  Ian dst^ape  painter;  Salomon  Konindc  (1609-66), 
whose  Scciptuial  pictuiea  and  portraits  bear  ao  strong  a  snpeifloUl 
resemblaace  to  those  of  Rembrandt  that  they  are  often  mistaken  foi.. 
bis;  Jaeob  Bacter  (1603-ul),   intimately  associated  in  his  jonth 
ntth  QoTaeit  Fliack,  and  bie  nompanlon  In  Bembraudt's  woikdutp; 
JVicAolds  Afuei,  of  Dordrer.tiC  (1632-93),  irhose  best  works  belong  ta^. 
the  time  of  his  yauth  (lC50-t)0),  as,   having  in  after-life  settled  ill.1 
Antwerp,  he   seriously  deteriorated   under  the   iufluetices  of  tha, 
suhool  of  Rubens ;  Karel  Foiiritiui,  who  came  to  a  premature  end  by; 
a  powder  eiLploaion  in  Delft  (1654);  and  BemaTd  Fabritiua. 

Another  of  the  most  emiuant  uoutemporaries  of  Itembcuult  nw 
J&n  Vermeer  (1633-75),  of  Delft,  who  puisned  a  course  of  great 
independence  and  seems  to  have  been  inQnenced  by  no  other  master 
except,  to  a  slight  extent,  KBTBlFibritins,  Young  women  engaged 
in  all  kinds  of  household  work,  or  in  (he  more  uongenial  ooonpation 
of  love-making,  iiiteriora,  and  s tract-scenes ,  are  the  favourite  sub- 
jects of  this  rare  mistei,  all  wondrously  pure  in  coloor,  aboundinB. 
lit  delightful  eCFBUtH  of  perspective,  full  of  life,  at  once  truthful  uld 
charming,  eoCltiing  them  to  rank  amougat  the  geuis  of  Outdl  ut. 
Even  in  his  Lifetime,  and  indeed  down  to  the  present  century,  hit 
style  has  been  frequently  and  sucressfully  imitated. 

Scarcely  inferior  to  Vermeer  of  Delft,  and  frequeutly  oontoiiaded 
with  him,  is  Filter  de  Hooch  (1630-ca.  1677),  celebrated  for  Iha 
fascinating  effects  of  light  io  his  Interlois.    And  last,  bntni'  '  ~~" 
of  this  artist  array  who,  whether  as  pupils  or  followers,  ala  h- 
aofliated  with  Rembrandt,  cornea  OerardDov  (bora  at  Leyden  1613^ 
d.  1675),  the  great  tuaster  of  minuteuesa  of  fliiisb  ,  whose  'NlRkt  J 
Schools' ,  'Maidens  by  candle-light',  and  'Hermits'  are  in  so  muc' 
favour  with  the  public,  commanding  prices  oommeiiauiate  with  tl 
admiration  bestowed  upon  Ibem,   though  it  must  be  said  of 
works  that  skilful  uid  delicate  manipulation  takes  the  place  of  pi 
ica]  exjitesuou,   and  that  the  range  of  his  fanoy  is  umtisotaA  il 
oieaaure  corresponding  with  hia  paliiataWng  e\i.\wi».tioii  of  0  "  " 
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This  litter  qadlty,  howei'or,  moBt  reEeive  it«  iltie  meed  oC  priiSQ. 
On  tbe  otber  band,  Dou  is  conner.ted  nith  i  nnmbet  of  paliiteiB 
of  declining  mnelletine,  snnb  aa  Frani  van  Mieria  Ike  Elder,  of 
Leiden  (1636-81),  Pieler  van  Slinpelandt,  of  Leyden  [1640-91], 
Sodfrey  Sehaleken  (1643-1706],  Abraham  de  Papt  [d.  1666),  and 
muij  otbecR. 

It  will  be  seen,  tben,  tbat  Rembrandt's  influence  van  aa  ireighty 
and  ftompiebeneivB  as  the  prodnots'of  bia  eagel  wore  great  in 
number  and  Biirpaseing  in  quality,  Paintere  of  the  moat  widely 
diffeilng  motivea  soknoTrledge  bim  as  tbeir  maBter  and  eiamiile, 
■nd  be  has  led  tbe  way,  not  only  in  Liatorlcal  and  portrait  painting, 
but  In  landscape  too ,  and  in  tbe  ao-oalled  geoie  painting.  In  thia 
leapect  Baitlioltimew  van  dei  Eelit,  tn  whom  many  would  aaaign 
a  place  amouget  tbe  foremost  realiets  next  to  llembrandt,  cannot  com- 
pue  wilb  bim.  Van  d«r  Heist  waa  born  at  Haarlem  in  1613,  and 
ended  bis  daya  tbere  in  1670,  In  the  onjnyinent  of  gieat  wealth  and 
general  esteem.  Nicotaea  Eltaa  (p.  Ivii)  is  regarded  aa  his  teaoher. 
Ifothlsg  Is  known  of  relationa  with  Rembrandt,  whose  path  he  ap- 
pwis  to  be  oontinualiy  oroseing  without  compromising  hla  independ- 
ent. He  was  the  fa-voiirite  portrait-painter  of  the  wealthy  bnrghera 
of  Amsterdam,  and  confined  himself  almost  entirely  t<i  tbe  painting 
of  'Regent'  pieces  and  portraits.  His  most  celebrated  work,  the 
Arqnebnaiere'  Baoqaet  (164&),  la  in  the  Maaeum  of  Amsterdam 
(w^lcb  also  possesaes  the  Arqnebnsiers'  Goild  of  1642,  and  the 
'Doelenstnk'  of  1667),  and  wben  oompared  with  Bembrandfs  'Night 
Tatoh',  admirably  iiluatralaa  the  points  of  difference  between  the 
two  masters.  Van  doc  Heist  pieeents  to  n«  Natora  as  she  Is,  un- 
tellered,  a  bare  reality.  If  Nalnre  herself  conld  paint  she  wonid 
liave  given  ns  a  picture  such  as  Tan  der  Heist's.  It  Is  otharwlse 
with  Rembrandt.  Upon  all  hla  works  be  acta  the  seal  of  hia  in- 
ditldaallty,  Aa  the  reality  presents  itself  to  his  eye,  so  be  re- 
ptodBOea  It  with  jnat  that  degree  of  truthfulness  which  Ms  intention 
pTesciibea,  Van  der  Hoist's  are  mere  imitations,  illusiTe  in  their 
fldelity,  bnt  leasing  no  endnriog  impression. 

TtMl*  Hals,  of  Haarlem,  a  somewhat  earlier  painter,  stands 
In  mnch  closer  analogy  with  Rembrandt  as  founder  of  a  school  than 
Van  der  Heist  does.  Thongh  of  Haarlem  parentage,  he  was  bom 
It  Antwerp  (about  1680).  When  he  returned  to  Haarlem  is  not 
known.  Be  married  In  1610,  unhappily  as  the  event  proved,  for 
In  1616  he  was  brought  before  the  Bnrgomaater  for  ill-treating 
Uawifb,  and  bad  to  piomlaeto  abstain  for  the  future  &om  'dtonken- 
nluppe'.  01'  the  joys  of  conviviality  which  be  could  so  well  depict 
ho  Heely  partook,  and  thus  got  into  dtfflcalties  which  his  proliflo 
|ianotl  failed  to  avert,  His  goods  and  chattels  were  sold  by  auction 
ita  1662  to  pay  bis  debts,  and  he  became  in  his  o\i  »?,o  b.^ii*\.swk 
ta  Ifte  Stoto,  His  death  took  place  In  166ft,  a,\ttift  igfcul^A,  ■«» 
libona  biting  extended  over  halt-a-century.    Ttc  6«Ue5ft  (A'No* 
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ptintUi);^  kuovD  to  us  bean  the  dile  1616,  ihe  Banquet  of  0(Bee 
of  the  George'*  Guild  of  Musketeen,  in  the  Mus<>um  of  Huilen, 
wheie  the  most  ronaiderable  of  IhU  mister's  'Repeat  Pieces'  •!• 
eoUeeted.  Amongst  theie  the  Aisembly  of  Officers  of  the  Audieu 
Guild  (1633),  and  Assembly  of  OfaoenottheOeoTge'sGulId  (1689), 
ue  the  beaK.  Remfaruidra  iDSnenGe  is  still  appnent  in  ptctDiM  of 
the  aucceeiUng  dec&de,  irithoot  hoverer  imptlilDg  the  indiiidnalitj 
at  the  artist.  The  utmost  rivscity  of  oonuepliaii,  purity  of  oolout, 
■ud  breadth  ot  BiecDtlon,  whieb  in  hia  latest  work*  betrays  a  liijld- 
ling  of  the  brush  aa  DQCompromiaitig  that  drawiug  is  almost  loat  la 
a  mua  of  colauT-toue,  are  distinguishiug  oharactoTiatics  of  Fiaju 
HalE,  vbo,  besides  the  'Regent  Pieces'  referred  to,  was  tbe  author 
of  nmneroas  portisits;  and  helus  Immactallsed  such  popular  flgatu 
as  the  'Rommelpott  Plsyeis',  'The  tipsy  old  wife,  Hille  Bobbe',  and 
'Tlie  jolty  Ehoemsker,  Jan  Bareotz',  ready  either  for  a  drinking  boul 
or  tor  service  in  the  Aeet  with  Admiral  Tromp. 

His  best  knoirn  pupile  ne  Adrian BTOiiuitT{b.  at  Oadenaaide, 
1605;  d.  at  Antwerp,  1638),  and  Adiiui  van  Ostade  (b.  at  Haarlem, 
1610 ;  died  there.  lti8o~|.  As  we  do  not  posseaa  more  correct  bio- 
graphical data  concemiag  the  former  of  these,  we  must  looept  as  tiut 
the  fltories  totd  of  him  and  Ms  fellows  byauthorB  of  the  18tli  oentury. 
He  is  hla  master's  moEt  formidable  rival  in  the  naive  oonoeptioB  oj 
national  character,  as  well  as  inmeretecbuloalgkill;  and  bad  he  lived 
long  enongh  to  mature  hia  natural  powers,  be  mnst  have  borne  awa; 
the  palm  now  conceded  to  Adrian  van  Ostade.  In  the  earlier  eSorts 
of  Adrian  vau  Ostade,  we  are  reminded  of  Bronwer;  it  was  after  the 
year  1640,  or  thereabouts,  when  the  luBnence  of  Rembrandt  waa 
in  the  ascendant  with  him ,  that  be  Srst  displayeil  those  teebnio»l 
qnalitiea  and  srtiatic  predilections  whiah  have  made  him  a  favouT- 
ite  with  the  most  fastidioui  connoisseurs.  Grace  and  beanty  are  attri- 
butes whkb  the  forms  crowded  into  bis  oottage-lnleiioraot  animating 
his  oouTtyard  sooQes  certainly  do  not  posaeas ;  but  they  always  abound 
in  lusty  life,  characteristic  and  appropriate,  whether  playing  cards, 
intent  upon  the  enjoyment  of  pipe  and  glaaa,or  danoing  aaoompanied 
by  tbeeTer'preaeutflddler;  and  with  anch  marvellous  effect  it  eolont 
accentuated,  so  complete  is  his  mastery  of  cbiarosanio,  that  nearly 
every  picture  may  be  said  to  provide  a  new  'feast  for  the  eye*.  Bis 
ropreeentationi  of  courtyards  [usually  enoloied)  poasesi,  peihapa,  ■ 
bigber  pictorial  charm  than  his  interioiB ;  and  it  was  certainly  man 
difflcnit  to  secure  harmony  of  tone  and  coiooilu  the  fonneillull  ifl 
the  latter.  With  Adrian  van  Ostade  are  Minnected  his  brothST, 
Isaac  van  Oitade  (16'21-49~) ,  whose  high  promise  was  fraetiat«d 
by  an  early  deatli,  Comeld  Bega  (1620-64),  and  Comrtii  Duiaet 
(1660-1704), 

And  thus  we  are  brought  to  the  almost  Innumerable  throng  of 
OaimMPAmTBBB,  who  have  Imparted  to  Dutoh  art  Its  peouliaily  dte- 
tfnat/re  tttribatoi,    and   have  secured  itt  poMes\  lA'ava^.     " 
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I  be  dif&uult  to  distingiiUli  nmongst  the  genre  p&lnlera  of 
Dd  •atloae  degrees  of  eiDDllenee,  inseniueh  m  each  Id  his 
McpBotive,  and,  al  a  nils,  euntiieted  eplicie,  hss  asBerted  an  in- 
disputabla  sapremacy.  It  la  unfartDuate  that  the  greater  numbcl 
of  tiieii  works  have  been  (ransferred  to  rorelgn  gsllerie«,  and  are 
rarely  to  be  met  with  iu  Dutch  mUeetteni,  lo  that  Holland  is  no 
longer  eiolnsliely  the  place  where  the  genie  and  iandsoape  paint- 
ers ol  the  Netherlands  can  be  studied.  It  mnst  sufftee,  therefore, 
to  mention  the  most  couspioDous  names. 

Tie  genre  painters  are  nsualiy  divided  into  ieveral  gronpa,  ao- 
oording  to  the  subJectB  which  they  make  peculiarly  their  own ;  plc- 
tniea,  for  example,  belong  to  the  higher  or  lower  georo  as  they  aet 
before  os  the  mora  reSned  or  cosiaer  aspeatB  of  sociHl  life,  the  world 
or  fashion  or  the  ralgur  herd.  These,  however,  are  merely  adientl- 
tlona  distjnctions,  anil  do  not  by  any  means  sufficiently  account  for 
this  latest  development  of  Dutch  art,  resolviog  itaelf  as  It  did  into 
>  nDinbet  of  local  schools.  Dirt  HaU  (probably  ■  younger  brother  of 
Frana  Hals,  to  whom  many  genre  works  by  Dirk  have  been  ascribed), 
Anton  Polamcctcn  (ca.  1601-73),  J.  A.  van  Duck.  Fitter  Codde,  and 
others  abound  In  pictorea  of  soldlera  and  oavaliera  contending  with 
Venus  and  Bacchna,  or  engaged  in  the  etemer  encounter  of  pitched 
battle  and  skirmish ;  in  ilinstiationa,  too,  of  the  fierce  lioenoo  en- 
gendered by  the  wars  of  the  17th  flontury ;  flgiirei  roaming  hither  and 
thither  with ont  restraint,  losty  and  light-hearted.  In  striking  eon- 
trast  to  such  soenee  as  these  are  the  pictures  of  a  peaceful  and  re- 
fined domoalic  life,  oacaaiunaliy  diaconcocted  by  the  vicifsitndes  of 
lo»e,  wbloh  formed  the  favourite  theme  of  Gerard  Terhnrg  fter  Boreh), 
bom  at  ZwoUa  in  1617,  a  man  who  had  travelled  much  and  who 
died  atDeventer  in  1681.  He,  together  with  bis  suecosBors,  OabrUl 
MtUu,  of  Leyden  and  Amsterdam  (b,  c«,  1630.  d.  after  1667;),  Catpar 
JfeUehtT  O.  at  Heidelberg,  1 639  ;  died  at  The  Hagne.  1684).  etc. ,  are 
generally  kjmwn  as  'atnff'  paintera,  owing  to  the  attention  they 
bestow  upon  drapery  atutts,  especially  silis  and  satins.  It  must  be 
borne  in  mind,  however,  that  in  the  absence  of  these  external  pro- 
peities,  thus  carefully  supplied,  the  refinements  of  life  could  not  be 
biTeitedwith  appropriate  pictorlBl  sptendour.  But  that  these  painters 
■were  not  the  more  imitalotB  of  stuff  and  texture,  that  they  were 
eapable  of  amotion,  and  could  give  utterance  to  the  sentiments  of 
nunauee.  will  be  sufficiently  evident  to  those  who  study  the  'Paternal 
Warning'  of  Terburg  in  the  Muaeum  at  Amsterdam.  As  a  portrait- 
painter,  too,  Terborg  has  made  a  great  repntation,  (His  'Peace Oon- 
gMU  of  Miinster',  bla  most  celebrated  piece,  was  sold  with  the  Demi' 
doff  coilecrion  for  182,000  ft.) 

Jftn  Steen,  the  so-caUed  jolly  landlord  of  Leyden  (cs.  1626-79],

those  nhoUy  gratiilioug  slanrtets  with  which  it  was  onoe  the  f»»hloii 
to  bsEmiich  the  p&intere  of  Hollmrl.  A  joil9>1  life  vras  pTobahlT  not ' 
repagoant  to  Ms  tlstes;  and  what  is  more  to  one  porpose  U  tba'' 
fiottliBt  I  spontaneous  joyouaneBS  psTradeBhia  works,  knd  a  sparkling 
sense  o(  hnmonr  too ;  while  ae  s  nolourist  he  mnst  be  looked  apon 
■s  the  toremoBt  of  the  entire  sohoal.  Bis  pifltnree  might  bo  snti- 
tied  comedies  of  life,  in  whirh  man's  follies  are  chastised  with 
satiie,  and  his  weaknesses  held  up  to  lidicnle,  but  withoat  Iha 
glaring  exaggeration  and  obtrusire  moralUitig  whii*  make  Hogarth's 
pictntea  (^with  whom  Jan  Steeo  haa  mueh  in  common^  so  nnpleasant 
to  look  npon.  Family  feaata  and  merrymakings,  the  wedding  of 
lU-assorted  couples,  quacks  and  their  quackeries ,  lovelorn  maldent 
('hlsT  baat  geen  medlcijn,  WJint  het  is  mlnne  pljn'),  tarem  brawU 
and  sfmllac  snenea  are  his  favourite  aubjeota.  Jan  Steen  bu,  and 
with  Jnstir.e,  been  likened  to  Moll6re.  The  greater  number  ot  his 
works,  inrdndlng  many  of  the  best,  are  in  England,  but  he  Is  well 
lepreaented  in  most  of  the  Dutch  collections  also  and  espec1a11]r 
90  in  the  Ryks  Museum  at  Amsterdam.  The  Doc  d'Acenberg  passes«ea 
in  bii  collection  one  of  the  »ery  rare  Scriptnral  pieres  by  this  master, 
the  'Marriage  at  Cana';  another,  'Laban  searching  for  his  Images', 
la  In  the  Museum  at  Leyden. 

Jan  Steon  is  a  solitary  poraonige.  He  staiida  alone,  and  bai  no 
followers.  So  innch  the  more  nnmerona ,  and  at  the  same  time  in- 
timately associated,  are  the  painters  whose  genius  found  employ- 
ment  in  tlie  domain  of  landscape ,  wblcb  they  rendered  with  tme 
artistic  appreciation,  and  enrlohed  as  well  »s  animated  by  the  ad- 
dition of  living  forms.  Very  frequently  these  'landscapes  vitb 
figures'  sra  the  result  of  friendly  eo-opeiatlon.  Thua  Adrian  con  d* 
Vtide  of  AmHtardam  (oa.  1636-721,  one  of  the  moat  estimable  u 
well  as  gifted  of  Dutch  painters,  supplied  the  figures  for  the  land- 
snapes  of  his  master  Wynants.  for  Moncberon  and  Jan  van  derHoyd*, 
Slid  even  for  Eobbema  and  Ituyadael.  Pliillpa  Wouverman  (1619-68) 
has  perbaps  the  Krealost  repnlation  for  these  flguxe  pictures,  of  whii* 
soma  800  may  still  be  reckoned.  Cavalry  oombats,  hnntjng  Boones, 
In  which  borses  always  play  a  conspicnous  part,  he  has  repeated 
with  endleaa  variations ,  seldom ,  however ,  passing  the  bounds  of 
mediocrity.  To  enumerate  the  names  of  all  who  oocapied  this  psi>- 
ticnlar  field  is  simply  impiactioable  ,  for  it  is  precisely  in  this  11 
that  Dutch  art  was  most  prolific.  Wo  mnst,  however,  mention  . 
■kin  to  the  foregoing;)  Paul  Poller  f_b.  162Q ;  d.  Amsterdam,  1661]^ 
chief  of  animal-paintera,  to  whose  pictarea  landscape  lends  idylUQ 
oharms,  and  whom  we  must  accept  as  ■  classical  etampla  of  tba 
aatlre  fraternity.  A  consummate  dranghtsman,  he  was  at  least  at 
Bmlaeat  as  a  coloailit,  especially  in  his  smaller  pictures.  Kattlin

As  Ian dBupB-p sinters  must  be  named  Jon  van  Qoyen  of  Tbe 
fUgne  (1698-1858);  Albert  Cttjff  of  Dordrecht  [1620-91"),  son 
of  jitcob  Gerritsi  (p,  Ivl),  ilso  Bmirient  as  >  painter  of  portraita  and 
nlmalB;  Jan  Wynatita  (b.  ca.  1826  at  Hairiem,  d.ca.  1663ln  Am- 
ltsidain)i  famous  for  the  number  of  his  pupils  and  his  own  iteidy 
bvalopment ;  Allart  van  E-oerdingtn  iA\kmw,  1621-75);  Juob 
TMLSnridad  (ca.  1828-S2,  at  Haarlem  and  Amsterdam),  'excelling 
■U  otber  masters  in  a  feeling  for  the  poetr;  of  northera  landioape

icentty  come  to  be  appreciated.  His  works  exhibit  a  moderate 

only  tor  composition;  the  same  motlTa  oonstantly  teoura  in 

Lll  plstnres  (the  flgnres  are  for  the  most  part  by  another  band) ;  but 
bi  delleaoy  and  thoroughness  of  elaboration,  more  partinnlarly  in  his 
tnwtmelkt  of  atmospbote  and  light,  his  pictnres  mnstbe  highly  prlied 
HWOikg  of  genioB  at  the  highest  order.  —  Jan  van  dtr  Mter  of 
Buolem  (1628-91)  shows  himself  neat  of  kin  to  Jaoob  Tan  Rnysdael. 
YaTlona  other  landscape-painters  remained  trne  to  their  national 
■Muery,  bnt  in  many  cases  tbey  lapsed  into  a  Idnd  of  mannerism, 
wUdh  is  ycry  apparent  in  tbe  moonlight- eceues,  conflagrations,  and 
wlntor-BoeneB  of  Aatt  van  da  Ntn  (of  Amsterdam,  1603-77).  The 
tMtoi  pictures  of  the  last-named  artist,  sncb  as  his  foresl-iand- 
■Mpe  in  the  Van  dor  Hoop  coiJeotion,  are,  bowBTBT,  not  inferior  to 
note  of  Bnysdael  and  Hobbema,  whom  he  also  resembles  in  his 
Swtli  In  poverty  and  obscDrity.  Fashion  also  began  to  demand 
the  itady  of  Italian  landscapes,  and  in  the  second  half  of  the 
i7th  centnry  composltioni  of  this  bind  are  decidedly  predomiaant. 
Among  tbe  earliest  examples  of  this  teiidenoy  aie  Jan  Both  of 
Ottocht  (e.  lBiO-50),  Adam  Pynarker  (1622-73),  and  Berman 
AiMm«ea(ie00-5i)?). 

It  is  mil  known  how  marine  painting  (Simon  dt  Vlieger,  1601- 
1^1663,  at BottoidamDeirt,  and  Amsterdam;  Wilkm  van  dtVtlde,

bow  the  national  art,  as  It  were  with  ita  last  breath,  gave

Bt^trtn  at  The  Hague,  Willem  Kalff  at  Amsterdam)  and  fiowec-

'fferp;  Saehel  Rayack,   1664-1750,  Amsteidam;  Jon  vnn  ifunntm,

From  the  station  Che  handsome  Bub  Faidbecbe  Uada  gtralglit  to. 

F,  3),  whence  the  Rue  dos  Manneliera  num 
to  the  left,  passing  the  Bourse  (PI.  F,  3J,  the  court  of  which  eontaint

Flach,  the  nucleni  of  the  old  town.  A  Column  In  tlie  oentre  ood)'^ 
memoratea  the  gallant  defence  of  the  town  against  the  AustiiAni  in , 
1792.  On  Ibe  side  of  the  Place  opposite  the  Rue  dei  Hannellol 
rises  theB6taldBTills(;Pl.F,4),  erected  In  1847-59  in  theKenais- 
sauce  style,  and  nontainlng  the  BliUothrque  CammiinaU  [open 
daily  9-10.

After 
i^otelng  two  hoBtUe  attacks  by  tbe  Spanlaidg  (in  1583  and  1586], 
tt  lUaUined  In  1601-1604  one  of  tbe  most  remarkable  sieges  on  re- 
1,  daring  which  tbe  States  Qeneral  were  assisted  by  the  KngUsb 
■ad  Frennh  and  Che  other  foes  of  Spain.  Mojt  of  tbe  town  was  In 
~  11  before  it  surrendered  with  the  honours  of  war  to  the  Spanish 
aaneisl,  Ambroglo  Spinoia  of  Qenos.  The  'EiBt  and  West  India 
.^npany  of  tbe  Austrian  Nethejdanda'  was  founded  at  Oslend  in 
^Vif  but  EDccnmbed  to  the  Jealous  bostlllty  of  the  English  and  the 
Sstch  in  1731,  Ostcnd  owes  most  of  Its  modern  importance  to  the 
gitwt  pissenger-trafdc  between  London  and  the  Continent,  of  which 
"  i»  long  been  one  of  the  ptinnipalivenuea.  It  also  posaesses  about 
800  Sshing'boats  and  trawlers,  maoflcd  by  1300  men,  being  tolly 
one-b>!f  tbe  number  belonging  to  tbe  whale  kingdom.

Daring  the  MuOD 
(lat  Jnne-latliOctO  it  aUracta  ihout  40,000  visitors  [exolnding 
passing  trmellets)  from  all  parte  of  Enrtipe,  especially  fcomBei^om, 
Geimany,  and  Fiance. 

The  main  street  of  the  old  town  ts  the  Bue  it  la  CAajieileCPl.  E, 
3,  4),  leading  from  the  station  to  the  maiketrplace  (Place  iTAnntiJ, 
wbeiQ  it  cbBtiges  lis  name  to  Sue  de  Flandre  or  \taaadeTm$lTaat 
(PI.  E,  2),  Jt  fliially  ucendB  to  the  Dlgne,  nuder  tbe  name  'Bampi 
de Flandre'. — In  the  Place  d'Aimes  is  the  large  TouJnHoJifPl.E.ftl 
Soctite  Liagrain  and  Casino,  sec  pp.  9,  10),  linllt  in  1711,  with  <■ 
ooriior-tower  completed  in  1895  and  containing  a  set  of  chime*,  —■ 
The  tirochlefchuTOheB  ofthaold  town  are  Bitaatedinpooraide-Bneeti 
olT  the  Rae  dc  la  Chapelle.  The  Church  ofSS.  Peter  and  Paul  (PI.  E, 
4),  founded  in  107^,  huined  in  1896,  ie  being  lebnllt  in  the  Gothio 
stylo  from  designs  by  Delicenserie.  Amanaoieam  is  to  be  erected  ad- 
joining tor  the  monument  of  Qaeon  LouJae  (p.  xii),  by  Froikii),irlikli 
Btood  in  the  old  church  and  was  lescned  from  the  Are.  —  The  Ohunl 
of  at.  Catharint,  in  the  Rue  Christine  [PI.  D,  3),  bnllt  in  1883  la 
the  style  of  the  13th  cent. ,  ia  ■  copy  of  an  old  ehoTch  of  Ghent. 

Ia  the  modern  quaitais  to  the  W.  Ib  the  Pare  Leopold  (H.  0, 
D,  3;  conceits,  p.  10),  tastefnlly  laid  out,  with  s  pond  In  the  centre. 
On  an  eminence  is  a  cafe',  and  on  the  B.W.  eide  a  lawn-tennta 
ground.  —  On  the  S.  aide  of  the  town,  and  connected  wllh  th« 
Digue  by  the  Avenne  de  la  Reioe,  la  the  Fare  Uarie-HenTletU,  with 
a  cafd  and  large  ponds  (boat  1  fi.  per  hour). 

The  chief  promenade  is  the  *Si^e,  a  stone  dyke  at  bnlwuk 
16'/3-3d  yds.  wldo  and  25  ft,  in  height,  extending  along  the  coail 
from  N.E.  to  S.W.  just  above  bigh-witer  mark.  With  the  eicepUOD 
of  the  cairiage'-ioad  the  whole  ia  laid  with  terracotta  bticka.  At  all 
houTB  of  the  day,  particularly  about  midday  and  in  the  eTenioE) 
this  promenade  is  thronged  with  fashionable  lonngcrs.  The  JtigM 
is  Banked  bylarge  hotels  and  nnmerona  private  TlHaB,  in  tfaeFlemlab 
RenalBsance  or  florid  baroqnc  style ,  most  of  them  designed  }>f 
Brussels  architects. 

At  the  point  where  the  Digne  makes  a  bend,  above  the  V. 
bathing -beach,  rises  the  handsome  'Cukbaal  [F1.  D,  2;  p.  1(^, 
erected  in  1876-78,  from  the  deaignB  of  Lauwtrelns  and  Woert  U 
Bmsaeia,  and  several  times  enlarged.  The  huge  concert-hall,  wl(k 
room  for  5000 people,  can  be  entirely  enclosed  with  glaaa-wtlli' 
when  the  weather  requires  it.  Behind  it  are  the  looms  for  readli 
billiards,  and  gaming,  besides  a  small  concert-room,  where  tlie  ha 
take  place  in  the  evening.

At  ttB  N.E.  ™d  of  the  DignB,  beyond  the  Old  Llshthoute  (PI,  F,2; 
AMUn  Phart  oc  Simaphorcj,  98  ft.  high,  do7  used  as  \  signal  atatioii 
only  (no  adniasinn^,  md  the  quiet  E.  beach,  is  the  Zttaoade  (PI.  F, 
6,  1 ,  2),  consisting  ot  tvo  ataeha,  or  pleis,  which  shelter  the  en- 
trance  to  the  hiiboni  fCkenal).  The  W.  pier,  6S0  yds.  in  length, 
1»  provided  with,  seats  (chair  10  o.}  and  a  small  oaf*,  and  aerve*  aa  a 
public  promenade  in  the  afternoan  or  «hen  the  steaniers  are  arrivlni 
or  departing.  Fisbing-neti  may  bo  hired  here  (1  fr.  per  br.).  — 
SUiamboat-eir.nTsiong,  see  p.  10. 

The  Eubonr  itaeK  con^lsti!  of  the  Avunl-Porl,  the  BniiJng  du 
Commerc*,  and  the  Jrriire-Porl.  The  Baisin  Uopotd  ot  Bauln  de 
Cham  (PI.  G,  3,  4),  with  its  massive  gates,  waa  constructed  In  1663 
RiTthe  purpose  of  sweeping  away  the  landbanks  at  the  mouth  of  the 
hliboui,  the  nater  being  couflncd  within  it  at  high  tide,  and  allowed 
to  escape  suddenly  at  low  tide  several  times  a  week.  —  The  new 
haTbonr-works,  to  the  8.E,,  oci^upying  an  area  greater  than  that  Of 
the  entin  town,  include  a  new  Avant-Port,  with  qnays  900  yds.  In 
length,  and  an  Inner  llarhout,  710  yds.  long  and  110  yds.  broad, 
lM«tdei  an  enormoas  Baasln  de  Chasie,  covering  210  acrei. 

Beyond  the  entrance  to  the  harbour  and  the  old  Bassln  de  Chasse, 
frhloh  we  skirt  forlQmln.,  rises  the  *IIew  Lighthonie  (iVauneou 
PItofe;  PI.  G,  1,  2"),  erected  iti  1358,  190  ft.  In  height,  which  should 
be  Inspected  by  those  who  have  never  seen  the  interior  of  such  a 
rtroetate.  (As  there  is  no  tariff  for  crossing  the  harbanr  by  boat,  a 
tMi|iln  should  bo  made  beforehand ;  Belgians  pay  about  10  c.) 
The  lantern  (fee  60  c.}  contains  a  scries  of  prisms,  resembling  bee- 
UvMln  shape,  andieflectoia  of  copper  plated  wlthplatina,  by  which 
Ktragement  the  light  is  said  to  be  intensified  a  thousandfold,  and 
to  be  visible  at  a  distance  ot  45  M.  The  top  commands  an  aitengive 
Ttew  In  Qne  weather.  Nienport,  Fumes,  and  even  Dunkirk  are  seen 
towuds  the  S.W.,  Blankenberghe  to  the  N.E.,  and  the  towers  of 
Bruges  to  the  E.

8m.  In  1302,  when  Johnnim  of  NaTarre,  with  Um  hnabsnd  Philippe 
le  Bel  ofFcince,  vibited  llriigea  and  beheld  the  sumptuons  costumes 
Of  the  Inhibitanta,  she  is  i>1d  to  have  eiDUlmed:  'T  Imagined 
niyulf  alone  to  bo  queen,  but  I  see  hundcode  of  peraoni  here  whoso 
atiiie  vies  with  my  own.'  Bruges  attained  the  colmlniiting  potot  of 
ite  pMsperity  daring  the  Bnt  hilf  tif  the  l&thceot.,  when  tho Dakea 
of  Burgundy  held  their  court  here.

B,  ^3,  which  has  ranked  as  i 
cathedral  bIiicb  16^4  (eomp.  p.  33),  The  church,  of  very  ancient 
ftmndalion.  was  rebuilt  in  the  early-Qothie  style  after  a  lire,  between 
1183  and  12^;  tho  nave  and  transept  were  largely  renewed  after 
anotliei  nre  in  1358;  while  the  Ave  cliapels  of  the  choir  date  from 
1482-1.'J27,  and  the  vanltlag  of  tho  ambulatory  from  iTtll-W.  E\- 
teriially  it  Is  a  cumbtoiis  building,  disfigured  by  later  additions,  and

13,  C  5 ;  adm, ,  see  p.  10 ;  ring  at  t 
coucieigo'a  house  in  the  CDiDei),  a  small  and  elegant  ohiirch  of  t< 
Btotie*,  fouuded  by  ThDodoric  of  Aleaoe,  Cuunt  of  FlaoderG,  and  bl^ 
vile  Sibylla  of  Aojou.  It  deriveg  its  appellation  fcom  some  drop 
of  the  blood  of  the  Savloiir,  brought  from  the  Holy  Land  in  llti. 
by  Thsodoiic  (p.^0),  and  presented  to  tbe  eity.  Tbe  lowei  itory 
datasfroni  ll&Q,  the  upper  vat  rebuilt  in  tbe  15th  cent. ;  the  poct^ 
and  itaircaae,  constmoted  in  1533,  in  the  lioheit  Flamboyant  ityle, 
and  seriously  damaged  by  the  lansculattBa  during  the  RevolatiaPf 
were  handsomely  raatoted  in  1819-39.

Tprej,  Flem.  leptren  (60  tt.),  an  old  tnvrn  wftb  lemainB  of  aneieol 
fbitiflcationf,  on  the  Yperl/e,  situated  In  a  fertile  distrii'.t,  contains 
16,600  Inhab.,  who  ate  cbi ell r  occupied  In  the  manufacture  of  linen 
nnd  Uco,  anJ  pnaaeiiaei  broad  and  clean  itrec.ta.  It  was  formerly  the 
capital  of  West  Flanders.  About  1247  Ypies  is  said  to  haia  had  a 
population  of  200,000  and  upwards  of  400U  iDoms  in  (constant 
■«tlvitv.  A  suRCeSBlon  of  popular  tislTiga,  and  (he  siage  of  the  town 
and  homing  of  tho  suburbs  by  the  barghera  of  Ohent  In  1388, 
whtoh  caused  many  of  tho  ffeavera  to  migrate ,  annihilated  Its 
nourishing  woollen  industry.  The  capture  of  ihe  city  by  theGueux, 
by  Alra,  and  Alexsndei  Famese  1 1-^84)  reduced  the  population  to 
5O0O.  During  the  t7th  cent.  Yprea  was  fouc  times  taken  by  the 
Vienoh  (1648,  lt!49,  1658,  1678)  and  it  belonged  to  Franoe  until 
1715.  Yprea  thus  possesses  now  but  a  shadow  of  its  former  neat- 
ness, bat  it  Btltl  contains  many  memorials  of  Its  golden  period, 
wMoh  make  It  ouo  of  the  most  InteresUng  towns  In  Helgluni. 
YpTeS  iB  the  seat  of  the  Ilelglsu  Ecole  d' E<iuilatim,  or  army  riding- 
Mh<»l.~Oinper(i.  «.d'ypres)llnon  takes  Its  namo  from  thia  town.

Wo  next  reach  the  Grand'Plaoe,  in  whleh  is  sltnated  the  •^Towm 
Ball,  a  email,  but  yery  elegant  baildlng,  ercnted  In  tbe  late-Gothic 
style  by  H.  van  Fade  and  If.  de  Ronde  in  1525-29  ami  ahovlni; 
ttacM  of  the  influence  of  the  H6toI  do  Vill.'  at  Brusaels  {p.  110).  It 
has  recently  been  restored  without  and  within.  Tbe  gronndOnar 
eoniiati  of  a  pointed  hall  home  by  columna  and  aboie  it  are  two 
(toriea  with  pointed  windom.  The  towar  which  rises  from  the 
pointed  hall  in  tbe  centre  of  the  facade  is  pardcolarly  rich.  It  con- 
sists of  nve  stories,  and  is  covered  with  a  crown-shaped  root.  The 
namerons  statnettos  vrith  vrhicli  the  building  was  once  embellished 
have  all  disappeared.  We  ascend  the  (light  of  etepa,  laadiogto  the 
AoJIe  det  Paf  Perdus,  which  contains  a  late-Gothic  chimney-piece 
by  Peter  van  Schelden,  An  attendant  (50  o.)  opens  the  oouncll- 
eismher.  The  porta!  of  this  room,  a  masterpiece  of  wood-catring, 
yftB  exDDiited  by  Paid  van  BBhelden  !n  the  Renaissance  style  In 
1031;  the  handsome  late-Gothir  chlmney-pieoe  is  by  the  samo 
master  (I&293.  —  The  Van  der  Straeten  Library  and  Colleclfon  ot 
Coins  has  belonged  to  the  town  since  1S95. 

Behind  the  Town  Hall  la  tbe  old  Claih  Hall. 
.  In  the  R.E.  corner  of  the  Place,  to  the  right  as  we  qnit  tho 
(own-hall,  is  tlio  Cburc/i  afSl,  Wtdhttrga  [recently  reitorad),  purity 
In  the  Romanesque  style  of  the  12th  cent.,  and  partly  in  the  Gothic 
Mtyle  of  the  Uth  and  lijth,  with  a  very  prominent  transept.  Tho 
nuMalve  ajid  wcll-piopottioiied  square  lower  has  an  fortunately  beoa 
loft  nnflnished.  The  Interior  contains  paintings  by  Be  CVnpfr  and 
ot^eii,  tbo  tomb  of  Glande  Talon,  and  a  rich  polyphromo  retedos  of 
the  late  Benaissance  (first  abapcl  on  the  N.  side). 

The  oharch  of  Notrt  Damt  de  Pamtie,  6-B  mln.  farther  to  the  S., 
on  the  other  bank  of  the  Scheldt,  an  Interesting  example  of  the 
tiaDBitioD  style  of  the  13th  cent.,  with  later  additions  and  an  oct' 
agonal  towet  above  the  croM,  has  been  sace  ess  fully  restored.  It 
Mntains  two  sareophagns-mouaments  of  1504  and  1616.

In  189S  Uhent  was  entardd  V 
1000  sea-goLug  vesieU  (698,600  Cons)  bei^idea  aboat  12,800  iIvbc-' 
uiaft.  Corn,  rape-oU,  and  flai  are  important  aldcleii  of  oommeroe. 
Qhent,  which  is  not  unfitly  Buroamod  'La  ViUede  Flore',  hasa  Bpttdalt)t 
for  harticulture,  and  annually  eiporta  whole  cargoes  of  camelliu,' 
azaleas,  orange-trees,  and  other  hot-house  plants  to  Holland,  Gwmtnyi 
France,  Russia,  and  America.  There  are  npwardB  of  a  hundred 
Dorseiy-gaideuG  in  the  environ;  of  the  city.  ^  Among  the  Indoltrill 
prodacta  for  which  the  city  has  1uiig  been  famous  are  oattonandr 
linen  goods,  dyod-leather  vrarss,  and  lace.  The  large  llnen-futalf 
'La  Lye'  (PI.  A,  3,  4]  employs  about  HOOO  opciatives.  t)f  laU  tllA 
eugine-factorics  of  Qhent  have  become  conBidonble. 

Ghent  is  mentioned  in  history  it  early  as  the  Tth  century, 
a  veiy  early  period  a  spirit  of  IndBpcudence  developed  itself  unong 
the  inhabitants,  laarc  especially  the  weavers ;  and  they  succeeded  in 
obtaining  from  their  sovereigns  those  concessions  which  form  th« 
foundatian  of  oonstitntional  liberty.    At  one  period  the  dtlzenthad 
become  so  powerful  and  wailike  that  they  succeeded  iu  repulsing  aa 
Kngiish  army  of  24,000  men,  under  Edward  I.  (1297),  and  ■  f 
years  later  they  were  the  principal  combatants  in  tlie  'Battle  of  Bjil 
(p.  6S3,  to  the  Issue  of  which  their  bravery  mainly  contributed. 
Their  subjection  to  the  Counts  of  Flanders  and  the  Dukei  of  Bur- 
gundy appears  to  have  been  little  more  than  nominal ;  tor  wlienever 
these  princes  attempted  to  levy  a  tax  that  was  unpopular  with  the 
ritliens,  the  latter  sounded  their  alann-hell,  flew  to  arms,  and  ei- 
petled  the  obnoxtous  ofUcials  appointed  to  eiael  payment.    During 
the  13-15th  centuries  revolutions  aoem  almost  to  have  been  the  1 
del  of  the  day  at  Ghent.  John  of  Gaaot(d.  1399)  was  bom  here. 

One  of  the  uiost  remarkable  oharaetera  of  his  age  wa*  Jaequtt 
Van  ArUvcldt,  the  celebrated  'Brewer  of  Ghent'  (bom  1285), 
clever  and  ambitions  demagogue,  who,  though  of  noble  family,  eauBt 
himself  to  be  reeosnlxed  as  'master'  of  the  Guild  of  Brewers  and 
be  enrolled  as  a  member   of  the  b1  other  trade-guilds.     Owlog. 
to  his  wealth,  ability,  and  remarkable  eloquence,  he  acquired  lu- 
muose  inBueuce,  and  in  1337  was  appointed  'Captain  otOkant', 
He  was  an  ally  of  £dward  111.  in  the  war  between  Kngluid  add. 
Fian«e  (133I}-40),  in  which  the  democratic  parly  of  Ghent  taf- 
ported  the  former,  and  the  Counts  of  Flanders  the  latter ;  *nd  It  li 
recorded  that  Edward  condesrended  to  flatter  him  by  the  title  of. 
'dear  gojsip'.  For  seven  years  Artevelde  reigned  supreme  at  Olisnt, 
putting  to  death  all  who  had  the   misfortune  to  dlspleoM  Un, 
bA/itshlng  the  noMea  and  those  who  Wtiaiei  K-jniBiemB  »(      "    ' 
/aenl  [a  tbuir  sovereign,  aud  appointing  ma^iwiAet,  "fi\«  ^ 
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_  re  gUves  of  bid  wUI.  ArleTelda  at  lenglh  prupoand  thkt  the  aoii 
DtEdw&rilUi.  should  be  oleeUd  Cauiit  orFUnd>'r£,  aechenio  so  dis- 
tasteful to  the  Uhentecs  that  an  inaurrevtiaii  broho  out,  and  Jacques 
wu  bUIq  in  his  own  hou«e  on  July  17th,  1345 ,  by  Gerard  Deny«, 
the  leadei  of  his  opponeuls.  During  this  period,  in  oon^eqaence 
of  the  ■lllaaui  with  Ghent,  the  minofacture  of  wool  hecame  more  ei' 
teaiively  known  and  practised  in  England.  Ghent  aUo  lealiMd  vast 
piofltB  from  Its  EngUali  trade,  a  Flrcum«tance  which  induced  the 
etttlens  to  submit  so  long  to  tho  deapotio  rule  of  Jaequos,  to  whoiu 
lliey  Dved  their  advantageouB  conneniion  with  Knglaad. 

Philip  Van  Arleetldc  (b.  1340),  bon  o(  Jacques,  and  godeon  of 
Qneen  Philippa  of  England,  possoB^ed  all  the  ambition  but  little  of 
the  talent  of  his  fnthur.  Be  waa  appointed  Uuaidlan  of  the  Public 
P6»oc  ('Kilwaatt  van  Vlaauderen'J  by  the  domoorntic  party  In  l;WI, 
during  tlte  uivit  war  against  Count  Louis  of  Flandvra,  surnaniud 
'ran  Haele',  and  hi^  administration  was  at  Hist  salutary  and  Judi- 
cinat,  but  he  soon  began  to  act  with  all  the  caprice  of  a  despot.  In 
May,  13S2,  when  Ghent  waa  reduced  to  extremities  by  famine,  and 
the  citizens  had  reiolved  to  eurronder,  Philip  raunielled  them  to 
make  •  final  ventuie,  rather  than  submit  to  the  humiliating  couditions 
offered  by  the  Qount.  He  accordingly  marched  at  the  hfad  of  5000 
men  to  Bruges,  and  signally  defiiattfd  Louis,  wlib  lallied  toilb  to 
meet  them.  Elated  by  this  success,  Philip  aav  assumed  the  title 
of  Itegent  of  Flanders,  and  established  himsulf  at  Ghent  in  a  stylu 
of  great  magniflcenco.  His  lareer,  however,  waa  brief.  At  the  end 
of  1382  war  again  broke  out,  chiefly  owing  to  the  impolitic  and 
arregaDl  conduct  of  Philip  himself,  and  Charles  Vl.  off  ranee  marched 
against  Flanders.  Philip  was  defeated  aud  slain  at  the  disastrous 
Batae  of  RooaL'beko  (Nov.  IIO,,  1382),  where  20,000  Fleminga  are 
uld  to  have  perished.  Tlie  city  was  obliged  to  submit  to  the  Count, 
and  after  hie  death  in  1381  came  into  the  possession  of  llurgundy. 

The  turbulent  spirit  of  the  Ohenters  ultimately  proved  their 
rulii.  In  1448,  when  Philippe  le  Bon  of  Butguudy  Imposed  a  heavy 
till  on  salt  and  grain,  they  openly  declared  war  against  him;  and 
the  beit  proof  of  the  vastness  of  theii  resources  is  that  they  suc- 
cUsded  In  carrying  on  the  war  for  a  period  of  file  years  (^1448-53\ 
On'i^rdJuly,  1493,  the  borghers  were  defeated  at  Oavre  Cp- (tC) 
OB  the  Scheldt,  and  lost  no  fewer  than  16,000  men.  Philip  now 
Ifftied  enormous  contributions  on  the  city ;  the  corporation  and  priu- 
el^  citizens  were  compelled  to  march  out  at  the  gate  with  halten 
round  their  necks ,  and  to  kiss  the  dust  at  the  feet  of  their  oon- 
querot ;  and  tlie  most  valuable  privileges  of  the  city  were  suspended 
or  cancelled. 

In  1477  the  nuptials  of  the  AjchdukoMiilmftiao  were  oelebrated 
at  Qheot  with  Mary  of  Burgundy,  heiress  oC  Charles  the  Bold,  ■wfet.

Here,  too,  on  24t)i  Feb.,  1500,  the  Empen 
ChailesV.  was  bom  In  the  Coar  dtt  Prince,  a  pBlaee  of  the  Goanl 
or  Flanders  long  since  dcHtroyed,  linl  the  nama  of  vhich  inrvln 
In  a  street  (see  p.  ^ii).  During  bis  reign  Obent  was  ana  of  th 
largeet  and  weslthteet  cities  In  Europe,  and  consisted  of  35,00 
hoqseiwlth  a  corresponding  popnlation.  OharlegV.  Is  said  to  faava 
boasted  jestingly  to  Frsnnis  I.  of  France :  'Mon  OonI  (glove),  ParU 
dameroit  dtdani'.  Tbe  turbulent  spirit  of  the  citizens  baying  igatn 
manifeited  itself  in  larious  ebullitions,  the  emperor  caused  >  Citadel 
(Het  Spanjaardi  Satteel>  to  be  erected  near  the  Antwerp  Gate  lu 
1510,  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  them  in  cheek.  In  1&7S  the  re*' 
proienlstivea  of  the  united  ptovlnceB  of  the  Neiliprlands  asieinbledi 
in  the  town-h«ll  of  Ghent  to  sign  Ibe  'Facitlcation  of  Ghent',  which: 
aimed  at  securing  religious  liberty  and  Bxpelling  the  Spanludt,' 
Ohent  ea^rly  espoused  the  cause  of  tndependenco  in  the  Nether- 
lands, but  was  uompelled  to  open  Us  gates  to  Dake  Alexander  Far- 
nese  in  ib&i,  a  blow  from  whlnh  Its  prosperity  siillered  for  awnyloog 
years.  Thouaands  of  the  citiiana  had  already  emi^ated  under' 
Alva's  rnle  in  1567,  and  one-half  o(  the  bouses  now  stood  emptir, 
In  1676 ,  1708 ,  and  174&  Ghent  was  captured  by  the  Freneh. 
Louis  XVIH.  resided  at  Ghent  during  the  -Hundred  Days',

Hither  the  meinbecs  of  tlie  mediaval  guilds,  'eta 
Hill  dvTti  de  Ftandre',  as  Charles  V.  termed  his  countrymen,  flocked 
al  the  sound  of  the  bell  to  avenge  some  real  or  imaginary  infringe- 
ment of  their  Tights,  and  hare  the  standard  nF  rotolt  was  inysrlably 
ereMed.  Here  Jaoquys  van  Artevclde  (p.  46j  hnrned  the  papal 
interdict  against  FUndeis  in  1345 ;  and  in  this  squara,  ou  May  2nd, 
1345,  Qeraid  Uenys  at  the  head  of  Lis  party,  nhich  canetstud  ehiedy 
of  weavers,  atta^^ked  his  oppoiiculii  the  fullers  vrith  suuh  ftity  that 
even  the  elcTBtion  of  the  host  failed  to  separate  tha  oombatantB,  ut 
whom  upwards  of  500  were  slain.  This  fatal  day  was  subsequently 
etitered  In  the  oItIg  oalendir  as  ' Ktcade  Maandag'  [Wieked  Mon- 
day). In  1381  the  citlsBOa  here  took  the  oath  of  fldelBy  Mlheii 
iMdM  Philip  van  Arteietde;  and  here,  in  1477,  Hiigoiittt  and 
'D^mberuourt,  the  ministew  of  Harts  of  Burgundy,  vrere  exetuled 
hr  the  rcbelliond  townsmen,  la  spite  of  tha  entreaties  of  theTOuDg 
pilneess.  Under  the  rule  of  the  Dukei  dI'  Alva  his  into-da^-ff  s  were 
eiiMted  in  the  Mateh^  du  Ven^Iredl.

■^iDit  the  wlU  of  the  Count  of  Arlois.  The  reliefs  on  the  pedests! 
har«  reference  to  the  three  most  important  treaties  cooi^liided  by 
Artavelde  in  behalf  of  Flanders.  ~  The  ancient  bikildlngs  whleh 
foHMily  lent  an  interest  to  this  square  ate  now  repteaentsd  by  a 
dngle  house  at  the  corner  of  the  Kite  des  Pelgnes,  on  the  8.  side, 
Itnown  as  the  Tordicn,  formerly  the  guildhoiue  of  the  tanneia,  dat- 
log  from  the  t4tb  or  15tb  century.

The  lUguiu^fl  forma  a  litlls  town  of  itaetf,  enclosed  by  waUe 
and  moats,  with  itTeeti,  iqusrei,  gates,  IH  convents,  and  a  chuicb, 
Ihe  last  forming  the  central  point  of  the  whole.  The  houses,  though 
neatly  all  iwo-sloriod  Gothic  brick  buildings,  ptesoiii  great  variety 
of  appestance  and  form  a  vory  plctaresqae  eniemile.  The  It^gulusge 
waa  planned  by  the  arohitect  Verhatgen.  It  contains  aliout  700  mem- 
ban,  beautiful  specimens  of  whose  lace  (KiMtn)  may  be  bouglit 
from  the  Gtnol  Juffirciuie,  opposite  the  eutnnce  of  the  chnir.h.

Ultod  on  the  Lyi,  is  famouB  for  its  tablo-linen  and  its  Iwis,  in  the 
BMimfwiturH  o(  whioh  5000-6000  wumcn  sra  employed.  The  flix 
Of  Oourtral  enjoys  a  highceputiktiDn,  »nd  U  nianufastuied  eltair1t*!ire, 
u  well  u  in  the  town  itself.  There  are  alsu  eitensivo  ble&ching- 
Erannds  to  the  Yiuiaity. 

Near  the  station  to  Che  right,  Plate  Palfyii,  Is  r  btonze  status, 
byT.  Vinjotie,  of  Jan  Palfyn(i.  ITdO),  a  native  of  Oounral  and 
tnventOT  of  the  forceps.  —  The  Itue  do  Cheuiin  de  Far,  mnulnjr 
straight  fiDRi  the  station  and  then  tmning  to  tiic  right,  leads  to  the 
Inge  market-plise  (^Groote  Markt  or  Grand'  Placej  where  the  towa- 
hall  rtBB»  on  the  left  and  the  belfry  on  the  right. 

The  'Town  Haxi ,  erected  In  1526-28,  has  been  oonipletBly 
nttored  sinue  1S4C,  and  the  facade  embellished  with  elalasa  ii> 
the  onglnsl  style.  Two  richly-decorated  chimney-pieoes  ^eaily  16tli 
eeiit.3  in  the  interior  nre  worthy  of  notice.  One  of  tbeto,  in  the  Sallo 
EtbeVinale  on  the  groundfloor,  is  adorned  with  the  caatB-of-nrbB  of 
the  allied  towns  of  Ghent  and  Bruges, the  Htandard-beHieta  of  thu 
knlghti  of  Gourtrat,  a  figure  of  the  Virgin,  and  statues  of  Atohduke 
ATbert  and  his  wife.  This  room  lias  been  embelliebed  with  well- 
painted  frescoes  ftom  the  hlstocy  ot  Flanders  by  Gu/fms  ami 
5wn4«,  completed  in  1875.  The  principal  of  theto  represent  the 
Departnre  of  Baldwin  IX. ,  Count  of  Flanders,  at  the  commencement 
of  fee  Fourth  Crusade  (12025,  and  the  Consultation  of  the  Flamlsh 
leaden  in  the  Oonrt  Room  the  day  before  the  Battle  of  the  Spars, 
1S(R  (see  p.  68).  —  The  otbei  and  more  Interenting  chimney- 
jtlBee,  in  the  Coanoil  Chamber  upstairs,  fa  In  the  richest  Flamboyant 
iijle  (1627).  Three  rows  of  well-eiecnted  etatueltea  repteient  the 
aifleient  Virtuts  and  Ttcei;  In  the  upper  section  we  aoa  faith, 
luiaiility,  libeialUy,  chaettty,  brotherly  love,  tuoiperance,  patlenue, 
kUtt'WatabfiilnesB;  in  the  middle  Eection,  idolatry,  pride,  avarice, 
tD|.iiLCtD0i]3neGS,  envy,  glnttony,  anger,  and  sloth.   The  reliefs  below

Nearly  opposite  tbe  Towo  Hall  rises  the  Btlfry  (14t1i  cent.).  • 
We  next  proceed  to  St.  Mahtin'h  Chuboh,  iho  Gothic  towar  of  whifthj 
is  visible  tiom  the  Grand'  Place;  the  naie  vta  erected  in  1390-1439^ 
the  transept  aboat  1413.  The  ehuicti  has  been  reatoied  since  a 
inlSB'J.  Beautiful  W.  portal  [1592-95).  The  haudBome  pulpit  of* 
iiarcedwood  anil  tbe  beautiful  olbarinm  la  gilded  sOae  (22  ft.  higk;:! 
in  the  choir,  lo  the  left),  execQted  in  the  16tb  cent. ,  were  saved  fron^ 
tbe  Ore.  Id  the  N.  transept  is  a  winged  plctore  by  B.  de  RjfdceM  CQf'l 
Coarttat;  1587^,  representing  Iha  Descant  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  iStM 
Creation,  and  Baptlim.  —  In  front  of  the  ehniah  Is  ■  marble  n 
ument  to  De  Batnte,  the  politician. 

The  Rne  Molre'Dame  leads  from  the  market-place,   oppoalufl 
the  Lion  d'Or,  to  the  church  of  Notrh  Dahb,  founded  by  Countfl 
Baldwin  IX.  of  Flanders  (p.  67),  and  completed  in  1211.   The  cholt,! 
which  is  decnraled  with  marble,  and  the  portal  were  reboilt  in  thail 
18th  century.   The  chapel  behind  the  choir  oontains  the  'R^aing  of 
theCrosB,  one  of  VanDyck'i  best  piatores  (1631),  unfortouately  badlj 
lighted  i  resambUng  a  Knbens  in  boldness  of  design ,  it  U  inferioi 
la  freshness  of  colonr,  but  the  profoand  expression  of  tandaineai 
and  pain  depleted  in  the  countenance  of  the  Orucldad  are  ddsqi- 
p»B«ed.  The  altars  to  the  right  and  left  are  adorned  with  good  relieb 
in  marble  of  the  iSth  cent.,   by  Ltcteux,  reprDscntlng  St.  Roobas 
among  the  plague-atrloken,  and  Mary  Magdalen  vith  angela.    The 
Chafel  of  Iht  Counb  on  (he  right  of  the  choir,  added  Ut  the  ahurck  ■ 
in  13T3,  liadonted  with  wall-paintings  of  the  14th  cent.,  repteseiit- 
ing  the  counts  and  counlessea  of  Flanders,  recently  restored  by  V<m 
der  Pia»,  who  continued  the  series  down  to  Emp.  Franois  It.   Tl)a 
Last  Judgment,  on  theW,  wall  of  the  chapel,  Is  also  by  Yam  lUrPlai, 

Farthot  to  the  left,  on  the  Lys,  are  tiro  maeaite  old  bildg«- 
towers  (Broeltonni),  Adjacent  are  the  gardens  of  the  Cerelt  Mtii-i 
ticul.  —  In  the  liue  du  B^guinage  (No.  1),  which  leada  from  Notn 
Dame  to  St.  Martin's,  is  a  Museum  containing  several  nodMll 
pictures,  among  which  may  be  mentioned  :  Sic.  de  Keyier,  Battle  of 
theSpurs(seebclow);  L.  Robbe.CMle;  Carptntier,  'Matte';  Dabbtl- 
atre,  Memling  in  St.  John's  Hospital  at  Bruges  (see  p.  26])  Saoat^,.

maeh  cleaner  and  pleasanter  appearance  than  the  other  larga  in 
diistrlal  towni  of  Belgium.

The  Rue  Rnyale  leads  straight  from  the  Place  Crombei  (Pl.D,  3)^ 
at  tbe  station,  to  the  Scheldt. 

The  •"CHliedrnl  (_Notrc  Damt;  PI.  4,  B  3),  one  of  the  noblest 
specimens  of  mediievaf  aiRblteetare.  rises  conspicuonaly  above  the 
booaea  on  the  left  bank,  the  older  and  more  important  part  of  the 
town.  It  Is  a  OTiinitorm  basilica  borne  by  pillars,  with  a  retro-choiv 
and  radiating  nhapels,  and  has  four  masslie  towers  adjoining  till 
dome  above  the  cross  and  two  comer-tuirets  on  the  fitade.  Tbi 
nave,  begnn  in  1146  and  eonsecrated  !n  1213,  bears  the  Btam|f  of  tbo 
pure  Romanesque  style,  while  the  transepts  with  their  ambulatories 
and  lemieircular  terminations  were,  like  the  towers,  erected  '  " 
litth  oont.  by  French  masters,  on  tlie  model  of  the  Cologne  eburebes. 
The  beauHtul  Qotbin  •Choir  is  of  later  dale,  and  was  consecrated  ' 
133t),  and  the  fa;ade,  originally  Romanesque,  was  altered  and 
provided  with  a  porch  In  tbe  pointed  »tylB  about  the  same  period 
(eomp,  p.  i!).  Among  the  sculptarea  In  the  porch ,  which  were 
eieeatod  at  Tsxioue  periods  from  the  13th  to  tbe  17th  century, 
interesting  reliefs  repreaentlng  the  Creation,  Kail,  and  Expulsion 
from  Paradise,  by  sculptors  of  Toucnii,  dating  fioin  aboat  the  year 
laOOfseep.  ilU). 

The  iKTBEtOR  was  purged  in  1852  of  the  nnsultible  additions 
with  which  it  had  been  disfigured  In  the  Murse  of  oanturlei,  and  la 
now  strikingly  Imprensive.  It  nonkilta  Dtnave(flat-roored3  and^dM 
40Hft.  In  length;  nave  7gft.  wldo  and  78  ft.  high;  breadth  of 
transept  220  ft. ;  height  of  choir  107  ft.  The  napitaU  of  the  low 
and  elaborately  articulated  pillaia  in  tbe  nave  ate  partiouUtly  tick 
and  raritHl.  Above  the  aiilea  are  galleilea,  over  whiih  the  walls 
relieved  by  a  triforlmn.  The  proporliona  of  the  tranaiipt  are  m 
gra^Afai,  and  the  galleries  loner.

Bishop  of  Oambrsi  In  the  6th  cent.  >ud  the  aUeged  Apostle  of  Bel- 
gtnm,  who  if  said  to  hive  oatshllihed  a  village  named  after  htmeelf 
on  an  island  in  the  Senne.  The  ohrooicles  at  tbe  10th  c«nt.  men- 
tion this  rilUge  nnder  the  n&me  of  'BrncBella'  (broeh,  matah ;  broek- 
tele,  dwfilliiiB  nn  the  marsh),  and  a  dorument  Of  Otho  the  Oteat 
pTOTei  that  there  was  a  vhnrijb  here  in  966.  In  977  Duko  Uhkiles 
of  LDTTslne  seleeted  Brnssels  as  his  residence  and  hullt  b  paUr« 
in  the  island  of  Bt.  O^ry.  After  the  Ifth  rant,  the  Counia  of  Lod- 
Taln,  then  sovereign  lords  ot  the  nonntry,  who  afterwarda  uaamed 
the  title  of  Dukes  of  Brabant  (p.  216),  erected  a  caatin  oq  the  height 
(Kondenberg)  r.omniBnding  the  valley  of  the  ,^enne,  and  oounectod 
It  by  a  nail  (13th  cenC.  ?)  with  the  onoleiza  of  the  present  lower 
town.  When,  huweVBi,  Brussela  heoame  an  Important  and  flourishing 
station  on  the  ^eat  trade-route  between  Biugea  and  Cologne,  this 
wall  was  replaced  by  another  [1357-79],  which  marked  the  limits 
of  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  town  down  to  the  IQth  eontnry. 

The  Bnrgnndlan  prlones,  who  subsequently  resided  here  (15lh 
cent.),  were  generally  sarroonded  by  a  large  retinue  of  Frenoh 
knights,  in  congequent^e  of  which,  even  at  that  period,  French  became 
ihe  moat  fashionable  language  among  the  nobility  of  the  Netherlandg. 
The  character  of  the  Pity  and  its  inhabiunti  thus  gradually  deTeloped 
Itaelf,  the  court  and  the  nobility,  witli  their  French  language  and 
manDGTs,  being  established  In  the  upper  part,  while  the  lower  quar 
tera  were  chiedy  occupied  by  the  trading  oommunlty  and  the  lower 
clasae*,  whose  language  and  character  were  essentially  Flemish. 

After  the  Netherlands  passed  into  the  possession  of  the  Haps- 
borgs  in  1477,  Binssels  hecamo  the  seat  ot  a  brilliant  couit,  which 
attained  the  height  of  its  magnlflcenoe  under  Charles  T.  Maria  of 
Hangaiy  fp.  lil]  transferred  her  abode  from  Halluea  to  theKoudon- 
berg  In  1q46,  Philip  n.  made  it  the  oEBoial  residence  of  the  Stadt- 
holder  of  the  Netherlands,  and  Margaret  of  Parma  (p.  xlx)  here  per- 
Gnmed  the  duties  of  that  office.  Brugsela  was  tho  scene  of  the  first 
rising  of  the  Netherlands  ajialast  the  Spanish  dominion  (1&66 ;  see 
p.  92),  but  at  the  end  of  the  protracted  ooiifllot  the  city  remained 
in  the  hands  of  the  SpaiiianU.  During  the  wars  ol  Louts  SIV.  and 
Louis  XV.  Brnasela  had  much  to  snfier.  In  1695  the  ancient  lower 
town  was  reduced  to  ashes  by  Marshal  Yilleroi.  Its  reftactoriness 
under  the  galling  yoke  of  the  Austcian  governors  was  another  source 
of  disaster  (see  p.  115),  but  a  hotter  state  of  affairs  was  introduced 
by  the  mild  mle  of  Maria  Theresa  and  her  stadtholder,  Doke  Charles 
of  Lonaine  (1744-80).  After  the  wars  of  the  French  KeTolntion  and 
Ae  First  Kmpire,  Belgium  was  united  in  1815  In  one  monarchy 
vrfth  Holland,  and  Brussels  alternated  with  The  Bagne  as  the  seat  of 
the  States  General  and  the  residence  of  the  King.  The  revolution 
whith  ended  in  the  separation  of  Belgium  and  Holland  bnik.^  a<i^  ^

The  diverse  character  of  the  upper  and  lower  r.ity,  of  which  it 
hive  spoken  above,  in  attU  distinct  at  the  present  day.  The  tipp< 
part  of  the  city  oontainB  the  Royal  Palace,  the  ministerial  oftteeCj 
the  embaaaiea,  and  the  manalona  of  the  nobility  and  gcnti}.  Ths 
lower  town,  on  the  other  hand,  Is  devoted  almost  entirely  to  iniliwi 
try  and  i-j}mmerise.  The  spacious  market-place,  with  the  magnlftoeal 
UStsl  de  Yille  and  the  medlffivsl  guildhonseB,  present!  a  very  strike 
Ing  plature,  and  affords  an  idea  of  the  ancient  glory  of  the  city ;  ' 
the  advance  of  modern  improvement  has  left  few  other  relies  4 
antiquity.  The  most  cotisplcuoDB  Btep  In  thla  direetion  haa  boa 
the  conslrncCion  of  the  Inner  fioalevardt.

The 
Matton  da  PtupU.  in  the  Rue  Jasepb  Stevena,  la  a  Soci&liBtic  waie^ 
hoaie  opened  in  1899.  Henoe  to  the  Bquare  da  Petit  Sablon,  see 
'      p.  90. 

«.  ThB  Inner  Bonlsvaida  and  Wegtem  Fait  of  the  LoWBr  Town. 
An  entirely  niodcru  feature  in  the  lower  part  of  the  city  is 
fotmod  by  the  Inner  Bonlevacdi  (^Pl.  B,  0,  D,  2-5 ;  tramways,  see 
pp.  79.  80},  which  lie  to  the  W.  of  the  Bub  NeuTe  »nd  the  Flaoe  do 
U  Monnaia,  and  eilend  from  the  Bouleyard  du  Midi  (nesi  the  Sta- 
tion du  Midi)  to  the  Boulevard  d'Anveia  and  Bonlevard  do  Jsrdln 
Botaniqne  (^near  the  Station  dn  Mord),  partly  built  over  the  Senne, 
»nd  tntoraecting  the  whole  town.  The  canstnictlan  of  the  street, 
■nd  the  coveting  !n  ot  the  bed  of  theSennetoradistanoeof  I'/gM., 
were  carried  ont  by  an  English  company  In  1867-71.  The  namna 
of  the  boulerBrds  are  Bottleeard  du  Nord,  BauUvard  de  laStnne, 
BatiUaard  Ansjiiich,  and  B/iitlevard  du  Halnavt.  Tho  variety  ot  the 
handsome  buildings  witb  which  they  are  flanked  is  in  great  meaBiiru 
owing  to  au  oftor  by  the  mualdpai  authorities  of  preniinnis  lot  Ibo 
twenty  finest  fatades.

UH  lEtat,  01  Byki-Handetl-Muieum,  institaterl  in  1880  for  tbe  en- 
conrsgemBnt  of  Bfllgiin  commerne,  cantstning  a  librkiy  with  leadlng- 
room,  eoUGctiona  of  foreign  manafsctures,  tiiiil  an  ofllce  foi  Inforina- 
Hon{»dm.,8e8p.8a'). 

The  8.  continuation  of  tlia  two  boulevards  just  mentioned  la 
foriDfld  by  the  Bodlevabd  Akbfach  (PI.  C,  D,  3),  with  tsmpHog 
flhops  and  s&veiai  large  caf^a  and  ^tavernea',  one  of  the  centT 
public  lifa  in  Hrnsaols  and  gp.noraily  crowded  in  the  opening. 

In  tbe  oeutre  uf  the  BouleTaid  Aiispacb,  between  it  and  tbe  Bua 
du  Midi,  rieea  the  TEzehanga  (Baune  dc  Commerce;  Pi.  C,  3),  an 
ioiposing  edifice  in  the  IfloliXIV.  atyle,  butll  in  1874  ftoudeaigni 
by  L.  SaysiT.  Ita  exterior  sliowa  an  almoet  eiceasiie  richnsu  ot 
ornafnentation,  but  has  been  aadiy  diaBgnied  by  the  appllcatiou  of 
a  coat  of  paint,  nocesaitated  by  the  friable  nature  of  the  ilone.  Tha 
principal  facade  is  iimbellishcd  with  a  Gorlotlilan  colonnade,  to  irhioh 
A  broad  flight  of  steps  aacends.  On  each  side  is  an  allegocicai  gmap 
by  J,  Jaquel,  The  reliefs  in  tbe  tympanum,  also  by  Jai]uet,  tepiBsenl 
Belginm  nitbComuiercc  and  Industcy.  The  tno  stories  of  the  build- 
ing are  oonnccCed  by  meana  of  Cocinlbian  pilaaterl  and  columns. 
AroQud  the  building,  ibove  tbe  cornice,  runs  an  attic  slory,  embelllilied 
with  dwarfed  Ionic  colamna.  Tho  effect  ia  matortally  eobanced  by 
meana  of  numerous  Bculpturca.  The  principal  ball,  unlike  that  of 
most  buildings  of  the  liind,  ia  acuciform  [140  ft.  by  120  ft.),  and  . 
covered  with  a  low  dome  (about  1 60  ft.  Mgb)  in  tbe  centre,  liom* 
bytweuty-oightcolnmns,  Twomirbieat»lrcaae»sscend tothegaJJery,  • 
which  afl'tFrds  a  Bnrvay  of  the  prinoipat  hall,  and  to  the  other  apart- 
ments on  the  upper  floor.  The  building,  the  cost  of  which  amonnttd 
to  i  million  francs,  ia  already  qnlte  insuraeient  for  ItspnipoieRftbere 
are  upwards  of  850  'agents  de  Changs'),  and  part  of  its  basiness  l»» 
been  transferred  to  tbe  Marchd  de  la  Madeleine  (p.  114).  Tbe  apace 
leserred  fbr  risftori  Is  very  small,  and  it  is  often  ilifSeult  to  get  In 
during  huslnesB-hours  (12-3). 

A  little  to  the  W.  of  the  Exchange,  in  the  Plane  St.  GSry(Pl.C,  3)i 
is  a  JVarfaff,  Id  tbe  Flemish  style.  It  rontains  a  Itenaissanee  fountain 
from  the  Abbey  of  Orimbergen  (p.  124). 

In  the  BouLSViHJi  uc  HAiNAur,  to  tbe  right,  is  the  Flue  An^ 
ueessens  (Pi.  C,  4),  with  the  luonument  of  tbe  civic  bers  JVsM 
AnnetiKJU  (p.  115),  by  Tinfotte,  erected  in  188^.  Beliind  IS'a 
School  in  the  llemlsb  atylo,  by  Jantet.  —  The  Rue  de  Tonm^,' 
diverging  here  to  the  S.E.,  leads  to  the  Pttux  Botrppe  (Pl.O,  4],  M. 
which  a  monumental  fbuntaln,  by  Fiaikln,  commemorates  Bnif(H 
muter  Ronppa  (d.  1638).  A  little  to  tbe  N.E.,  in  the  Rue  4n  Mldl^ 
fa  tbe  AeadimU  Royale  drt  Btaux-Artn  (,?l.  (j,  ^V  ^^^  AtMctor  at 
wHeh  fe  0.  van  der  Stoppon,  the  aftnl^tat.  —  T\ie  ?A«fniB%  4i

Beyond  the  Hallei  tiies  the  OuiTch  of  St.  Catharine  (PI.  16;  C,2), 
designed  by  Podoert  (p,  92],  Id  b  mixture  of  the  BomsQesque  and 
RenaliMnRe  Hlylea.  It  contains  pain dngs  by  DoCrayer  andVcBiiluii, 
in  AiBamption  ucribed  U  Rubena,  and  other  woika  ttooi  the  old 
cknieh  wMoh  stood  on  the  aama  spot  and  of  which  the  tower  to  the 
S.  of  the  presrnt  fa;ade  is  a  relic  —  The  Tour  Hoin  [PI.  T  N;  (j,2), 
to  the  E.  of  the  vhoir,  and  near  the  Rue  do  Laebeu,  is  a  fragment 
of  the  old  town  for  till  ratio  II  s ;  It  was  restored  In  18%  (a<lm,  10-4; 
25  e.y  —  To  the  N.  of  tho  church  Is  the  FUh  Morlnl  (PI.  C,  2).  The 
Wbete  of  Bgh  sciivlng  freeh  from  the  eea  ate  «old,bere  by  auntton  to 
iBtail-desleii  (comp.  pp,  13, 14).  The  aactioneei  asea  a  eurloaa  mii' 
tare  of  French  and  Flemish,  the  tens  being  named  In  Fieneh  and 
•11  intermediate  numbers  in  Flomlsh.  —  Id  the  new  Qrain  Morkit 
(PI.  0,  2)  !a  a  marble  atatno  of  the  naturalist  J.  B.  van  Beimt>nt 
(1577-ieU),  by  G.  van  der  Linden  (1889). 

To  theW.of  the  above-mentioned  Roe  deLiekenliea  the*Egli«e 
dn  BAgiiln^e  (PI.  G,  2\  orested  In  1657-76  la  tiie  baroque  style 
b;  L.  Fai(rhtTbe  (?),  on  the  site  of  a  previous  Romanesque  church. 
It  has  an  imposing  ra^ade  and  a  pentagonal  tower  hohiud  the  oholr- 
■pae.  In  the  apaoioDB  interior  are  a  coloasal  atatno  of  John  the 
Baptist  by  Pnyenbroek  and  paintings  by  Otho  Vammi,  Dc  Orayi^, 
Von  Loon,  and  otIiRra.  —  To  the  left,  at  the  N.  end  of  the  Rue  de 
IiWtken,  near  the  Boulevard  d'Anvers  (see  belowj,  rlgee  the  Flsuish 
i'HBATKB(Pl.  D,  1),  bullCby  J.  Bon,  withironflre-oarapogalloiies 
ill  coDnd  It,  and  a  handeomo  foyer  in  the  Flemish  style. 


The  Lower  fioDlevards  [PLC,  B,  1-6;  tramvaya,  aoc  pp.  79,  80}, 
on  the  W.  aidi!  of  the  old  tuwu,  cannot  vie  nith  the  fashionable 
npper  bouIevarilB  (p.  107).  The  BoirLHViRD  d'Abtbbs  (PI.  C,  1), 
tbe  N.W.  continuation  of  the  Boulevard  du  Jardla  Botanlque,  ends 
tt  the  Bmtin  du  CommtTcc,  which  is  oonneded  with  the  Rupel 
(p.  74)  and  the  ScheUt  by  the  Willebrocuk  Canal,  excavated  in 
1560-61,  and  with  the  Sambro  at  Charlecol  by  another  caaal,  47  M. 
long,  constructed  iji  1832,  —  Beyond  the  Pant  Leopold,  at  tho  be- 
ginning of  the  Boulevard  de  rEntrep6t,  lies  the  EnXrtT''t  Boyul 
[PI.  G,  1),  with  bonded  warehouses  and  cnatoms  ofllues.  Farther  on 
la  the  tasteful  Castmt  du  PtUt-ChSteau,  In  the  Tndor  style.  —  To 
tbe  8.  ate  the  AbaUolri  (slaughter-houaes ;  PI.  B,  3),  built  in  1S40, 
ill  the  boulevard  of  the  same  name.

In  the  Rue  Royale,  opposite  the  Botanic  Garden  (p  108},  I 
N.  suburb  Of  St.  JoKSe  tm  Ifoodc,  ia  the  JtinU  Church  (PL  F,  2), 
builtby  Parot  in  the  early-Gothic  stylp,  —  At  llie  N.  end  of  the  BuB 
Royale  rleea  the  church  of  Stg.  Hajiib  db  Sohabubhbx  (PI.  F,  1), 
an  octagonal  edlOce  with  a  dome,  built  in  1844:  from  plana  by  Vm 
Oviritrattm.  In  the  Place  Collgnon,  to  the  N.,  i^  the  Maison  Com- 
munale  of  Schaerbeek,  in  the  Flemish  style,  from  designs  by  Vta 
Yeendyck. 

To_the  E,  of  the  Boulevard  du  RSgont  (p.  108),  and  to  the  8.E,  of 
St.  JoSEe  ten  Noode,  Ilea  tho  modem  and  handsome,  bat  S0mewh(| 
monutonous  (tnaTtier  Leopold,  largely  inhsibited  by  foieigneia.  Heta 
rises  the  church  of  St.  Jaieph  (PI.  F,  A),  &  Renaiasanee  building  of 
1849,  by  the  elder  Suya.  The  facade  and  conspicnoos  toweta  aii 
GDnatrnnted  o(  bine  limestone.  The  sltai-piece  is  a  Flight  into  EgyP*^ 
by  Wiertt.  In  the  square  in  ft'ont  of  the  church  ta  a  ittatue  of  Frirt- 
Orban  (1811-95),  the  statesman,  by  Samnel  (1900). 

From  the  N.E.  corner  of  the  Park  (p.  86)  the  wide  Rus  n 
Lot  (PI,  F,  Q,  4  i  tramway,  p.  80}  leida  in  20  min.  to  (he  i 
Point,  a  ctrcnlar  space  vith  gardens,  aud  thence  to  the  fare  A 
Clnqtiimtenatre,  74  acres  in  extent  (see  Mip  p.  124),  ThU  wi». 
the  scene  of  the  eihibltionB  of  1880  and  1897.  Straight  in  froiil. 
rises  the  — 

Pallia  dv  Oinqnantenaire,  built  in  18T9  by  Bordbat,  and  mi 
siEting  of  two  rectangular  edlfloeB,  which  are  united  by  maana 
■  cresceDt-ahaped  colonnade  with  a  tofty  triumphal  arch  in  1) 
middle.  The  S.  block  is  used  at  pteEfnt  for  meetioga,  etc.  ('Sail*' 
des  Petea') ;  the  N.  block,  to  the  left  as  we  approach  from  the  KonA 
Point,  accommodates  the  —

p.  82}.    This  museum  embraces  a  collection  of  plasler-calts  and  a 
copies  of  paintings,  and  a  somewhat  miscellaDoous  array  of  M 
ttquitles  and  works  of  indostrial  art.

At  the  W.  end  of  the  Boulevard  d'Anvera  (p.  115)  begins  the 
AllfiB  Vbhth  (PI.  CI,  1  i  Flem.  Qroeju  Dreef),  a  double  aveuue  of 
limes  planted  Id  1707,  and  extending  along  t^e  bank  of  the  Wille- 
hroeek  Canal  to  Laeken.

The  Groi-TiUtul  station  of  the  Utter  lias 
a  Uv  mlo.  to  tbe  N.  of  the  Leopold  MonnmeDl,  whence  vUitocs 
walk  to  (1  M.)  the  fthurcb,  near  the  terntinus  of  the  horse-tramwiy 
(No.  1,  p.  79). 

LMkcu  (mttl'RrstaHrant  <U  eAtacia,  Dre<»  Ste.  Anne  70,  with 
garden,  well  spoken  of),  the  N.W.  anburb  of  Brussels,  with  27,800 
[nliab.,  Is  the  usual  residence  of  the  royal  family.  The  Aveoae  do 
la  Heine  (or  Koninginnelaan),  the  contlnuatiuu  of  the  AlWe  Vorte, 
ends  opposite  ths  Chdbch  op  St.  Maut,  designed  by  Paclaert.  The 
exterior  is  atill  unfliilahed,  especially  as  regarda  lis  destined  Qothic 
ornamentation,  bnt  the  interior  la  Bnely  proportioned.  The  place  of 
the  choir  IB  oeonpied  by  an  octagon,  forming  the  royal  burlal-vanlt, 
and  oontaining  the  remains  of  Leopold  J.  (d.

(S.  i850),  the  CtDwu  Prince  of  Belgium  (i.  186ft\  miVt^ntbtA*.- 
wla  cfFlaaders  (d.  i89i).

As  the  crest  of  the 
heights  la  but  narrow,  the  second  line  was  enabled  to  ooeupy  a  alu 
tered  and  advantageoug  position  on  tho  northerti  slopes,  concealetf 
Item  the  eye  of  their  enemy.

—  Adjacent,  Rne  do  TEmpetonr  8, 
is  the  farmer  Ktiterahof,  bailt  in  tbe  late-Oathic  style  by  Hugwet 
of  York  In  1430,  and  occupied  by  i  Jeanit  coUego  in  1611-1713. 
tl  it  now  a  Thtatn  (PI,  21;  D,  3).   Oppoaite  rises  tbe  — 

•PiLiia  DB  JusncB  (PI.  25 ;  D,  3,  4),  or  oontt  of  jnetioe,  a  pie- 
tutesque  asaemblage  of  bnlldlngs,  ancIoBlng  Bereral  oourts.  " 
foiCDorly  tbe  palace  of  Margaret  of  AQaCria;  from  1^61  to  160S 
JDoged  to  tbe  Granvellaa;  and  from  1618  to  1794  It  vas  tbe 
the  Great  Council.  Tbe  older  poitlonB  were  erected  by  Bombtntt 
Keldtrmam  in  tbe  late-6otbic  style  abnnt  1507.  Tbe  more  modem 
portion,  erected  by  Keldcrmani  about  1617,  along  with  the  Fnmofe 
artist  G'ui/ol'JcBroujfranf  (p.  33),  la  the  earliest  example  of  the  Re" 
naieBSDco  to  Belgium,  The  boilding  has  been  skilfully  restored  by 
BtonwTW  of  Antwerp  (since  1878^,  and  contilnB  Bome  flne  ohlmney" 
piecea  and  other  Interesting  works  of  art.

HuiB  (p,  142)  lo  the  picturesque  Orand  PonI,  the  osnttal  bcldg* 
over  the  Dyte,  biiitt  in  the  13th  oentury.  —  On  the  (^i  ok  ~  '

Our  kDOwledge  of  Antwerp  oitoiida  aa^ar  hact  an  tbe  7th  4i 
tnry.  In  836  it  was  destroyed  by  the  Northmea.  After  aboat  tl 
begiDnlng  of  the  11th  oent.  Antwerp  appears  u  the  capital  of 
maigrailale,  established  to  protect  the  Qerman  frontier  againtt  tl 
powerful  Connte  of  FlanderE.  The  most  celebrated  margrave  of  An 
werp  was  Cod/Veji  de  Bouiiien.  Its  advantageous  aituaCion  faTOUia 
the  development  of  the  town ;  and  its  wealth  greatly  increased  al 
the  close  of  the  l^h  cent.,  when  the  silting  up  of  the  Zvryn  tn 
ferred  the  trade  uf  Bruges  hither,  sud  when  the  discovery  of  II 
new  sea-routea  enabled  the  Netherlands  to  monopolize  a  great pu 
of  the  transit' trade  between  Cadiz ,  Lisbon,  and  Central  Earap* 
Under  the  powerfnl  protection  of  Kmp.  Cbailes  V.  Autwerp  m 
perhaps  the  most  proBperona  and  wealthy  city  on  the  continent  IW 
passing  even  Venice  and  Genoa  themielves.  When  at  the  height  0 
its  prosperityit  numbered  i'25,000  tnhab.  (In  ISOSV  At  that  perie$ 
vesaels  from  every  part  of  the  world  lay  tn  the  Scheldt,  while  i 
hnudred  or  mote  arrived  ami  departed  daily.  The  great  fairs  Ik  ' 
here  attracted  merchants  from  all  parts  of  the  nlvilisBd  world.  1 
Florentine  Guiceiardlni,  an  excellent  authority  in  these  matt 
(p.  liv),  reoorda  that  tn  156G  the  apices  and  sugar  impoitad  b 
Portngal  were  valned  at  IVamilUon  dncats  (750,000f„  an  encmu 
snm  according  to  the  valoe  of  money  at  that  period),  itlk  and  f 
embroideries  from  Italy  3  million,  grain  from  the  Baltic  1  </g  mllHi 
French  and  Gennan  winos  S'/j  millloii,  and  tmpoTta  from  E  ., 
12  million  dncals.  Upwards  of  a  thousand  foreign  comnieiel^  ft 
had  established  themselves  at  Antwerp,  and  one  of  the  Fuggers,  tb 
merchant-princes  of  Augsburg,  died  here  leaving  n  fortune  of  o'"^^^ 
3  million  ducats.  The  Flemish  maDufactnres  (_carpeta,  clothing  bMi 
gold  and  silver  wares')  also  enjoyed  a  high  reputation  after  the  begli^ 

I  ning  of  the  16th  cent.,  and  were  exported  from  Antwerp  to  Al

In  1T90  the  popnlatlon  had  sunk  to 
40,000  Bonli,  The  collapse  of  the  Auetriin  supcemacy  saw  the  dawn 
tl  •  happier  period.  In  1795  the  FiBnch  eitorted  fioio  Holland  the 
abtUtion  at  tha  Scheldt  dues  by  the  Treaty  of  The  Qagae.  Napoleon, 
who  recognieiid  the  strategical  iaipoctanoe  of  the  eltnatian  of  Antwerp. 
Mused  a  harbour  aad  new  quays  to  be  eonBtruct«d  and  plmned  the 
EsandatlOn  ot  a  new  cjty  oa  the  opposite  bank  ot  the  river,  bat  the 
mn  In  which  he  was  engaged  prevented  hini  from  actively  promot- 
108  the  inteieala  of  wmmerce.  In  1814  the  city  was  defended  agalnat 
tba  AUiec  by  C'urtiol,  but  was  aurrendeTHd  to  the  British  under  Oeo- 
Oraham,  and  afterwards  Incorporated  with  the  newly -oonatltutsd 
Uofdom  of  tho  Netherlands.  The  prosperity  of  Antwerp  received 
1  new  Impetus  from  the  trade  which  it  now  carried  on  with  the 
Dotcli  colonies  (in  1830  population  73,500),  but  it  was  again  utterly 
mbied  by  the  revolution  of  1830,  ia  which  the  citicens  partloipated 
•orely  against  theli  will,  and  whlAh  diverted  Its  trade  to  Rotterdam 
and  Amsterdam,  In  1830  the  town  was  occnpied  by  the  Belgiau 
IniD^entaand  was  bombarded  from  the  citadel  by  the  Dutch  general 
Obasatf,  who  in  hia  torn  wai  besieged  here  by  the  Frounh  for 
tvo  montha  In  1832.  It  was  many  years  before  Antwerp  began  to 
leeoTcr  from  these  oalamitieB.  Indeed  the  tide  of  prosperity  did 
net  again  set  In  fully  till  1863,  when  the  right  of  levying  navigation- 
duas  (ID  tho  Scheldt,  granted  to  Holland  by  the  peaoa  of  1839,  was 
MRmnted  lot  a  aam  of  36,000,000  fr.,  one-thltd  paid  by  Belgium

In  Enrope  but  was  bnrned  down  in  jf>81  and  in  1S53.  The  new 
ediilce,  designed  by  Jot.  Schadde,  Is  in  the  same  style  as  Its  prede- 
OMMr,  but  on  a  much  larger  scale,  and  has  an  entrance  en  each  of 
tile  foDi  sides.  The  hall,  which  is  covered  with  glaaa,  ta  50  yda. 
long  and  44  yds.  wide,  and  ts  sairounded  by  a  donble  arcade,  borne 
by  88  columns  (all  of  different  deeigus)  and  opening  towards  the 
centle  in  Moorish-Gothic  trefoil  arches.  Above  Iheae  la  a  gallery 
borne  by  38  columaa,  adjoining  which  ia  the  Trihunal  de  Commerei, 
The  oelllag  ta  borne  by  an  elegant  wionght-lron  bamework,  and  the 
walls  ate  adorned  with  the  arms  of  Antwerp,  the  Belgian  lion,  and 
the  arms  of  the  different  provinces  of  Belgium.

G,  3),  In  the  late-Qathic  style, 
w«s  begun  in  1491  by  Herman  van  Waghemaker  (p.  164)  and  carried 
on  ftfter  his  death  In  1503  by  T>em.  van  Waghctnaker  and  Bwibout 
K^traumt,  but  was  still  undjusbed  in  1526  wbea  the  work  «u 
discontinued.  In  1602,  after  the  subsidence  of  the  lellgiou*  troubles 
of  the  latter  half  of  the  l6th  century,  the  works  were  resumed, 
and  the  church  was  cnmpleled  In  1656  (the  chief  portal  being 
aiitA  in  1694).

In  169S'ig01,,  and  are  now  npwarda  of  3  M.  in  length.  The 
xtm,  tbe  width'  of  whiub  at  Antwerp  varies  from  1000  to  1800  ft., 
hxt  iten  dredged  to  a  uniforiu  depth  of  Q»  ft.,  permitting  even 
(he  Ingest  vessels  to  lie  alongside  the  i^uays.  The  steamers  and 
merohantmen  rei^eive  and  dlsoharga  tbelr  cargoea  with  the  aid  of 
gigmtio  and  noiseless  liydrnulic  crauea,  which  tianater  the  goods 
diiectly  to  or  from  the  rail  way- trucks.  The  cranes  are  worked  by  a 
■vbtamnean  aqueduct,  whioh  is  also  used  in  opening  and  shutting 
die  sluioB-gates,  in  ihuntlng  the  traius,  eie.  There  are  two  engine- 
houBes  In  connection  with  the  aqueduct,  one  at  tbe  N.  and  one  at 
the  S,  harbour.  These  alterations  haie,  along  with  the  new  Docks, 
nude  Antwtip  one  oC  the  first  harbours  in  tho  world.

4),  a  galonay  designed  h:r  Rubtnt  tind  idorned  *ltk 
n  «ealed  flgnre  of  the  riTec-god  by  A.  OueWin  the  Eldtr,  wbith  (o»- 
merly  stood  a.  little  futhcr  to  the  N.  It  benra  in  inscription  dedt- 
oated  by  the  'Senaiiis  Paputiiiiiue  Anlwerpimsii'  to  'Magnui  PUiippitf 
(1624).  This  prinoe  wag  Philip  IV.,  great-grandson  of  the  Emp. 
Charles  v.,  who  reigned  from  1621  to  lG6a,  and  under  whom  Spain 
entirely  lost  her  preitige,  having  been  deprived  of  Portugal  In  1041^ 
and  finally  of  the  Netherlands  in  1648. 

Another  relin  of  the  past  is  the  Bteen  (Pi.  B,  3~|,  originallj  pi 
of  the  Oaat\e  of  Antwerp ,  tirongh  which  the  ascent  10  the  S. 
Fromenoli  from  the  Quai  Van  Dyck  nowleadi.  The  caetle  dates  from 
the  10th  cent,  and  remaiJied  in  the  hands  of  the  lords  of  tbe  soil  titt 
1549,  when  Charles  V.  made  it  over  to  the  bnrghers  of  Antwaip. 
It  was  afterwards  the  neat  of  the  Spanish  Inqnisittiin,  The  dnngeonl,

«  be  drowned  in  the  Meuae.  In  1554  the  town  was  taken  by  storm 
by  the  French  under  the  Due  de  Nevers,  and  plundered.  In  1676 
in  by  the  Freneh.  The 'dlnanderioa',  or  chased  copper 
and  braaa  waros  of  Dinaut,  were  in  Mgh  repute  during  the  13lh, 
14th,  and  16tb  centuries.  The  'cou^uea  de  Dinant'  are  cakea  oot 
DulilLO  gingerbread. 

The  chnroli  of  Kotre  Dame  [recently  restored),  a  handsome  edifice 
of  the  13th  cent.

growth  of  the  city  was  rapid,  and  in  tho  i4th  cent,  it  is  said  to  1 
numbered  100'J60,000  inhab.,  moet  of  whom  were  engaged  in  tl 
clath'trade ,   and   lo  have  contained  no  fewer  than  2400  n 
factories.  Here,  as  in  other  Flemish  towns,  the  weavers  were  I 
turbulent  cIbbb.  During  an  insurrection  in  1378,  thirteen  magla 
of  noble  family  were  thrown  from  the  windows  of  the  H&telde  Till 
and  received  by  the  popiilaea  below  on  the  points  of  their  speaid;^ 
but  Duke  Wencaalaus  took  the  city  in  1383  and  seiarely  panUbo^- 
the  citizens,  thonsands  of  whom  emigrated  to  Holland  and  EngluiM 
whither  they  transplanted  their  handicraft.  From  that  period  may  Wh 
dated  the  decay  of  Loutain,  which  Duke  John  IV.  of  Brabant  viUnM 
attempted  to  arrest  by  founding  the  university  [p.  219)  in  1426.

A  little  above  the  University,  tbe  Meuae  is  croued  by  tbe  Pont 
ie  la  BovtTle  (PI,  0,  4  ;  1S43),  a  bridge  of  four  handsome  arohes, 
vbicb  leads  lu  t)ie  Qoartlor  and  Station  de  l.ongdox.  Tha  electric 
ttHnway  No.  4  (p.  2'23)  crosses  tliis  bridge. 


On  tbe  N-E.  the  Place  du  TbiStre  (p.  237)  ie  adjoined  by  the  busy 
PWOT  Vbetb  (Pi.  B,  3)  and  PiiCa  St.  Lameeet  (R.  B,  C,  3),  ■with 
the  principal  cafe's  of  the  tonii.  Here  once  stood  the  Cathedral  of 
St.  Lambert,  ruined  by  the  Ftensb  sansculottes  aud  their  brethren 
QfLlAge  in  1794,  and  completely  removed  in  1808.  Here  also  stood 
the  episcopi)  palace,  whii:h  is  now  used  as  the  —

The  flneat  •Tibw  of  Liige  is  afforded  hy  the  dtaisl  CPl.  C,  !), 
fi20  ft.  above  the  sea-level ,  erected  by  the  PilDce-Biahop  Hni- 
lulliin  Ilenry  of  liavaria  after  the  siege  of  1649  [p.  22G),  on  the  slM 
of  earlier  fDriifirjitlons.  Carriages  (tailft,  seep.  223)  approach  tlby 
the  Rue  do  I'Acadrjmie  and  the  Rne  Montagne  Ste.  Walbnige  (PI.  6, 
2,  13.  Walken  reach  it  in  20-25  min.  elthei  from  the  Palais  it, 
Justice  (p.  229)  by  aEoendiiig  the  ateep  Bue  Plerreuse  (PI.  B,  2}, 
or  from  the  Roe  Hors-Cbfcteaa  by  the  Montague  de  Baereo,  a  lifght 
of  3S5  steps  beside  the  ProtesUnt  Chuioh  (PI.  0,  1).  AdmlBsion  to 
usaally  granted  without  difficulty  on  appUeatiaii  to  the  sergeant  OH' 
duty,  who  depute!  ■  soldier  as  guide  (fee  optional).  The  TleW 
embraces  the  extensive  city,  and  the  populous  and  indastrioiu  val- 
leys or  the  Mouse,  the  Ouithe,  and  the  Vesdie.  The  prospect  tk 
bounded  towards  the  S.  by  the  monntatna  of  the  Ardenn^;  toward^ 
the  N.  it  BiteiidB  to  the  Peteraberg  near  Maasttirht,  beyond  wMoh 
stretch  the  broad  plains  uf  Limbarg.

Seraing  (260 ft.;  SSItl  Broi/iM,  near  tbe  qnay,  R.  2-4,  0.2-3  b.; 
H6t.  da  Etrangai),  a  tOTm  with  38,200  in  hah.,  situated  on  the  ilghl 
bank  ot  the  Meusa,  has  acquired  a  Earopeau  reputation  on  aeoouut 
of  its  Taal  Iron-norks  and  manulactortes.  The;  were  founded  in 
1816  by  Jo)m  CocktriU  (1790-lUlO),  an  Engiiihman,  to  vhom  the 
wMkB  belonged  jointly  with  William  1. ,  King  of  the  Netherluida, 
down  to  1830,  when  he  puichaeod  the  klng'a  share  and  thna  became 
80le  pioprlelor.  Hia  bronie  ataiae,  by  A.  Cattler,  was  erectad  iu 
1871  on  tbe  quay  in  front  of  the  Hotel  de  Ville.  The  works  ate 
now  owned  by  a  company  (John  Oockorill  &  Go.).  Tialtors,  on  pre- 
tIoub  written  application,  are  admitted  at  10  a.m.  and  2  p.m. 

A  bnlldiug  on  the  Mease,  which  was  formerly  a  aummer-palaee 
of  the  prinoe>biehopB(18chcent.),  immediately  below  the  nnspenaion- 
lirfdge,  now  foima  the  entrance  to  the  establishment.  It  coutaina  the 
lealdence  of  the  direnUr  and  the  arohUes  and  library  of  the  works. 
Tbe  eatabllthment  covers  an  area  of  270  acres,  37  of  which  are 
oocupled  by  workshopB  and  offlcea.  The  society  employe  about 
10,000  banda,  of  whom  1000  are  iu  the  works  of  Heratal  [p.  226), 
■sd  upwards  of  350  gteam-eugines  aie  in  constant  operation.  The 
first  lOGOmotive  engine  on  the  Continent  was  built  at  Seraing  (1835). 
The  establishmsnt  compTiaes  every  branch  of  Induatry  conneoted 
with  the  luanufartaro  of  iron,  such  as  coal-mines,  lionatone-miiiea, 
puddling  furnaces,  caBt-ateel  works,  and  engine-factories. 

In  the  vicinity  of  Seiatng  (op  the  river)  are  the  eitenfllve 
coal-mines  and  blast-furnaces  of  the  Sspfronoe  company;  and  farther 
distant,  the  glasa-woiks  of  Val  8i.  Lambert,  established  in  a  snp- 
presied  Cistercian  Abbey,  one  of  the  largeet  msnofaotories  of  tho 
kind  In  Europe  [steam- tram  way  to  Clavier,  see  p.  244).

Unlst,  bom  at  Verviera  in  18^0  (d.  1881).  Vervlers  contains  several 
modem  Qolhlc  chnrchea  atid  a  new  eouiC-house.  Pretty  walks  on  the 
tight  bank  ottbe  Vesdre  and  to  the  residential  auburbsof  Haity  and 
Lambermaat.  Napoleon  III.  spent  a  night  in  the  Hfitel  du  Ohemin

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Peter  the  Gieit  vru  a  Tisltor  here  in  1717,  OiiativuB  III.  of  Sweden 
in  1780,  the  Emp.  Joseph  n.  Md  Prince  Heniy  otPiuasia  in  1781, 
aud  the  Emp.  Paul,  whea  ciOTn-prlDce,  in  1782,  After  the  French 
ReTolntion  Ite  prosperity  began  to  decline,  bnt  it  has  of  late  regain- 
ad  mneh  of  Ita  popularity,  and  muiy  nen  hnildlnga  have  Hprong 
op.  Itil  now  frequented  by  npw&rda  of  18,000  viEitora  annaally,  a 
luge  proportion  of  whom  are  EngllBh.  The  fieisou  lasts  from  Ma; 
to  October,  and  is  at  ita  height  in  August.  The  pretty  painted  and 
Tarnished  woodwaras  offered  (or  sale  everywhere  are  a  speciality  of 
Spa  C'Boie  de  5pa'>  The  'Elixir  de  Spa'  ii  a  floe  liqiienr. 

The  town  is  entered  from  the  station  by  the  Avenue  du  Mactaau 
(p.  2535,  "lich  leads  past  the  Qvetnt  Palaet  (PI.  5)  »nd  the  aide- 
•ntranoe  of  the  Fromoiade  de  Stpt-Beitru  [see  below)  to  ('/«  ^0 
tha  Ploce  Royale.  The  Etabliiiemmt  da  finini  allnated  here,  a 
Benaiaiance  itmctnca  by  Ltfon  Suys  (^186S-66),  is  admirably  fitted 
up.  Neat  it,  in  the  Rub  Royale,  Is  the  Caiino  (PI.  7),  eorrespondiiig 
to  the  'Korsaal'  of  German  baths,  erected  in  I7n3-6Q  and  oontala- 
Ing  a  caff- re  Stan  ran  t ,  ball,  concert,  ganung,  and  reading  rooms, 
■nd  a  theatre  (see  p.  2&Q). 

In  the  Place  Plorre'le-Grand,  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  and 
nemtly  oppoaiie  the  Casino,  ia  sitnated  the  chief  of  the  aiiteen 
mineral  apringa,  called  the  Pouhon  (Fl,  P ;  the  Walloon  word  pouAl 
Ka  jmiaer  III  French,  andjiouAon  ^  pujlt,  or  well).  The  pump-room 
b  tdjoined  by  coTered  promenades,  conyersatioii'rooins,  and  a 
beautiful  winter-garden.  The  water  of  this  spring  (50°Fahr.),  which 
ia  perfectly  clear,  and  strongly  Impregnated  with  iron  and  carbonic 
aotd  gas,  Is  largely  exported.  Adjaoent,  In  the  Hue  Dundas,  Is  the 
foiAon  du  Prince  de  Condi,  the  water  of  which  ia  aUo  exported. 
A  few  paces  to  the  S.  of  the  Ponhon,  at  ths  beginning  nf  the 
Kiu  de  la  Sanveiii^re,  is  the  so-called  Caicadt  Monvmeniule ,  a 
fountain  with  genii  by  J.  .Taqoet.  —  The  adjaeent  Homanesque 
PofUh  Church  (Fl.  2),  in  the  Bus  Shronet,  was  bnllt  in  1884-85 
from  designs  by  E.  Oarpentier. 

The  favourite  lounge  of  visitors  In  the  afternoon  and  evening  is 
the  Fromenadt  de  SepUHeurei ,  shaded  by  magnidcent  old  elms 
(KOmooflheni  planted  in  1T51),  where  a  good  band  pUys  (p.  360). 
Ia  bad  weather  the  baud  plajs  in  the  GaUrli  Leopold  II  (PI.  1), 
wUob  includes  the  Salon  de  ConotTialioii  and  tliu  small  MaUt 
Cbnwnunaf  (pictures,  etc.).  —  Pleasant  paths  diverging  from  the 
pwmBnadei  ascend  the  hills,  leading  throngh  tlio  woods  tn  fine  point* 
of  view.  Opposite  the  mu sic-pay lllon  of  (he  Place  Koyale  is  an

Near  the  barbour 
are  luge  ship-boildlng  yaida,  tabaci^o  fautorius,  sugar  refinerJe*, 
and  diBtilleries,  and  alno  the  exieneive  maehine-works  of  Feyenoord. 

The  older  portion  of  the  city,  Rotterdam  proper,  Vhlch 
tecelved  town-riglit«  in  13J0,  Ilea  upon  the  right  bank  or  theUiuf, 
near  its  confluence  with  the  BoUc,  It  ia  intersected  by  nomerDD* 
i»n>ls,  such  as  the  Ltuvthawtn,  OudtHaven,  Slevtee  Haven,  Betteep- 
maktn  Hovm,  Wytihaven,  Biaai,  HaringvlUt,  etc.,  which  lend  ft 
olMractBriEtiB  air  to  the  towii.

At  the  W.  e:itiemity  of  the  busy  Noobji-Blx&k  (F1.  D,  9),  wblcli

By  this  quay  lie  the  large  passenger- Bteameis  of  tbo  R-jlUrdam 
Lloyd  and  Dvtch'Ameriean  Steatmhip  Co.  (ylaitoTB  admitted  to  tho 
emigrsnt-ehipB  ;  fee).  From  the  ah ove- mentioned  8«ing-brldge  we 
may  now  return  to  the  Boompjes  by  one  of  the  small  steamers  which 
BtBrt  liere  e-fery  20-30  min,  (fare  5o,),  or  proceed  to  the  S.W., 
passing  the  new  Rynliaven  (PI.  E,  6)  and  t^e  still  unfinished  Maai- 
havm,  to  the  Doekhaven  and  to  the  Pttrolevm-Haven  at  Choflolt. 
I^otn  the  Dockhaven  small  steamboatE  ply  at  short  intervals  to  the 
Park  (p.  278). 

On  the  E.  side  of  Feyeuoord  are  the  extenstve  machine  worka 
and  -wherf  of  the  Nederlandseht  Maatschappy  voor  Sehapt-m-  Werk- 
iulglowB  'FeyenoanT,  employing  more  than  1000  workmen.

Tbe  nncleua  of  ttie  Qalleiy  of  The  Hague  oondBta  of  collmtlonl 
nuide  by  the  prlncei  af  the  Honae  nf  Orange,  As  cul;  as  the  flrnt 
half  of  the  17th  cent.  Frederick  Ueniy  (d.  164TJ  and  bis  coMOit 
Anulia  of  Sol  ma-Bran  nfeli  ordered  so  many  pieturec  from  Dntnh 
and  Flemiab  oiasters  that  they  left  no  fensr  than  2o0  works  to  bo 
dirided  among  thott  toor  danghlera  (1875).  Tlila  dlleotion  was, 
howsrer,  ecattered ,  and  tba  real  founder  of  the  gallery  was  the 
Stadtholder  William  V.  (1T4S-18CN3),  who  gradually  coUeiited  In  the 
Baltenbof  (p.  207]  about  200  plctare»,  most  of  which  are  stilt  In 
this  gallery.  To  the  purchase  of  the  Slineelsiidt  oollection  in  1768 
the  gallery  iria  indebted  for  a  number  of  its  finest  works.  The  Olght 
of  the  Prtuoe  of  Orange  in  179Q,  on  the  approach  of  the  Frenoh 
tmorn,  wa>  followed  by  tbe  remoial  of  the  pictures  to  the  Loune. 
In  1815  a  partial  reetitution  took  place,  but  58  works  still  remained 
In  Paris.  In  1817  the  gallery  contained  only  173  pictures,  bat  tbe 
number  was  rapidly  Inrreasad  by  the  lealous  and  snccesaful  exer- 
tions of  King  William  I.  Tbe  catalogne  now  numbers  about  500 
paintings,  of  which  abont  350  belong  to  the  Dutch  school,  40  to  the 
Flemish,  25  to  the  Qermau,  and  70  to  the  Italian,  Frenob,  and 
Sptnlsh.  Several  paintings  are  lent  by  Dr.  A.  Brediui,  the  director. 
Rtmbrandt  and  Patter  are  the  heroes  of  the  eoUoctian.  Diliteen 
of  tbe  sixteen  works  by  Rembrandt  arc  among  tbe  best  BpecimenB 
of  his  early  manner.  Jan  Sieen,  Tcrburg,  fferurii  Don,  Adrian  van 
Oitadt,  and  Adrian  van  dt  Velde  are  also  represented  by  master- 
pieaei.  The  finest  laiidsr^pes  are  tbe  three  BuyidatU  and  those  of 
Van  der  Mtct  (  Vtrmar)  of  Deifl ,  a  painter  who  baa  only  leoently 
obtained  the  fame  he  deeerres.  Bubnu  is  well  represented  by  five 
ntlngs,  and  Van  Dyelit  three  portraits  are  admirable  works.  Among 
the  Itstian  works  the  two  portraits  by  Pisro  dt  Cosimo  deserve  atten- 
tion ,  and  among  l}ie  Spinisb  worka ,  the  royal  portraits  by  MuriUa 
mi  Vtiavfua.

1,  The  "Old  Road,  paTod  with  'klinkerB',  coaatrueted  In  1606, 
leivaa  the  town  by  the  N.W,  gate  (PI.  C,  1^,  and  (a  shaded  by  trees 
and  provided  with  a  tramway -line.  On  the  right,  between  the  old 
ro«(J  and  the  Canal,  lie  tiie  Seheveningichc  Bosch}ts,  a  park  wiih 
niuaeioas  Une  old  oaka,  alTordlng  beautifol  walks.  On  the  left  ia 
the  Chilean  al  ZorgoUtt,  once  the  resIdeni^earCata,  thBDutohatatea- 
man  and  poet  [i..  1660),  and  now  tbe  property  of  tho  Grand-Duke 
or  Saxe- Weimar.  Farther  on ,  beaide  tliE  H6ttl  de  la  Promenitdc 
(p.  306  i  halfway  houae  on  the  tramway-route),  Is  a  bnat  (by  Ort*) 
of  the  atateamaa  Conelanlyn  HuystTia^  iX  whoee  liiatigatioti  the  load 
WBB  made.  A  road  diverging  to  the  light  here  leads  past  a  Dumber 
of  TillaB,  Dr.  Eykman'i  PhyiiaMc  IiWituU,  and  the  handsome  Park 
Bottl  (p.  306)  M  the  nanal.  The  old  toad  leads  on  to  the  Boman 
CaOtoth  Chunk  at  the  beginning  of  the  village,  I'/a  M.  from  the 
SeheveoiJigeD  Gate  at  The  Hague  and  S/4  M,  from  the  beach. 

2.  The  uiilDtereEtlng  and  ahsdelesa  New  Road  leads  direct  from 
the  N.  end  of  the  town  (PI.  F,  1)  lo  the  CurhauB,  skirting  the  canU 
at  first,  and  croaalng  it  halfway.  This  is  the  route  followed  by  the 
BteatD-tramway  tKm  the  State  Station  and  by  the  electric  tramway. 
To  tbe  right,  in  the  distance,  is  the  new  Priion,  and  on  tb<^  same 
aide,  on  the  Danes,  is  the  large  building  of  the  Bagut  WaUr  Works 
(open  on  Tuoa.  and  Thnrs,,  13-4;  fine  view). 

BeheTeningen,  a  clean  flahing-villags  with  21,000  iuhab.,  vis- 
ited as  a  bathing -- resort  aince  1S18,  has  new  become  the  moat 
fashionable  watering-piaRee  iu  Holland.  The  annual  Dtimber  of 
viaitors  ia  over  30,000 ,  chiefly  Dutch  »jld  Germans,  but  including 
a  few  English  and  Aiuericsns.  The  height  of  the  season  lasta  from 
the  middle  of  July  to  the  end  uf  August.  The  proximity  of  The 
Usgue  and  the  woods  a  little  inland  giro  Scheveulngen  an  advan- 
tags  over  the  other  seaside-Teaatls  on  thla  coast.  It  baa,  however, 
the  reputation  of  being  only  less  expensive  than  Ostend. 

Xn  undulating  Ibbsaob,  paved  with  bricks,  extends  along  tho 
top  of  the  Dnues  for  a  disiance  of  about  1  M.,  forming  an  admir- 
able promenade,  and  loner  down,  on  the  side  neit  the  aea,  runs  a 
level  road,  80  ft.  wide,  known  as  the  'Boulevard'.  The  large  *Cur- 
haus  is  the  great  rallying- point  of  visitors.  The  hsndaooie  new 
building,  ereoted  in  1884-S6  by  the  Germaa  architects  Henkenhof 
and  Ebert,  bnmed  down  in  1866,  and  rebuilt  since,  U  ^^'s-u^v'^ 
300  ft.  Ill  length  and  Is  sunoundei  ^j-j  a^vAcraa  -iisraa^.**.  "^j 
Ticbly  adorned  Ciirsaal,  surmounlBi  ^^  a  ^w  t'o.^'i"**-'  ^*&i.a«sfl 
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mod&iD  2900  parBons.    On  tlie  'Boulevard',  In  tioat  of  tlie  omieer 
titrrsae,   ata  the  cufDE  and  reataurariM  mentioned  At  p.  306  and 
iiamber  of  atRactive  ehops.   From  ttie  middle  of  the  tenice  a  Fier 
(adm.  5  c),  460  yds.  in  length,  built  In  1899-lDOO,  ■treteliM  into 
tbe  Bet.     At  it;  flirthei  rnd  is  h  pavilion,  irith  a  leBtiniint  inS 
variety-tlieatie.—  To  the  M,E.  of  the  Curhaas  is  the  BSltl  d'Orange, 
—  To  the  S.W,  lie  the  BStcl  du  Galniti,  the  n6ul  Oumi,  k  Vitta 
belonging  to  Prince  Wied,  the  Co/if-Rctlauranl  Dt  Seinfiotl  [p.  306]^ 
the  Savoy  Hotel,  tbti  f  5t(2<  Baueh  aiid  Zccnut,  and  [finally  beyoiiii 
the  village)  the  Monument,  an  obelialt  erected  in  1865  to  comineB 
orate  the  return  of  William  I.  after  tbe  FcenohoccQpallDii  (p.  ixx till 
and  the  Lighlhoiiie  (Vuurtoren;  adm.  15  s, ;  Bne  view,  beet  eai 
in  the  morning  or  in  the  evening). 

Behind  theCurhaus,  to  the  E.,  lies  the  (?efinanProtealuntChurehi 
with  two  towers.  —  The  new  streets  ranning  behind  the  Diuiey 
paaa  several  hotels  (p.  306)  and  pleaaant  villas.  On  the  Qeiersi- 
Deynoot-'Weg  is  tbeSoiihie-SliMing,  a  marioB  hospital  for  100  obit- 
dien,  named  after  the  late  Queen  Sophia  (d.  1377). 

Scheveningen  posaessei  namerons  flahing-boati  IpiiUien),  tha 
cargoes  ot  whinb  are  sold  by  auction  on  the  beach  immediately  d]1 
their  arrival.  The  scene  on  such  occaEiona  is  often  very  pictutetqiu 
and  amoalng.  The  hening-fiahery  la  aleo  prosecuted  with  conai^ 
erable  Bucr^ea,  many  of  the 'pinken'  occasion  a  1!  y  vetitaiing 
as  the  N.  coast  of  Scotland.  —  Tbe  beach,  which  was  mach  damag«4 
by  a  storm  in  1895,  has  been  repaired  at  a  heavy  outlay  and  ~ 
protected  by  groynes.  There  are  three  bathing-places,  one  for  ladle*, 
one  for  gentlemen ,  and  one  where  ladles  and  gentlemen  bailie  to- 
gether in  the  French  style.  These  are  frequently  oveterowded  bj 
excuiBloniBts,  especially  on  Sundays.

Leyden,  in  the  middle  agea  Ltithen,  one  of  the  most  ancient 
towns  in  Holland  (il though  5701)81)17  not  tte  Lugdunum  Baiavomm 
oF  the  RomanB),  Is  sitoated  on  the  ao-CRlled  Old  Rhine,  the  slnggish 
waters  of  which  flow  through  the  town  in  several  canil'like  arms. 
Tha  town  contains  63,640  luhab.  [1/4  Roman  Catbolica),  hut  is  snf- 
fldeDtl;  eiteneive  to  accommodate  100,000,  a  iminberlt  hoisted  of 
vlien  at  the  height  of  its  prosperity.  In  the  16th  eenl.  Lejden 
•iHtained  a  terrible  siege  b;  the  Spaniards,  which  lasted  ttoxa  Oct. 
31lt,  1573,  to  Mar.  '21st,  1574,  and  then,  aftiic  a  Bho»  and  partial 
leli^  by  Prince  Louis  of  Nassau,  was  oontitined  as  a  blockade  down 
to  Oct.  3rd  of  the  same  year.  William  of  Orsugo  at  last  oauaed  the  8. 
dybes  to  be  pierced,  and  the  oouatry  being  thas  inundated,  he 
relieved  the  besieged  by  ship.  According  to  a  popular  tradition, 
Prince  ■William  of  Orange  offered  to  reward  the  citizens  for  their 
gallant  conduct  In  the  defence  of  1574  hy  exempting  them  from  the 
payment  of  taiea  for  a  certain  number  of  years,  or  by  tlie  establish- 
ment of  a  nnlvetaity  in  their  city.  The  latter  altemitiTB  is  said  to 
haie  been  preferred ;  at  all  eventi,  the  prince  founded  tha  Univtr- 
tily  in  1575.  Its  fame  soon  extended  to  every  part  of  Europe.  The 
greatest  scholars  of  their  age  ,  Hugo  Grotius,  Scaiiger,  Dodonaue 
{p.  142),  SalmasioB,  Ruhnken,  Wyttenbach,  and  Boerbaave  (who 
fonnded  the  fame  of  the  medical  faculty  in  the  18th  cent.),  resided 
■ud  wrote  bete,  and  Anniuiui  and  Gomar,  the  founders  of  the  sects 
named  after  tbem  (p.  411),  were  professors  at  the  university.  Lord 
Stair  [d.  1695),  the  celebrated  Scottish  Jurist,  spent  se-verel  years 
in  exile  at  Leyden,  whence  he  accompanied  Ma  futnre  suvereign 
William  of  Orange  to  Qieat  Britain  In  1688. 

Leyden  was  the  birthplace  of  several  of  tha  painters  of  the  i0tb 
■nd  17tb  centuries ;  Lucas  van  Leyden  ,  Jorla  van  Scbooten,  Jacob 
van  Swanenbnigh,  the  great  Rembrandt  van  Byn,  Jan  Steen,  Geiard 
Don,  Gabriel  Metau,  Jan  van  Ooyen,  Frans  van  Mieris,  Pletei  van 
Sllngelandt,  etc.  It  possesses,  however,  but  few  specimenB  of  their 
works.  Leyden  also  became  the  centre  of  the  Dutch  textile  In- 
duatry,  when  the  'Yperlinge'  (weatera  'mm  Tptea)  settled  here 
ftftai  the  great  plague  [1318-00).

The  plctoieaqne 
hroaoh-aplro  on  the  rear-side  was  added  after  a  Are  in  1577,  and 
twenty  years  Ister  the  facade,  vrfth  Its  lofty  pediment  and  riohly 
decorated  portal,  was  completed  from  designs  attribated  to  Licscn 
de  Kty.  The  bnilding  wsb  enlarged  in  the  17th  century.  Th« 
interior  la  still  sa  it  was  in  the  ITth  cent.,  thoagh  the  toodib  appear 
modernized.

D,  3),  a  ruriom  circnlM 
building,  the  foundations  of  vhich  date  frota  Uis  lOth  cent,  oi  evea 
earlier  (entrance  on  the  S.W.,  by  tliagate,  bnllt  in  1668,  Bt  tha 
and  ot  the  Korta  Niauw-Stiiat ;  adm.  10  cj.  The  chronidara  eon- 
nect  It  vtith  Drusua  and  tlie  Anglo-Siiun  Heugist. 

Near  the  Burg  is  eitaated  the  Gharak  of  Bt.  Furnu, 
tnndiche  flTert  {PI.  V.  3;  saerisUn  in  the  honse  No,  2  on  the  8. E. 
side) ,  a  handsome  late-Hoihin  Btoiiu  odiilce  ereuted  on  the  aita  of 
■n  earlior  building  in  the  15th  oent.,  and  raatoTod  in  IS^.  It  i( 
a  large  basUioa  with  naye  and  aialea,  with  a  ttaiisept  also  flanked 
with  aisles.  The  nave,  which  haa  iMolied  neitbor  its  pnijectel 
length  nor  ita  prajected  height,  is  covered  by  a  noodea  lOot  of 
bairel-yaulting.  The  N.  aim  of  the  trantiept,  the  gahle  of  -whleh  la 
riuLly  decorated,  is  surmounted  by  odd-looking  tiurets.  In  the  nave, 
below  the  oroigiiig,  ia  the  monnment  of  the  Burgomaster  Pletec 
AdrinoDii  van  iler  Werf  (loo  below);  adjacent,  on  tha  8.E.  pillM, 
Is  a  memoiial  tablet  with  his  poiCrait  in  relief.

Like  Leydeii,  It  sustained  a  most  caUmltouB  liege  duting 
the  War  of  Independence,  and  was  taken,  after  a  resistance  of  seven 
monthi  (1572-73),  by  the  Spaniards  under  Frederick  of  Toledo,  son 
of  the  Duke  of  Alta.  Tlie  defence  ,  thoagh  tnelTectusl,  Traa  most 
liBraic,  and  even  the  women,  led  by  Konau  Simons  Haiselair,  look 
a  ahare  in  it.  The  <»niniandant,  the  entire  garrison,  the  Protestant 
clergy,  and  2000  of  tha  townspeople  were  eiecnted  by  order  ot  their 
Aonqueror.  Four  years  later  the  Spaniards  were  again  eipelled. 
The  town  attained  the  height  ot  Its  prosperity  In  tha  17ih  cent., 
when  its  school  of  art  was  also  of  some  importance.  HandrlkQaltziuE, 
Fians  Hals,  Jacob  van  Ruysda'^l,  AUstt  ran  Eveidingen,  the  three 
Wonverm&na,  Adr.  and  Is.  Tsn  Oatadc,  and  other  painters  dvelt 
here  at  that  period;  and  at  the  same  time  there  flourlahed  a  aehool 
of  ar*hiteotnie,  founded  by  Liam  dt  Key  (d.  1627J,  the  dty-mason 
of  Haarlem.

pona,  giaasea,  and  instraoieDtB  of  tortaie.  Tlie  beautiful  QohUt  nf 
91.  ilarlia,  eieauted  in  1604  foi  ths  guild  of  brenors,  nfao  paid 
360  fl.  for  it,  daaerrea  speoiai  attention.  The  oovar  was  mndellBd 
by  Htadrik  it  ATeyier,  and  the  medBlllona  by  Emit  Jamtoon  van 
Vianen  from  denlgna  by  Bendr.  Qalliiui. 

The  Town  Library  (entranoe  from  the  Priaaenhof,  bohiad  the 
town-hil!;  open  daily,  2-4),  which  wu  formed  in  1596  from  the 
former  Johannite  library,  poBaeaaeB  many  inounabula  and  printed 
weike  of  the  IBth  cent.,  and  MS3.  of  tiie  IfJth  and  16th  oenturiee. 
It  contains  a  valuable  collection  of  votka  in  early  Dutch  literatuie, 
and  history  (IncludiDg  the  history  of  painting)  i>  well  repreaented. 

A  little  (0  the  N.  of  the  Gnote  Markt,  Jan»-8ttaat  79,  i»  the 
Eplieopal  tftueum  (PI.  1 ;  C,  4),  a  collection  o(  Dutch  eeoleBlaitlilal

eTBi,  much  inferior  to  that  of  Utrecht.  Admiaaion  ilnily,  except  8nn., 
10-5,  26  c. 

The  Tsylar  Kuaun  (PI.  13,  G  4;  entranoe,  Spaarne  16)  vaa 
founded  iu  conaequetice  of  a  bequeit  of  Pieter  Teyltr  van  der  Hulit 
(d.  1778),  a  wealthy  Daarlem  merchant.  The  coUeotlons  are  open 
to  liaitors  from  Mon.  to  Frid.  (featlvalB  einepted)  from  11  to  3 
(Thurs.  in  Bnmmei  11-4]  and  the  library  daily  (6un.  and  hulldaya 
•loepted)  from  1  to  4  o'clock.  The  old  building  in  the  Dam-Straat 
h»j  been  aolarged  by  a  handiome  -wing  in  the  Ronaiaaauce  style, 
erecled  on  the  aide  next  the  Spaame  from  the  designa  of  Ohilillau 
Ubich  of  Vienna.  The  Museum  Inclndea  a  PhyifaU  CtUilnet  nilh 
callectioiiB  of  chemical,  optic&l,  electric,  and  other  instruments 
(large  electric  maahlne  by  Tan  Macum,  1TU6) ;  a  Otologieai  Ci^inet, 
with  mliinraia  and  foBBiia  (ijitluding  n  piosioaaurna ,  levera!  ptoro- 
dsclyli,  and  the  Andrlas  Scheuchzeii,  a  gigantic  satamaiidet,  taken 
by  Schenchierfoiaprehiitoricman);  a  CoUeetlan  afPaintiagi,  non- 
slating  of  about  100  modem  pictures  (by  Ecekhaiil,  Schetpioai,  Koek- 
kruk ,  ^an  Hovt  SehoUl ,  Botboam ,  Vtrvut ,  J.  Kotttr ,  Tea  Ratt, 
'Iiraeli,  Mauw,  Ueidag,  etc.;  catalogue),  exhibited  in  a  room  lighted 
from  the  loof;  and  a  valnahie  'CoUcttion  ofEngravingi  anHDravi- 
ingt  by  old  muters  (Michatl  Angelo,  Ren^randt,  Goitsitu,  Adr.  van 
Oitadt,  etc.).  On  the  upper  floor  are  a  large  atidltorium,  in  which 
■dentiflc  lectures  are  deliTered,  and  the  considerable  Library.  The 
fuuudallon  also  provides  for  the  publication  of  a  scIotitlSc  periodical 
('Archives  du  Hugtfe  Teyler').

Beyond  the 
eh  Qinh  (abont  I'/a^-from  Overveenl  the  road  forks:  tbe  right  branch 
leads  lii  the  *mtel-Beatauront  Duintuit  (R.  from  1%  I>-  V/3  flO 
to  the  (1 1/4M,)  station  ot  Sondpoor((p.  370) ;  the  loft  branch,  pueing 
the  gtonnds  of  the  lunatic  asyhini  of  Metrtnberg,  leads  to  the  pictur- 
esque red  brick  ruins  of  the  chileau  of  Bredtrade,  once  the  leit  of 
the  powerful  coants  of  that  name  (reached  also  ^m  the  station  of 
Sandpoort;  p.370]|.  Near  Iha  mi n a  is  the  Coft-BatauTant  VtUennd, 
The  eitensi'e  view  to  the  E.  embraces  the  admirably  cultivated  and 
partly  wooded  plains  of  N.  Holland  (the  'KenaemerlDnd'),  Haarlem, 
the  Haarlemmer  and  Wyker  Meei,  the  T,  Amsterdam,  the  innnmer- 
ahle  wind-mills  of  Zaandam,  the  nndulating  and  sterile  sand-Mils, 
and  the  asa.  —  A  road  leads  from,  the  Velserend  and  Btedoiode  to 
tbe  station  of  Sandpoort  |p.  370),  whence  we  may  return  on  foot  or 
by  tail  to  Haarlem  via  Dulninst  and  Bloemeridaal. 

All  eiectrlL^  tramway,  starting  at  the  Hnutpleln  (PI.  A,  6)  in 
UaarieD),  rons  in  26  min.  (tare  16  0.,  relom-tioket  35  n.)  to  the 
S.T.  to  (6'/j  M.)  the  sea-bathing  plane  of  Zatidmort,  which  Is  also 
eonnected  with  the  main  line  of  the  state-railway  by  a  branch  pass- 
ing OvCTvetn  (see  above;  fares  65,  45,  30  c).

Amiterdom,  the  commercitl  capital  of  Hotland,  Ilea  at  the  tn- 
ttux  of  tbe  Atrutel  Into  the  ¥  oi  Ij  (prutiDuuood  as  i  long), 
of  the  Zuiderzee  vhich  huB  been  formed  Into  ui  excellent  buboDi, 
The  town  onginated  at  the  beginning  of  the  13th  cent.,  vlieii  Qr>- 
brerhtU.,  Lord  of  Ametel,  boilt  a  castle  here  (1204)  and  conatrnsMd 
the  dam  which  has  giyen  tise  tolta  name.  In  ISTQ  Count  PloransT. 
of  nolUjid  granted  the  town  eiemption  fiam  the  fm peats  of  Holland 
and  ZeeUnd,  and  In  131 1  It  vas  flnall;  nnited  with  UaUand.  la  ths 
14th  cent,  the  town  began  Id  asBome  greater  importance,  ud  yu 
aoDght  as  au  asylum  by  exiled  nierohants  of  Brabant.  In  1421,  nndn 
John  of  Bavaria,  one-tbird  of  tbe  town  wse  destroyed  by  a  eonllagTa- 
tlon,  but  its  prosperity  was  but  temporarily  rheckad.   In  1480  th( 
Emp.  Maitmilian  I.  gave  the  ctCy  the  privilege  of  using  tbe  IntpaiUl 
Crown  as  the  crest  in  its  armorial  bearings.   The  real  importuiDa'snd- 
prosperllf  of  Amsterdam  date  fioiuthe  close  of  the  16th  cent.,  irheti 
the  Spauieb  war  had  ruined  Antwerp,  and  nnEnbera  of  enteipiMlig 
merFhasta,  skilful  manufacturGrB,  and  dietinguishedanisU were  COB^ 
pelled  to  quit  the  Spanish  Netherlands.

The  older  part  of  the  city  Ib  In  the  form  of  a  aemli'.ircle,  tlie 
diameter  being  formed  by  the  Y.  L'anaU  or  'fVracAtm' of  TarlouB 
tixw  Interseot  the  city  In  every  dlreotlou,  and  divide  it  into  90  la- 
landa,  which  are  cotinerted  by  means  of  nearly  300  brldgM-  The 
depth  of  water  in  the  Orachton  is  about  S-S'/i  ft-,  below  nhlcli  it 
a  layer  of  mud  of  equal  thicknese.  To  prevent  malarial  exhalations 
the  water  la  mnsCantly  renewed  by  an  arm  of  the  North  Sea  Canal, 
while  the  mud  is  removed  by  dredgera.  Some  of  the  Orachten 
have  been  entirely  tilled  op  ('gedempt'),  a«,  e.g.,  iMently  the 
Nltuae  Zydt  Voorhurgval ,  now  one  of  the  main  approaches  from 
tbe  new  central  station  to  the  centre  of  the  town,  and  part  of  the 
Damrak.  The  chief  con ceatrta  canals  within  the  city  are  the  Prln- 
sens/racM,  KeiitrigTaeht,  and  ficercnfmc'tl  [IW  ft.  wide),  flanked 
with  avenues  of  elms,  and  presenting  a  pleasant  and  at  pUoea  a 
haudtome  and  picturesque  appearanoe.

tbeae  occasions  la  unbounded.  The  tradition  la,  that  boys  pltylns 
here  were  once  instrumental  in  diacovering  a  conepiracy  in  1622  to 
blow  up  with  gunpowder  the  merubanta  when  assembled  at  high 
change,  and  that  this  privilege  waa  accorded  to  the  rhildren  of  Ae 
eitliens  in  commemoration  o(  the  incident.

In  fronl 
of  the  bust  of  Prince  Henry  uf  the  Netheriandi  (p.  330)  aro  two 
elegant  little  cannon  of  1678  and  a  handsome  piece  bearing  atlTer- 
gilt  initlala  and  the  Stion  arms,  probably  presented  (o  the  etadt- 
linlder  William  111.  (d.  1703).  Above  are  Swediah  flags,  oipturad 
in  1668  by  Admiral  Wasaenaar.  On  the  outer  vail  of  the  middle 
room  are  four  Dutch  Gags,  pieaenied  by  King  William  III.  to  the 
veaaela  that  forced  the  straits  of  Simonoaalil  in  Japnn  on  Junelllh, 
1863.  Above,  at  the  corners,  are  Spanish  ship-iantema.

The  town  was  le-rortlded  hy  General  Coehoors  at  the  hegiuaiug  i 
the  ISth  cent.,  hot  the  ramparta  haie  now  baeD  rouTBrted  inl 
promenades.  The  old  late-aolhlc  Sabel  Bate  (eiWrlot  front  164S 
at  the  end  of  tlie  Groote  Msrkt,  hae  bet^n  preserved.  Amhem,  al 
of  tho  moat  attractive  towiia  in  Holland,  is  a  tavourite  lesidenee  ( 
Dutch  'nabobs'  from  the  East  Indies. 

Leaving  the  station  at  the  Ci.  W,  end  of  the  town,  and  b( 
the  left,  we  pass  througli  the  Wifiuwe  Pleiii,  then  ti 
and  follow  the  main  line  of  tharouglifare  in  the  ol 
Stiast,  Vyzel-Straat,  and  Ketel-Straitl,  which  leads  to  the  E.  to 
attractiTu  Yblfik  Plbih.

Makki,  in  which  the  Oroote  Kerk,  with  Its  conspicuona  town, 
thH  &tadhuiB  are  situated.

S 
large  organ  was  bailt  in  176});  performances  every  tortn^U 
summer  on  Tuoa.,  S-l  p.m.  [adm.  free).  The  tower,  318  ft.  In  Bal| 
Eontains  alaige  cbiiae  of  45beUs.  —  To  the  E.  of  the  charehiliw 
Stadkuii  [PI.  2),  erected  at  tbe  end  of  thelDth  cent,  aaapalam'j 
Haarten  van  Koaaum,  general  of  Dnke  Charles  of  Ouelders, 
iied  and  ooaverted  to  its  present  use  in  1830,  and  recently 
It  is  popularly  known  as  the  Dvivtlihuii,  from  its  quaint  tottli 
decorations.

Eciteltntk  [nnw  a  wlna- 
honaeX  of  the  middle  of  the  17th  Rent.,  tasrshlteRturslIvlnteioitlni. 
It  oontalna  a  smsl!  eollectloii  of  Spanish  antlqaitlea  (connolsieura 
admitted ;  foe). 

The  Roman  Catholic  CltUTeh  of  SI.  Walftofja  (PI.  3),  a  OothlP 
(tmcturo  of  the  i4lh  cant.,  to  whiuh  the  St.  Wslhurg-Strajt  leada 
to  tba  right  (S.)  of  tbe  Stadhnla,  has  two  toweia  and  oonttlns  a 
modern  carved  altar  and  a  modem  pulpit. 

Ehtibohs.  The  district  aionndArnhem  is  the  moat  plctunwqua 
in  Holland.  Tbe  groaads  of  many  of  the  nameiODB  oountcy-aeats  l[| 
the  Tioinity  are  open  to  Tlsitora.  The  Inns  are  generally  good.  — 
About  i/a  M.  from  the  station  lies  Sowbeti ,  a  country  seat  vlth  a 
vooded  park  and  small  lakes,  now  belonging  to  the  tonii.  In  lb* 
park  ia  the  B6te{-Paulon  Sombtek.  TheBelvederB  Tower  (100  etepsl 
commandfl  a  beautiful  tIbw  of  the  park  and  the  fertile  Botnue  ■»  far 
ae  the  Etteiier  Berg  aud  the  distant  heights  of  OIdyb.

UIghet  tip  ia 
the  country-real denco  of  Hrtyenoord,  adjolnlngwhlphthera  arobean- 
tifnliralkH  thronghtbewoodeinalldirectlonB,  provided  with  henuhns 
St  intervals. 

The  "Vblt  Road,  flaiited  with  numerous  Tillas,  runa  lu  tho  K. 
from  the  Velpor  Plein  to  Zutphen  (tramway  and  cabg,  «ce  p,  899J. 
About  2'/(  M.  from  Arnhem,  on  the  left,  Is  Klaret^eei,  irhete,  from 
a  grOTB  bealde  the  'Steenen  Tafel'  (stoue  table^,  a  tine  tIdit  of  tbu 
BbineTallav  Is  obtained.  AtSrarti««fc,  to  thelcft  oftbaroad  a  littla 
farther  on,  is  a  hospital  for  the  soldiers  of  tho  colonial  army,  en- 
dowed by  William  III. ;  it  contains  a  numbor  of  old  cannon  and 
other  weapons  captured  in  Acheen  (admlaaion  50  c,].  Farther 
on  ia  the  village  of  P«I}i  [Hotel  Heereologement') ,  oonalstlnB  at- 
moat  entirely  of  countiy-tesl deuces  (railway -station,  sec  p.  386;

Almost  In  the  centre  of  the  town  risee  the  BrooU  Keijt  or  Ctiirdl 
of  St.  SUphen  i^PI.

«tantially  cumpleted  in  the  14th  and  15th  cent. ,  though  there  ue  ft . 

The  barrel- laulting  of  the  nave,  sopporte*' 
by  35  slendPr  pillars,  ropiscBB  a  former  and  more  atrietty  OoAH' 
pointed  vaulting.  The  choir  contains  the  Jlfonununl  o^CnlAcftMV^ 
Bourbon  (d.  1469),  wife  of  Adolphus,  Dnke  of  Onelden,  wi^  ft 
'bius'  bearing  the  figure  of  the  duchess.  Below  are  repteaentfttfafflt ' 
of  the  Apostles  and  sixteen  coats-of-).imi  of  the  Houio  of  Bottibon. 
The  organ  la  »  flue  inBtrnmoiit  (public  performance  every  Tuatdir 
in  summer,  3-4  p.m.).  The  upper  part  uf  the  tower,  which  bad 
snflered  aerioualy  from  flee  and  bombardment,  was  renewed  in  IBftS 
in  the  Renaiaainee  ttyle;  the  top  commands  a  flue  view  (iscrlMU] 
Markt  22>  On  the  old  OrainmaT  Schooi  (1544),  near  the  nhnrchywd. 
are  aome  mutilated  sculpture  a. 

Through  the  Kerkboog  we  descend  hence  to  the  E.  to  tbeOrooW 
Markt  (PI.  2) ,  with  the  old  Weigh  Boiue  and  Fleihcra'  Ball.  Thn 
bnilding,  which  U  detached  en  three  sides,  was  probably  built  isi

The  Barcht-Stiait  contlnnei  in  an  easterly  direction,  and  then 
turns  alightly  toviatds  tlie  left,  passing  a  small  sq^uate  with  a  Ston- 
umtnl  (atstne  of  Vktory  after  Eauchl  erected  to  oommemorate  the 
cotlBtrnctloli  ot  the  railway  from  Nymnegen  to  Cleye  (1866),  and  the 
SoeiticU  Burgerluil  (ji.  104).  It  ends  &t  the  ehidy  pleaBure'grottndB 
ot  the  TALEHof  (Fl.  5),  laid  out  ou  an  emiuenoe  above  the  Waal. 
Hero  are  tlie  scanty  ruins  of  a  large  RomaaeBque  pilaae  of  the 
Carlovingiau  Baipaiore,  to  nhich  Eginhard,  the  biographer  of  Ohar- 
lemaguu,  BsalgSB  an  equal  lank  nlth  the  celebrated  palace  at  Ingel- 
heim.  It  was  destroyed  by  the  Freneli  in  1796,  Of  the  12th  cent, 
palace'church  only  a  fragment  of  the  choir  is  extant.  An  inteieating 
and  well-preserTed  relic  Is  the  eixteen-sided  Gothic  Caitle  Cfuiptl, 
couBeoratfld  by  Pope  Leo  m.  in  799,  hut  rebuilt  after  a  Are  tn  1047, 
again  in  the  12th  I'Bnt.,  and  fliially  In  the  Gothic  period  (key  kept 
by  the  cnatodlan  ot  the  Valkhof  grounds).  The  legend  of  the  Knight 
of  the  Swan  is  relatedof  Kymwegenaa  wellaaof  Clcve  (comp.  p.  403). 

At  the  E.  end  of  (be  old  tonn,  reached  from  tbe  Talkbothy 
an  iron  bridge  eteeted  in  1886,  rises  the  'Btlvtdm,  a  lofty  bond- 
ing resembling  a  towet  (now  a  atS,  10  c  charged  (or  the  aacent). 
The  present  building  was  erected  by  the  town  in  1646 ,  on  the 
foundations  of  one  of  the  towers  of  the  fortlS cations.  The  plat- 
form eommanda  aneiteiiBiTe  and  pleasing  prospect,  eoi  bra  ring  Clere, 
Amhem,  the  heigh ta  ofElten,  the  fertile  fields  and  rich  pastarea 
of  the  Bettiwe,  and  the  Waal,  Rhine,  Ma»fl,  andYssel,  To  the  9.

ot  the  BelTsdere  lies  the  fluner-Pari  (Pl,  6), 

The  best  view  of  Nymwegen  la  obtained  from  Lent,  a  Ylllage  on 
the  right  bank  of  the  Waal,  connected  with  the  town  by  means  of 
a  flying  bridge  (Glerpont).  A  bastion,  known  as  tbe  Knodgtnbvrg, 
was  built  here  in  1590  hy  Prince  Maurice  of  Orange.

long;  nave  88  ft.  high)  reats  on  56  pillars,  and,  though  bare,  pie- 
ducesan  Imposing  effect.  The  fine  old  carved  *Cboii  Stalls,  executed 
by  Jan  Terwem  AtrUi  In  the  Ronaissauoa  aiyla  in  1638-43,  are  the 
moat  loipoitaul  wurk  oC  the  kind  in  Bolland  (^recently  uuakiltDlly 
cleaned).  Tha  interesting  repreaentatloni  on  the  backs  o[  the  stalls 
illuatrate  (right)  the  Triumph  of  the  Church  and  the  Eucharist,  and 
(left)  the  Triumphal  Entry  of  Charles  V.  (a  reproduction  of  DQrer'a 
Triumphal  Procession  of  MaxlmiUan  1.).  A  screen  of  brass  (1743) 
separates  tbe  choir  from  the  nave.  The  marble  pnlpit  dates  trom 
IT&B  ,  and  sereral  of  the  eccleBtastlcal  vessela  from  tbe  18th  cen- 
tory.
